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IN  CONVENTION. 


The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  being  assem- 
bled in  convention  in  the  Representatives.'  Hall,  for  the 
purpose  of  proceeding  in  the  elections,  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution,  Hon.  Nathaniel  B.  Baker, 
Governor  elect,  came  in,  attended  by  the  Honorable  Coun- 
cil, and  escorted  by  the  joint  select  committee,  of  the  two 
branches  of  the  Legislature,  and  manifested  his  acceptance 
of  the  office  of  Governor  of  this  State.  He  then  took  and 
subscribed  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  the  oath  of  office, 
before  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  in  the  presence  of 
both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  whereupon  Hon.  Jona- 
than E.  Sargent,  President  of  the  Senate,  made  proclama- 
tion as  follows : 

"  Nathaniel  B.  Baker  having  been  duly  elected  Governor 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office,  and 
taken  the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  I  do  there- 
fore declare  that  His  Excellency  Nathaniel  B.  Baker,  is 
Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  to  hold  the  office 
during  the  ensuing  political  year. 

"  And  I  here  present  your  Excellency  a  copy  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  State,  as  your  guide  in  the  discharge  of 
your  official  duties." 

His  Excellency  then  made  the  following 

ADDRESS : 

FelloW'CiHzens  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Representatives: 

Under  the  constitution,  you  are  assembled  to  make,  or- 
dain and  establish  all  manner  of  wholesome  and  reasonable 
orders  and  laws  that  you  may  judge  to  be  for  the  benefit 
and  welfare  of  this  State,  and  for  the  support  and  defence 
of  its  government. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  under  the  management  of 
the  able  and  efficient  Treasurer,  the  finances  of  the  State 
are  in  a  prosperous  condition.    By  the  annual  report  of 
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tliat  officer  it  appeared  that  the  State  debt,  abore  ayaila- 
ble  fbnd^  June  1,  1853,  was  $74,399  00.  During  the  year 
past  A  large  portion  of  that  debt  has  been  paid,  and  fdnds 
ure  Aow  in  the  treasury  to  meet  other  portions  of  it,  so 
soon  as  thej  shall  become  due.  The  State  debt,  abore 
available  funds,  June  1,  1854,  was  $40,995  45,  being  a  de- 
crease of  $33,403  55,  in  a  single  jear. 

The  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  nnder  the  care  of  the  pres- 
ent able  and  accomplished  Superintendent  and  assistants, 
is  realizing  the  Expectations  of  its  most  zealous  adrocates 
and  supporters.  Every  department  reflects  credit  upon  its 
muiagers.  During  the  year  past  one  htmdred  and .  forty- 
one  persons  hare  been  admitted.  Sixty-three  entirely,  and 
twenty-four  partially,  restored,  and  twenty-two  unimproved, 
have  been  diseharged|  The  present  number  in  the  Asylum 
is  one  hundred  and  sixty-one,  which  is  thirteen  more  than 
can  be  comfortably  provided  for  by  present  accommodations. 
The  annual  report  of  the  officers  of  this  Institution  will 
aoon  be  in  your  hands,  and  will  present  yon  a  full  state- 
ment of  its  affairs. 

The  Asylum  is  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  who 
woul(f  and  should  shar^  its  benefits.  During  the  past  year 
its  halls  have  been  crowded,  and  many  applications  for  ad- 
mission have  been  necessarily  refused.  It  is  an  ascertained 
fiict  that 'there  are  at  this  moment  more  insane  persons  in 
the  State  taken  care  of  by  their  friends  at  home,  than  are 
now  accommod'ated  at  the  Asylum,  and  many  of  these  are 
only  waiting  for  vacant  places  to  occur,  or  for  increased 
room  to  be  furnished,  in  order  to  be  taken  to  this  Institu- 
tion. Evt^ry  year  the  mode  of  magagement  and  treatment 
pnrsned  at  the  Asylum  is  becoming  better  known  to  the 
community,  and  the  greater  comfort  and  safety,  and  the 
increased' chances  of  cure  which  the  insane  can  enjoy  there, 
where  everything  is  arranged  with  a  view  to  the  relief  o  f 
mental  maladies,  above  what  can  be  afforded  at  home.,  are 
being  perceived,  and  the  consequence  is  that  a  large  num- 
ber every  year  seek  a  residence  there  for  their  unfortunate 
relatives  and  friends.  And  it  certainly  is  t  duty  of  the 
State  to  afford  ample  facilities  for  the  relief  and  restora- 
tion of  this  unhappy  class  of  persons.  Considerable  addi- 
tions to  the  present  accommodations,  an  entire  re-construc- 
tion of  the  building  for  the  more  excited  patients,  and  a 
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thorough  re^fittic^  of  the  apparatus  for  warming  the  apart* 
meats,  so  as  to  ensure  comfort  and  safety,  seem  to  be  indis- 
pensable. These  matters,  however,  will  be  more  fully  pre- 
sented to  you  in  due  time,  and  it  is  believed  that  you  will 
make  such  necessary  appropriations  as  will  abundantly  pro- 
vide for  the  wants  of  the  community,  and  make  the  Insti- 
tution, which  has  already  proved  itself  so  useful,  equal  in 
its  advantages  to  any  of  its  kind. 

The  condition  of  the  State  Prison,  the  health  and  ap- 
pearance of  the  convicts,  the  good  order  and  regularity  ap- 
parent in  every  department,  commend  the  present  Warden 
and  his  officers  to  your  unqualified  approbation.  Its  finaa- 
ces  have  been  conducted  in  a  manner  which  will  merit  your 
cordial  approval.  The  annual  report  of  the  officers  of  this 
Institution,  with  detailed  statements  of  its  affairs  and  con- 
dition, will  soon  be  laid  before  you.  Under  all  the  disad* 
vantages  of  the  past  year,  occasioned  by  the  increased  price 
of  provisions  for  the  support  of  the  convicts,  the  report  of 
the  Warden  on  the  receipts  and  expenditures  will  show  a 
balance  in  favor  of  the  State  of  over  two  thousand  dollars. 

At  the  last  session,  the  Warden  was  authorized  to  pur- 
chase a  new  boiler,  to  build  a  new  furnace  and  chimney  for 
the  same,  to  procure  a  permanent  and  sufficient  supply  of 
pure  soft  water,  to  make  additions  and  improvements  in 
different  buildings,  and  to  procure  gas  lights  for  the  use  of 
the  Prison,  and  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars 
was  appropriated  for  these  purposes,  out  of  any  money  in 
the  hands  of  the  Warden.  In  the  construction  of  these  im- 
provements, the  Warden  found  that  it  was  necessary  to 
expend  a  few  hundred  dollars  above  the  appropriation. — 
Upon  an  examination  of  the  matter,  I  think  you  will  ap- 
prove of  the  conduct  of  the  Warden.  There  are  other  im- 
provements required.  The  shops  and  cells  'should  have 
better  ventilation.  Some  of  the  buildings  within  the  walls 
are  inconvenient  and  insecure  in  many  respects.  In  case 
of  fire,  the  loss  of  the  present  shops  would  be  a  small  item 
in  the  pecuniary  damage  to  the  State.  The  loss  of  the  la- 
bor of  the  convicts  and  the  general  disarrangement  of  the 
internal  discipline  of  the  Institution,  would  be  the  injuries 
most  to  be  regretted.  To  ventilate  the  buildings  properly 
and  guard  them  against  accidopts  by  fire,  would  require  a 
considerable  expenditure;  but  when  the  importance  of 
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these  matters  is  considered^  so  far  as  the  health  of  the  con- 
victs is  concerned  and  the  great  loss  which  must  necessap 
rily  occur  to  the  State  in  case  of  lire,  I  doubt  not  we  shall 
concor  in  opinion  that  our  best  interests  demand  the  im- 
prorements  suggested. 

In  1851,  a  law  was  passed  which  authorized  the  Gover- 
nor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Council;  to  ap- 
point a  board  of  three  commissioners,  who  were  directed 
to  select  a  lot  of  land  containing  not  less  than  fifty  acres, 
as  an  eligible  site  for  a  manual  labor  school  for  the  em- 
ployment, instruction  and  reformation  of  juvenile  offenders; 
r^ard  being  had  in  the  selection  of  said  land  to  the  centre 
of  population,  dieapness  of  living  and  facility  of  access. — 
The  commissioners  were  further  directed  to  report  what 
laws  were  necessary  and  proper  to  put  said  school  in  suc- 
cessful operation.  The  commissioners  appointed  under 
this  act  made  a  report  at  the  June  session,  1852.  The  im- 
portance of  this  subject  was  again  urged  upon  the  attention 
of  the  Legislature  by  my  predecessor,  in  his  address  to  both 
branches,  June  session,  1852;  and  the  subject  was  further 
considered  by  a  committee  of  one  branch  of  the  Legislature, 
in  1853 ;  but  no  definite  action  has  yet  been  had  upon  the 
merits  of  the  case. 

It  is  a  lamentable  fietct  that  many  crimes  have  been  com- 
mitted in  this  State  by  mere  boys  from  eight  to  eighteen 
years  of  age.  The  exertions  of  parents  and  friends,  mo- 
tives of  pity  and  hopes  of  reforming  the  offender,  have  hin- 
dered and  prevented  prosecutions  in  most  of  these  cases. 
Our  prosecuting  ofiBcers  are  unwilling  to  commence  pro- 
ceedings against  juvenile  offenders,  and  when  indictments 
are  found,  our  juries  reluctantly  convict  and  our  courts  as 
reluctantly  impose  even  the  lightest  penalty  which  the  law 
may  allow.  This  class  of  offenders  frequently  commit 
crime  through  ignorance,  aiid  nearly  always  through  the  in- 
fluence of  bad  associates.  Notwithstanding  the  strenuous 
exertions  of  parents  and  friends,  our  courts  have  been  com- 
pelled in  the  strict  and  impartial  discharge  of  their  duties, 
to  sentence  to  the  State  Prison  a  number  of  these  juvenile 
offenders.  The  records  of  the  State  Prison  show  that, 
within  four  years  past,  a  child  nine  years  of  age,  another 
twelve,  another  thurteen,  and  several  boys  from  fifteen  to 
eighteen  years  of  age,  have  been  confined  within  its  wails. 
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Our  coimtj  jails  h&ve  been  the  prigon  houses  of  miiny  mo^e 
of  this  youthful  class  of  criminals.  Our  laws  provide  for  ^ 
them  no  place  for  punishment  which  will  not  of  necessity 
degrade  them,  and  eyentually  make  mere  ignorant  and  nn«- 
fortunate  boys  hardened  criminals.  In  the  cases  above  re- 
ferred to^  the  law  which  imposes  a  penalty  upon  the  offend- 
er should  have  two  objects — ^the  protection  of  society,  and 
such  punishment  as  will  not  degrade  and  dishearten  the 
unfortunate  youth.  We  should  punish,  reform  and  save, 
not  destroy.  No  boy  can  be  sent  to  the  State  Prison  for 
a  single  day,  and  come  forth  again  into  the  world  without 
being  marked  and  degraded.  He  is  avoided  even  by  his 
former  associates,  who  have  been  as  deep  perhaps  as  he  in 
crime,  but  less  unfortunate  in  its  punishment.  He  must 
have  associates^  and  finally  will  find  them  among  the  dregs 
of  society.  Thenceforward  he  will  be  edueated  in  the 
ways  of  crime,  and  his  walk  will  be  in  the  paths  of  sin  .and 
misery.  Is  there  no  way  to  prevent  all  this  ?  Cannot  this 
class  of  offenders  be  saved  from  the  road  to  ruin  ?  Can- 
not they  be  made  valuable  citizens  instead  of  worthless 
outcasts  and  degraded  criminals  ?  If  it  is  the  fixed  deter- 
mination of  our  Legislature  that  the  laws  shall  make  no 
distinction  between  the  place  and  mode  of  punishment  of 
mere  children  and  of  older  offenders,  the  courts  will  feel 
bound  to  carry  out  the  legislative  will.  Uncertainty  or 
laxity  in  the  enforcement  of  laws  should  always  be  avoided, 
and  although  instances  may  constantly  occur  which  prompt 
the  best  feelings  of  onr  hearts  to  compassion  and  pity, 
when  we  witness  the  mental  sufferings  of  parents  and 
friends,  yet,  upon  calm  eonsideration  of  the  whole  subject 
in  all  its  bearings  on  society,  we  can  come  to  no  other  con« 
elusion  than  that  it  is  best  to  carry  out  the  full  intent  of 
the  laws  and  enforce  its  judgments.  I  earnestly  commend 
the  subject  to  your  carefiil  consideration. 

I  cannot  too  stroi^^ly  commend  our  common  school  sys- 
tem to  your  care,  encouragement  and  supports  A  thorough 
education  of  our  population  is  the  surest  safeguard  to  the 
preservation  of  our  liberties.  As  far  as  I  am  informed,  the 
school  laws  require  little  amendment.  I  would  suggest, 
however,  that  several  towns  in  the  State  neglect  to  appro* 
priate  the  amount  required  for  the  support  of  Teachers* 
Institutes.    It  was  undoubtedly  the  intention  of  the  law 
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that  eyezy  town  shoidd  coBtr ibute  its  proportion  for  the 
support  of  these  institutiousr  ai^d  if  the  statute  on  this 
point  is  of  ambiguous  construction,  it  should  be  amended 
so  that  town  officers  si^all  have  no  doubt  as  to  their  duty 
on  this  subject.  The  provision  for  appropriating  money 
tor  Teachers'  Institutes,  and  the  amount  thus  appropriated^ 
enable  the  School  Commissioners  in  most  of  the  counties 
to  support  these  yalpable  aids  to  our  common  schools  on  a 
liberal  scale ;  but  the  smaller  counties  are  depriyed  of  many 
of  these  advantages,  on  account  of  a  want  of  funds.  I  trust 
your  wisdom  and  liberality  will  devise  measures  that  will 
enable  the  smaller  counties  to  enjoy  the  same  advantages 
in  this  respect  as  are  now  possessed  by  the  larger  ones. 

The  statute  of  1846  provides  that  any  town  in  this  State 
may  raise  in  addition. to  the  amount  required  by  law  for 
support  of  schools,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  of 
such  amount,  to  be  applied  for  the  support  of, Teachers' 
Institutes  within  the  limits  pf  the  county  in  which  said 
town  is  situated.  The  statute  of  1851  provides  that  a  sum 
equal  to  three  per  cent,  of  the  amount  required  to  be  raised 
for  the  support  of  common  schools  in  each  town,  be  appro- 
priated by  said  town  for  the  support  of  Teachers'  Insti- 
tutes in  each  county.  The  statute  of  1852  provides  that 
the  selectmen  of  e^h  town  in  this  State  be  authorized  to 
pay  over  to  the  School  Commissioner  of  the  county  in 
which  such  town  is  situated,  the  sums  by  law  required  to 
be  appropriated  by  said  towns  for  the  support  of  Teachers' 
Institutes.  None  of  these  laws,  however,  provide  that  the 
School  Commissioners  shall  reader  any  account  of  the  sums 
received  from  the  several  towns,  or  for  what  purpose  they 
are  expended.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  some  8ys<- 
tem  of  accountability  be  adopted  in  relation  to  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  all  sums  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
School  Commissioners.  The  accounts  of  each  Commission- 
er should  be  audited  by  some  State  or  county  officer.  In 
all  appropriations  of  public  money,  it  is  just  and  proper 
that  the  people  should  know  the  items  of  expenditure. 

The  promotion  of  the  interests  of  agriculture  is  one  of 
the  duties  enjoined  upon  the  Legislature  by  the  eonstitu* 
tion.  All  agree  that  this  branch  of  employment  of  our  cit- 
izens is  the  most  important  to  our  State,  inasmuch  as  the 
largest  portion  o£  our  people  depend  upon  it  for  their  snp> 
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port,  and  it  may  truly  be  said  to  be  the  foundation  of  our 
prosperity.  Sut  there  is  some  disagreement  among  those 
engaged  in  this  pursuit,  as  to  what  measures  can  properly 
and  profitably  be  adopted  for  its  advancement.  On  this 
account,  and  more  especially  as  a  large  portion  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  are  practically  conversant  wHh  the 
subject,  I  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  recommend  any  par- 
ticular legislation  in  regard  to  it,  but  will  only  commend 
the  whole  subject  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

The  accidents  which  occur  on  our  railroads,  and  which 
are  attended  with  serious  injuries  to  persons^  and  frequent- 
ly with  fatal  consequences  to  human  life,  suggest  the  neces- 
sity of  further  legislation  for  the  protection  of  our  citizens. 
The  various  provisions  of  our  statutes,  now  do  much  to- 
wards this  object.  But  in  our  laws  there  seems  to  be  some 
deficiency  with  reference  more  particularly  to  operatives 
( on  the  roads,  whose  interests  should  not  be  forgotten. — 
The  nature  of  their  employment  exposes  them  particularly 
to  danger,  and  a  prompt  and  fearless  discharge  of  their  du- 
ties is  most  important  for  the  safety  of  others.  But  as 
our  law  now  stands,  they  are  left  wholly  without  remedy 
in  case  of  injuries,  however  serious  to  themselves,  and  their 
relatives  without  any  relief  in  case  of  their  death.  For 
our  laws,  which  provide  a  remedy  and  relief  for  others  in 
such  cases,  afibrd  no  protection  to  the  operatives  of  the 
road.  There  may  be  some  reason  for  this  distinction  in 
cases  of  ordinary  accidents.  But  that  reason  would  seem 
wholly  to  fail  in  cases  of  accidents  happening  through  the 
gross  fiftult  or  carelessness  of  the  corporation  in  the  con- 
struction or  equipment  of  the  road,  or  of  its  agents  in  its 
management  and  direction,  about  which  the  suffering  ope- 
rative may  have  no  voice  and  perhaps  no  knowledge. — 
There  should  be  some  responsibility  to  urge  such  corpora^ 
'  tions  to  care  and  diligence  with  regard  to  those  in  their 
employment,  and  in  such  cases  of  gross  fault  or  negligence, 
the  innocent  emiployee  and  his  relatives  should  not  be  le% 
as  now,  wholly  unprotected  and  remediless. 

Reference  to  the  protection  of  the  same  class  of  citizens 
and  others,  suggests  the  expediency  of  further  legislation 
relative  to  bridges  over  railroads  and  the  present  method 
of  construction  of  railroad  bridges  where  there  are  double 
tracks,  and  in  relation  to  crossings  and  intersections  of  dif- 
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ferent  tracks  on  railroads.  Where  roads  have  already  been 
oonatructedy  a  proper  regard  for  their  rights  may  affect  the 
expediency  of  any  laws  relative  to  what  has  already  been 
done,  bnt  provisions  for  the  future  will  be  embarrassed  by 
no  snch  considerations.  And  in  all  cases,  a  proper  regard 
for  the  public  safety  must  be  paramount. 

Our  laws  now  provide  that  any  legal  guardian,  upon  the 
return  of  the  inventory  of  the  personal  estate  of  his  ward, 
may  apply  to  the  Judge  of  Probate,  by  due  petition,  for  the 
sale  thereof^  and  said  Jud^  of  Probate  may  by  license  au- 
thorize the  sale  thereof  at  public  auction.  The  strict  con- 
struction of  this  law  deprives  the  family  of  the  unfortunate 
insane  person  or  spendthrift  of  the  very  articles  of  comfort 
and  support  which  the  law  exempts  from  attachment  and  ex-  • 
eQution  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  debtor's  £eunily ;  or  to 
state  the  case  still  stronger,  a  dishonest  debtor^s  family  is 
better  protected  by  our  laws  than  the  poor  family  of  the  un- 
fortunate insane  or  spendthrift.  If  sound  policy*  dictated 
the  exemption  in  favor  of  the  poor  debtor,  justice  and  hu- 
manity demand  equal  protection  to  the  family  of  the  still 
more  unfortunate. 

In  1861,  a  law  was  passed,  entititled  '<  An  act  to  exempt 
the  homestead  of  families  from  attachment  and  levy  or 
sale  on  execution.''  Many  difficulties  constantly  arise  in 
the  administration  of  the  provisions  of  this  law.  Our  courts 
of  probate,  particularly,  are  in  doubt  as  to  their  jurisdic- 
tion, and  our  legislators,  as  would  appear  by  the  proceed- 
ings of  1852  and  1863,  are  unwilling  to  attempt  its  amend-. 
ment.  No  law  should  remain  among  the  statutes  in  this 
condition. 

Section  first  of  this  act  provides,  among  other  things 
that  ^  such  homestead  shall  not  be  assets  in  the  hands  of 
an  administrator  for  the  payment  of  debts,  nor  subject  to 
the  laws  of  distribution  or  devise,  so  long  as  the  widow  or 
minor  children,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  shall  occupy  the 
aame ;  and  no  release  or  waiver  of  such  exemption  shall  be^ 
yalid  unless  made  by  deed  executed  by  the  husband  and 
wife,  with  all  the  formalities  required  by  law  for  the  con- 
veyanoe  of  real  estate,  or  if  the  wife  be  dead  and  there  be 
Honor  chiidren,  by  sudi  deed  executed  by  the  husband,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Judge  ef  Probate  for  the  county  m  which 
the  land  is,  endorsed  on  said  deed; "  but  it  makes  no  pro- 
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vision  for  ascertaining  the  valae  of  snch  homecrtead,  or  for 
assigning  the  amount  exempted.  In  cases  of  assigning  dow- 
er where  the  widow  claims  the  exemption,  in  the  sale  of 
the  remainder  for  the  payment  of  debts,  in  the  sale  of  prop- 
erty of  a  ward,  in  the  division  of  estates  among  heirs  where 
the  exemption  is  claimed  by  the  widow,  and  in  many  other 
cases  which  constantly  arise,  the  law  is  indefinite  and  un- 
certain, and  great  doabt  exists  as  to  the  power  and  juris- 
diction intended  to  be  conferred  on  our  courts  by  this  act. 
I  trust  that  you  will  make  such  amendments  as  will  remove 
all  doubts  and  uncertainties  in  the  construction  of  its  pro. 
visions. 

Our  laws  now  provide  that  returns  of  votes  for  Electors 
of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  Unite*  States  shall 
be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  that  the  Secretary 
shall  lay  said  returns  before  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep-' 
resentativee  in  convention,  to  be  by  them  examined  and 
counted;  and  that  the  requisite  number  of  persons  to  be 
chosen,  who  shall  have  the  largest  number  of  votes  return-> 
ed,  shail  be  deckired  duly  chosen  Electors.  The  statutes 
further  provide  that  if  the  requisite  number  of  Electors 
shall  not  be  chosen,  by  reason  of  two  or  more  pertons  hav- 
ing an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,'  in  convention,  shall  forthwith  dioose: 
by  ballot  so  many  persons,  one  at  a  tkne,  as  shall  be  nec- 
essary to  coinpplete  the-  requisite  number.  It  is  further 
provided  that  if^  npodi  the  meeting  of  the  Electors,  the  re« 
quisite  number  af  e  not  present,  or  do  not  accept,  the  Sen* 
ate  and  House  of  Representatives  shall  immediatdy  m«et 
in  convention  and  by  joint  ballot  elect  the  number  wanting  ^ 
to  complete  the  Board ;  and  if  any  person  so  choeen  does 
not  accept,  the  convention  of  both  biianches  of  the  Legisla* 
ture  shall  fill  the  vacancy.  These  provisions  of  our  stat- 
utes create  the  necessity  of  a  session  in  November  every 
year  in  which  the  Presidential  election  occurs.- 
#  I  would  recommend  an  amendment  to  these  laws,  bo  that 
the  retunls  shall  be  laid  before  the  Qovemor  and  Oouncil^ 
and  that  the  sain^  piowers  foe  ghr&i  to  them  in  relation  ta 
ocaminfng  and  eoimting  votei,  deelarf^g  th^  elections  and 
filling  vacancies,  whi^  are  now  conferred  by  the  stttt* 
ntes  upon  the  convention  of  the  two  branches  of  the  legia-i 
latTtf  e.    $7o  objection  to  this'  amendment  of  the  UiwB  eouldi 
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be  made  on  the  ground  that  the  rotes  would  not  be  as  cor- 
rectly couated  in  one  instance  as  the  other.    I  can  con* ' 
oeive  of  no  other  point  af  olgectioni  unless  it  relates  to  the 
power  of  filling  vacancies.    Bat  when  we  consider  how 
rarelj  sach  vacancies  oocttr^  we  shall  give  this  objection  lit- 
tle weight.     If  it  is  desirable  to  give  this  power  to  some 
otlier  Board,  it  might  be  |)*rovided  that  such  of  the  Electors 
as  are  declared  chosen,  shall  fill  all  vacancies.     If  such 
amendments  should  be  adopted,  the  necessitj  of  an  ad- 
journed session  of  the  Legislature  in  November,  1856,  and 
every  fourth  year  thereafter,  would  be  obviated,  said  the 
State  would  be  relieved  of  one  of  the  heaviest  burdens  that 
has  been  imposed  on  her  treasury.     The>  pay  rolA>f  the 
Council,  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  for  the  No- 
vember session,  1852,  amounted  to  $S6,082  20*     If  ve 
should  add  the  amount  paid  for  printing,  clerks  and  other 
officers^  and  contingent  expenses,  the*  cost  of  thai  session 
must  exceed  $40,000.    The  sound  economical  policy  of  the 
State  demanda  that  this  gneat  expense  be  saved. 

In  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  in  the  other 
rooms  IB  the  Stote  House,  are  deposited  the  Provincial  pa> 
pers  and  records,  the  recorded  proceedings  of  the  Commit** 
tee  of  Safety  from  the  eventful  year  1775,  through  the  Rev- 
Qlutionj  the  lists  of  men  who  conducted  the  dvil  affairs  of 
New  Hampriiire  through  thM;  dark  and  trying  period  of  our 
history,  the  journals  of  our  Constitutional  Conventions, 
and  the  jonmids'  and  i*eeords  of  onr  Legislature.  Besides 
all  these  reoords,  and  many  more  of  great  historieal  value, 
there  are  these  wfaiclk  are  not  only  of  the  greatest  impor* 
tonoe  to  the  historian^  but  which  have  been  and  still  are  of 
immense  pecuniary  value  to  the  eitkens  of  this  State.  I 
refer  to  the  army  rolls  of  the  Bevolution-*-«the  rolls  of 
Stark,  of  Ciiloy,  o^  IV)6r,  of  Reid,  of  Scanmiell,  and  of  oth* 
er  heroes  of.  tha^l  memorable  period.  The  Inrightest  pages 
of  our  hjatory  are  adorned  with  the  deeds  of  tibose  brave' 
and  patriotic  men.  The  most  valuable  portion  of  the  hi&* 
tory.  of  their  services,. the  only  authentic  lists  of  the  names  • 
of  the  feariess  and  noble*hearted  patriots  who  went  forth  » 
from  this*  State  to  Bunker  Hill  ud  Bennington  and  Sara- 
toga,, and  other  battle^fieldB  of  the  Bevolution,  the  evi- 
dence of  the  oharaoter  and  lengtk  of  that  service,  and  nu^ 
9i/9rcm^  IMptra  and  documents  cann«cted  with  our  national 
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independence,  together  with  the  documents  before  enumer- 
ated, are  liable  at  any  moment  to  destruction  by  fire. 
These  important  records  are  now  deposited  in  insecure  and 
unsuitable  rooms.  Sorn^  of  the  most  valuable  of  these  pa* 
pers  are  bound  in  volumes ;  others  of  less  value  are  stored 
away  in  boxes  like  worthless  rubbish.  I  would  recommend 
that  an  examination  be  had,  and  if  a  suitable  fire-proof 
room  can  be  constructed  in  the  State  House,  that  such 
room  be  prepared  without  unnecessary  delay ;  and  if  such 
room  cannot  be  so  constructed,  that  a  separate  fire-proof 
building  be  erected,  in  which  shall  be  preserved  all  our 
State  napers.  Is  it  not  important  to  our  citizens,  and 
would  ft  not  be  creditable  to  the  State,  while  we  are  ma* 
king  appropriations  for  monuments  in  memory  of  the  wor* 
thies  who  have  made  the  name  of  New  Hampshire  the  glo- 
ry of  her  sons,  that  we  make  some  efibrts  to  preserve  the 
records  which  will  tell  posterity  how  these  same  worthies 
and  their  patriotic  associates  conducted  our  civil  aflfairs  du- 
ring the  Revolution,  and  with  what  efforts  and  at  what  sac- 
rifices means  were  furnished  to  the  brave  men  who  inscribed 
their  names  on  the  most  glorious  rolls  of  our  revolutionary 
fame? 

Our  &thers  uttered  word6  of  truth  and  wisdom  when 
they  declared  that  ^  a  well  regulated  militia  is  the  proper, 
natural  and  sure  defence  of  a  State. "  It  is  to  be  regret- 
ted that  our  present  laws  on  this  subject  have  been  so 
framed  as  scarcely  to  leave  the  shadow  of  an  efficient  or- 
ganization. If  no  better  system  is  devised,  no  other  en- 
couragement held  out  to  a  citizen  soldiery,  than  that  which 
our  statutes  now  provide,  I  fear  that  the  emergency  may 
arise  when  we  shall  need  at  least  a  small  number  of  well 
organized  and  thoroughly  drilled  troops,  and  shall  be  un- 
able to  find  them  within  the  limits  of  this  State.  We  may 
not  need  them  in  cases  of  war,  invasion  or  insurrection ; 
but  who  can  tell  that  such  emergencies  even  may  not  arise  ? 
As  our  cities  increase  in  population,  is  there  no  danger 
that  we  may  witness  mobs  and  riots,  like  those  that  have 
,  disgraced  our  sister  States  ?  Upon  what  strong  arm  can 
the  municipal  autiiorities  on  such  occasions  rely  to  support 
the  police,  if  our  militia  cannot  furnish  well  equipped  and 
thoroughly  drilled  troops  ?  In  such  an  emei^ncy,  good 
citizens  even  WK>nld  reluctantly  engage  in  a  contest  withan 
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infiiriated  mob,  and  in  case  the  citizens  rallied  to  the  aid 
of  the  municipal  authorities,  their  organization  would  be 
delayed  perhaps  until  the  mob  had  effected  its  purpose. 
On  sneh  an  occasion,  one  company  of  well  drilled  troops, 
readj  for  any  crisis,  and  led  by  a  resolute  man,  would  do 
more  to  restore  order  and  preserve  the  peace  than  hund- 
reds of  well  intentioned  citizens,  unprepared  for  the  occa- 
sion and  unaccustomed  to  act  in  concert.  I  believe  the  best 
interests  of  every  section  of  the  State  demand  a  militia 
system  ^ore  in  accordatfbe  with  the  intention  of  the  con- 
stitution, and  carried  out  more  in  the  spirit  of  those  men 
who  firamed  that  instrument,  and  who  did  active  military 
duty  for  years  after  its  adoption,  and  left  the  field  of  ser- 
vice only  when  they  had  educated  their  sons  to  tread  in 
their  footsteps.  It  is  my  decided  opinion  that  the  welfare 
of  the  State  demands  a  thorough  organization  of  the  mili- 
tia, and  that  a  small  number  of  troops,  at  least,  in  each 
county  should  be  thoroughly  equipped  and  drilled  as  a  body, 
which  could  be  called  upon  at  a  moment's  notice,  whenever 
the  State  or  any  of  her  towns  or  cities  should  need  their 
assistance.  This  small  body  of  efficient  troops  would  also 
serve  as  the  nucleus  around  %hich  all  well  disposed  citizens 
might  rally,  if  mobs  or  riots  should  arise,  and  would  serve 
to  supply,  in  times  of  war  or  invasion^  much  material  for 
the  instruction  of  the  enrolled  militia  who  might  then  be 
called  out. 

It  cannot  be  questioned,  I  think,  <<  that  the  people  of 
New  Hampshire  firmly  adhere  to  those  great  principles  of 
public  policy  upon  which  the  present  national  administra- 
tion came  into  power — ^principles  upon  which  the  Union 
was  founded,  and  to  which  we  are  mainly  indebted  for  its 
surpassing  prosperity  and  grandeur. ''  And  it  is  a  source 
of  pride  and  gratificiaition  to  them  that  the  high  confidence 
reposed  by  the  country  in  the  distinguished  son  of  this 
State  who  has  been  called  to  preside  over  the  destinies-  of 
the  country,  has  thus  far  been  fully  justified ;  and  knowiog 
as  we  do  the  high  and  noble  qualities  of  his  head  and  heart, 
his  devoted  patriotism  and  his  fidelity  to  principle,  we  can- 
not doubt  that  BO  long  as  he  may  be  charged  with  the  du- 
ties and  responsibilities  of  his  present  exalted  station,  he 
will  continue  to  discharge  them  with  the  same  devotion  to 
the  public  interest  which  has  always  characterized  his  ca- 
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reer.  It  becomes  the  people  of  his  native  State  to  oontiB* 
ue  to  extend  to  him  that  high  and  generona  confidence  and 
that  firm  and  cordial  support  which  honest  and  iaithfal 
public  servants  have  a  right  to  expect  from  a  virtuous,  in* 
telligent  and .  patriotic  people.  That  the  measures  of  his 
administration  will  be  baaed  upon  the  great  principles 
which  we  have  so  long  advocated  and  supported,,  and  will 
tend  to  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the. country  and  promote 
its  prosperitji  progress  and  true  glory,  mnst  be  the  devouit 
hope  of  all  true  patriots,  as  it  is  ihe  confident  expjBctatioa 
of  the  people  who  called  him  to  the  higb  position  whicb  he 
so  worthily  fills. 

In  the  discharge  of  our  duties  and  responsibilities,  I  trust 
that  we  shall  in  all  respects  fuUy  justify  the  high  confidence 
which  an  intelligei^t  constituency  has  conferred  upon  u& 
May  Divine  wisdom  guide  us  in  our  counsels^  and  may  the 
results  of  all  our  proceedings  tend  to  the  general  welfare 
of  our  State  and  its  citisena^

Mr.  Weare  moved,. 

That  the;  riesotutiQU  lying  upon  the  table  of  the  Senate 
in  relation  to  furnishing,  copies  of  the  DaUy  Patriot  and 
Statesman,  be  now  taken  up.  and  jQonudi^ed.

8.  A  motion  shall  be  seconded  before  it  is  debated,,  and 
if  required  by  the  President  or  any  meoiber,  shall  bere- 
^lAed  to  mriting. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
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reeemd  but  io  adjotsm,*  to  poatpocie  indefinitely;  to  hj  on 
the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  Ahj,  to  commit^  or  to 
Miend,  wkioih  sereral  motions  shall  take  precedence  in  the 
saime  order  in  which  thej  are  arranged.  And  no  motion 
to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  or  to 
eoouBity  beii^  decided,  sfafill  be  in  order  at  the  same  sti^ 
of  the  bill  or  proposition,  nntil  after  an  adjonrnment. 

10.  If  the  questioB  under  debate  inll  admH  of  division, 
any  member  may  have  it  divided,  apd  in  fiUing  blanks,  the 
longest  time  and  the  largest  sum  shell  be  pvt  first. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the 
^  same  is  objeeted  to,  it  shall  be  Aeeided  by  a  vote  of  the  Sen^ 

ate»  and  withovt  debat«. 

12.  When  the  ayes  fund  noes  are  required,  each  member 
dbaU  dedare  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question,  nnless 
for  special  reasons  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate. 

IS*.  Whea  a  motioii  is  made  to  shut  the  doors  of  the  Sen- 
ate OBk  the  discosskm  of  any  business  which  in  the  opin* 
ioQ  of  any  member  may  require  secrecy^  the  President  shall 
dMire  the  galkry  to  be  closed,  and  the  doors  shall  remain 
ekMed  ufttil  the  nnlgeet  is  disposed  of. 

14.  After  a  motion  has  been  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order 
for  any  member  who  voted  with  the  miajority,  or,  if  the 
Seiialie  be  equally  divided,  any  member  voting  on  the  side 
previiilii^^  to  move  for  a  reeeneideration  thereof  unless 
the  bill,  resolution,  report,  amendment  or  motion  on  which 
tlie  vote  was  tiiken^has  gone  from  th&  possessk^n  of  the

21.  The  last  question  upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill 
or  resolution  shall  always  be.  Shall  it  be  read  a  third  time  ? 
and  no  amendment,  shall  be  received  or  discussed  on  the 
third  reading  of  any  bill  or  resolution,  unless  by  consent 
of  eight  members  present ;  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in 
order,  before  the  final  passage  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  to 
move  its  commitment ;  and  should  such  commitment  take 
place,  and  an  amendment  be  reported,  the  bill  or  resolution 
shall  again  be  read  a  second  time,  and  considered  as  in 
committee  of  the  whole. 

22.  The  titles  of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be 
afiected  by  proposed  amendments,  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals. 

23.  All  bills,  resolutions  and  addrcisses,  after  passing 
the  Senate,  shall  be  signed  by  the  President ;  and  all  war- 
rants  and  other  processes  issued  by  order  of  the  senate^ 
shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  Clerk.

^  gent  by  answering  aye  or  no.  If  the  President  doubts,  or 
A  diyision  is  called  for,  the  Senate  shall  diyide.  Those  in 
the  aflKrmatiye  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their 
aeats,  and  stand  till  they  be  counted,  and  afterwards  those 
in  the  negatiye  shall  rise  and  stand  till  they  be  counted. — 
The  President  shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision  of  the 
Senate. 

SO.  N<»  person,  except  the  members  of  the  Executiye,  or 
members  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatiyes  and  their  ofScers, 
shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar,  of  the  Senate,  except  by 
inyitation  of  the  President,  or  some  member  with  his  con- 
sent. 

31.  The  Senate  shall  a^oum  to  meet  at  ten  o'clock  in 
the  morning  and  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day, 
unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  order. 

32.  Motions  ta  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate.

JOINT  EULES  OP  THE   SENATE  AND   HOUSE  OF 

EEPRBSBNTATIVES. 

1.  When  a  convention  of  the  two  Houses  is  to  be  formed, 
whether  by  requirement  of  the  Constitution,  or  by  a  vote 
or  resolve  of  the  two  Houses,  a  message  shall  be  sent  from 
the  House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate,  giving  notice 
when  the  House  will  meet  the  Senate  in  convention.  As 
soon  thereafter  as  the  convenience  of  the  Senate  will  per- 
mit, they  will  attend  in  the  House«  The  Speaker  of  the 
House  shall  be  chairman  of  the  convention,  and  shall  state 
the  reason  for  forming  the  convention.  When  the  House 
and  Senate  are  thus  formed  in  convention,  the  rules  adopt- 
ed as  the  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  considered  the  rnles 
of  the  convention,  so  far  as  they  may  be  deemed  applica- 
ble,  and  the  convention  shall  accordingly  be  governed 
thereby. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  sueh  person  or  persons  as 
a  sense  of  propriety,  in  eadi:  house^  may  determine  to  be 
proper. 

3.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  house  to  the 
other,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  house  to 
which  it  may  be  sent,  by  the  doorkeeper. 

4.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
houses,  they  shall  Ije  under  the  signature  of  the  clerk  of 
each  house  respectively. 

5.  There  shall  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose:  of  en* 
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grosaing  bills,  consisting  of  two  members  of  each  house. — 
All  bills  that  pass  both  houses  shall  be  delivered  to  said 
committee,  be  by  them  engrossed,  carefully  examined,  and 
reported  to  the  respective  houses ;  and  shall  be  signed,  first 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  then 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  committee,  to  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers of  the  House  and  one  of  the  Senate,  on  each  of  the 
following  subjects,  to  wit : — On  all  matters  relative  to  the 
State  Library,  and  on  all  matters  relative  to  the  State 
House  and  State  House  Yard. 

7.  When  a  bill  or  resolve,  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
house,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed.    . 

8.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  founded. 

9.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  bills  which 
have  passed  their  several  stages  in  the  house  in  which  they 
originated,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  fixed 
on  for  adjournment. 

10.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disa- 
greement, a  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  considered  lost.

ADDRESS: 

]Mlofff'(XHzen8  of  the  Senate 

and  Some  of  Representatives: 

Under  the  constitution,  you  are  assembled  to  make,  ordain

und  eetablisli  all  manner  of  wholesome  and  reasonable  orders 
and  laws  that  you  maj  judge  to  be  for  the  benefit  and  welfare 
of  this  State,  and  for  the  support  and  defence  of  its  govern- 
ment. 

I  am  happj  to  inform  you  that  under  the  management  of  the 
able  and  efficient  Treasurer,  the  finances  of  the  State  are  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  By  the  annual  report  of  that  officer,  it 
appeared  that  the  State  debt  above  available  funds,  June  1, 
1858,  was  $74,899,00.  During  the  year  past  a  large  portion 
of  that  debt  has  been  paid,  and  funds  are  now  in  the  treasury  to 
meet  other  portions  of  it,  so  soon  as  they  shall  become  duo. 
The  State  debt,  above  available  funds,  June  1, 1854,  was  $40, 
995,45,  being  a  decrease  of  $83,403,55,  in  a  single  year. 

The  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  under  the  care  of  the  present 
able  and  accomplished  Superintendent  and  assistants,  is  reali- 
zing the  expectations  of  its  most  zealous  advocates  and  support- 
ers. Every  department  reflects  credit  upon  its  managers. 
During  the  year  past  (me  hundred  and  forty-one  persons  have 
been  admitted.  Sixty-three  entirely,  and  twenty-four  partially, 
restored,  and  twenty-two  unimproved,  have  been  discharged. 
The  present  number  in  the  Asylum  is  one  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
which  is  thirteen  more  than  can  be  comfortably  provided  for  by 
present  accommodations.  The  annual  report  of  the  officers  oi 
this  Institution  will  soon  be  -in  your  hands,  and  will  present  you 
a  full  statement  of  its  affairs. 

The  Asylum  is  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  whe 
would  and  should  share  its  benefits.  Durmg  the  past  year  its 
halls  have  been .  crowded,  and  many  applications  for  admission 
have  been  necessarily  refused.  It  is  an  ascertained  fact  thai 
there  are  at  this  moment  more  insane  persons  in  the  State 
taken  care  of  by  their  friends  at  home  than  are  now  accommo- 
dated at  the  Asylum,  and  many  of  these  are  only  waiting  for 
vacant  places  to  occur,  or  for  increased  room  to  be  furnished,  in 
order  to  be  taken  to  this  Institution.  Every  year  tbe  mode  of 
management  and  treatment  pursued  at  the  Asylum  is  becoming 
l>etter  known  to  the  community,  and  the  greater  comfort  and 
safety,  and  the  increased  chances  of  cure  which  the  insane  can 
enjoy  there,  where  everything  is  arranged  with  a  view  to  the 
relief  of  mental  maladies,  above  what  can  be  afforded  at  home, 
are  being  perceived,  and  the  consequence  is  that  a  large  ntimber 
every  year  seek  a  residence  there  for  their  unfoitunate  relatives 
and  friends.  And  it  certainly  is  a  duty  of  the  State  to  atford 
ample  facilities  for  the  relief  and  restoration  of  this  unhappy 
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class  of  persons.  Considerable  additions  to  the  present  aocom* 
modations,  an  entire  reconstruetion  of  the  building  for  the  more 
excited  patients,  and  a  thorough  refitting  of  the  apparatus  for 
wanning  the  apartmenW,  so  as  to  ensure  comfort  and  safety^ 
secern  to  be  indispeosaUe.  These  matters,  however,  will  be 
more  fuUj  presented  to  you  in  due  time,  and  it  is  belieyed  that 
you  will  make  such  necessary  appropriations  as  will  abundantly 
provide  for  the  wants  of  the  community,  and  make  the  Institu- 
tion, which  has  already  proved  itself  so  useful,  equal  in  its 
advantages  to  any  of  its  kind. 

The  condition  of  the  State  Prison,  the  health  and  appearaAce 
of  the  convicts,  the  good  order  and  regularity  apparent  in  every 
department,  commend  the  present  Warden  and  his  oflBcers  to 
your  unqualified  approbation. .  Its  finances  have  been  conducted 
in  a  manner  which  will  merit  your  cordial  approval.  The  annual 
report  of  the  officers  of  this  Institution,  with  detailed  statements 
of  its  affairs  and  condition,  will  soon  be  laid  before  you.  Under 
all  the  disadvantages  of  the  past  year,  occasioned  by  the  in- 
creased price  of  provisions  for  the  support  of  the  convicts,  the 
report  of  the  Warden  on  the  receipts  and  expenditures  win 
show  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  State  of  over  two  thousand 
dollars. 

At  the  last  session,  the  Warden  was  authorized  to  purchase  a 
new  boiler,  to  build  a  new  furnace  and  chimney  for  the  same,  to 
procure  a  permanent  and  sufficient  supply  of  pure  soft  water,  to 
make  additions  and  improvements  in  diflferent  buildings,  and  to 
procure  gas  li^ts  for  the  use  of  the  Prison,  and  a  sum  not  ex« 
ceeding  three  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  these  pur* 
poses,  out  of  any  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Warden.  In  the 
construction  of  these  improvements,  the  Warden  found  that  it 
was  necessary  to  expend  a«few  hundred  doUavs  above  the  appro* 
priation.  Upon  an  examination  of  the  matter,  I  think  you  will 
approve  cf  the  conduct  of  the  Warden.  There  are  other  im- 
provements required.  The  shops  and  cells  should  have  better 
ventilation.  Some  of  the  buildings  within  the  walls  are  incon-*- 
venient  and  insecure  in  many  respects.  In  case  of  fire,  the  loss 
of  the  present  shops  would  be  a  small  item  in  the  pecuniary 
^  -ii^e  to  the  State.  The  loss  of  the  labor  of  the  convicts  and 
the  general  disarrangement  of  the  internal  discipline  of  the  In- 
stitution, would  be  the  injuries  most  to  be  regretted.  To  venti- 
late the  buildings  properly  and  guard  them  against  accidents  by 
fire,  would  require  a  considerable  expenditure ;  but  when  the 
importance  of  these  matters  is  considered,  so  far  as  the  health 
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of  the  conncis  is  concerned  and  the  great  loss  which  must  nee* 
easarily  occar  to  the  State  in  case  of  fire,  I  doabt  not  we  shall 
concur  in  opinion  that  our  best  interests  demand  the  improve- 
ments suggested. 

In  1851,  a  law  was  passed  which  authorized  the  GoremoTy 
by  and  with  tho  advice  and  consent  of  Council,  to  appoint  a 
board  of  three  commissioners,* who  were  directed  to  select  a  lot 
of  land  containing  not  less  than  fifty  acres,  as  an  eligible  site 
for  a  manual  labor  school  for  the  employment,  instruction  and 
reformation  of  juvenile  offenders,  regard  being  had  in  the  selec- 
tion of  said  land  to  the  centre  of  population,  cheapness  of  living 
and  facility  of  access.  The  commissioners  were  further  directed 
to  report  what  laws  were  necessary  and  proper  to  put  sud 
school  in  successful  operation.  The  commissioners  appointed 
under  this  act  made  a  report  at  the  June  session,  1852.  The 
importance  of  this  subject  was  again  urged  upon  the  attention 
of  the  Legislature  by  my  predecessor,  in  his  address  to  both 
branches,  June  session,  1852 ;  and  the  subject  was  further  con- 
sidered by  a  committee  of  one  branch  of  the  Legislature,  in 
1863 ;  but  no  definite  action  has  yet  been  had  upon  the  merits 
of  the  case. 

It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  many  crimes  have  been  commit- 
ted in  this  State  by  mere  boys  from  eight  to  eighteen  years  of 
age.  The  exertions  of  parents  and  friends,  motives  of  pity  and 
hopes  of  reforming  the  offender,  have  hindered  and  prevented 
prosecutions  in  most  of  these  cases.  Our  prosecuting  officers 
are  unwUling  to  commence  proceedin/2;3  against  juvenile  offend- 
ers, and  when  indictments  are  found,  our  juries  reluctantly  con- 
vict and  our  courts  as  reluctantly  impose  even  the  lightest 
penalty  which  the  law  may  alfow.     This  class  of  offenders  fre- 

Suently  commit  crime  through  ignorance,  and  nearly  always 
irough  the  influence  of  bad  associates.  Notwithstanding  the 
strenuous  exertions  of  parents  and  friends,  our  courts  have  been 
compelled,  in  the  strict  and  impartial  discharge  of  their  dutacs, 
to  sentence  to  the  State  Prison  a  number  of  theso  juvenile  of- 
fenders. The  records  of  the  State  Prison  show  that,  within 
Ibur  years  past,  a  child  nine  years  of  age,  another  twelve,  an- 
other thirteen,  and  several  boys  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  years 
of  age,  have  been  confined  within  its  walls.  <  ur  county  jails 
have  been  the  prison  houses  of  many  more  of  this  youthful  class 
of  criminals.  Our  laws  provide  for  them  no  place  for  punish- 
ment which  will  not  of  necessity  degrade  them,  and  eventually 
make  mere  ignorant  and  unfortunate  boys  hardened  crimmals. 
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In  the  cases  above  referred  to,  tbe  law  which  imposes  a  penalty 
upon  tho  oflfeiider  shoald  have  two  objects — the  protection  of 
society,  and  such  punishment  as  will  not  degrade  and  dishearten 
the  unfortunate  youth.  We  should  punish,  reform  and  save, 
not  destroy.  No  boy  can  be  sent  to  the  State  Prison  for  a 
single  day,  and  come  forth  again  into  the  world  without  being 
marked  and  degraded.  He  is  avoided  even  by  his  former  asso- 
eiatcs,  who  have  been  as  deep  perhaps  as  he  in  crime,  but  less 
lomfortunate  in  its  punishment.  He  must  have  associates,  and 
finally  will  find  them  among  the  dregs  of  society.  Thenccffor- 
ward  he  will  be  educated  in  the  ways  of  crime,  and  his  walk 
will  be  in  the  paths  of  sin  and  misery.  Is  there  t^o  way  to 
prevent  all  this?  Cannot  this  class  of  offenders  be  saved  from 
the  road  to  ruin  ?  Cannot*  they  be  made  valuable  citizens  in- 
stead of  worthless  outcasts  and  degraded  criminals  ?  If  it  is 
the  fixed  determination  of  our  Legislatures  that  the  laws  shall 
make  no  distinction  between  the  place  and  mode  of  punishment 
of  mere  children  and  of  older  offenders,  the  courts  will  feel 
bound  to  carry  out  the  legislati%'e  will.  Uncertainty  or  laxity 
in  the  enforcement  of  laws  should  always  be  avoided,  and  al-* 
though  instances  may  constantly  occur  which  prompt  tbe  best 
feelings  of  our  hearts  to  compassion  and  pity,  when  we  witness 
the  mental  sufferings  of  parents  and  friends,  yet,  upon  calm 
consideration  of  the  whole  subject  in  all  its  bearings  on  society, 
we  can  come  to  no  other  conclusion  than  that  it  is  best  to  carry 
out  tho  full  intent  of  the  laws  and  enforce  its  judgments.  I 
earnestly  commend  the  subject  to  your  careful  consideration. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  commend  our  common  school  system  to 
your  care,  encouragement  and  support.  A  thorough  education 
of  our  population  is  the  surest  safeguard  to  the  preservation  of 
our  liberties.  As  far  as  I  am  informed,  the  school  laws  require 
little  amendment.  I  would  suggest,  however,  that  several  towns 
in  the  State  neglect  to  appropriate  the  amount  required  for  the 
support  of  Teachers'  Institutes.  It  was  undoubtedly  the  inten- 
tion of  the  law  that  every  town  should  contribute  its  proportion 
for  the  support  of  these  institutions,  and  if  the  statute  on  this 
point  is  of  ambiguous  construction,  it  should  be  amended  so  that 
town  ofiicers  shall  have  no  doubt  as  to  their  duty  on  this  subject. 
The  provision  for  appropriating  money  for  Teachers'  Institutes, 
and  the  amount  thus  appropriated,  enable  the  School  Commis- 
sioners in  roost  of  the  counties  to  support  these  valuable  aids  to 
our  common  schools  on  a  liberal  scale ;  but  the  smaller  counties 
are  deprived  of  many  of  these  advantages,  on  account  of  a  want 
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of  funds.  I  trust  your  wiscffin  and  liberality  will  derise  meas* 
nres  that  will  enable  the  smaller  counties  to  enjoy  the  Bame 
advantages  in  this  respect  as  are  now  possessed  by  the  largw 
<tte8. 

The  statute  of  1846  provides  that  any  town  in  this  State  may 
raise,  in  addidon  to  the  amount  required  by  law  for  support  of 
schools,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  of  such  amount,  to 
be  applied  for  the  support  of  Teachers'  Institutes  within  the 
limits  of  the  county  in  which  said  town  is  situated.  The  statute 
of  1851  provides  that  a  sum  equal  to  three  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  required  to  be  raised  for  the  support  of  common  schods 
in  each  town,  bo  appropriated  by  said  town  for  Uie  support  of 
Teachers^  Institutes  in  each  county.  The  statute  of  1852  pro- 
vides that  the  selectmen  of  each  t6wn  in  this  State  be  author- 
ized  to  pay  over  to  the  School  Commissioner  of  the  county  in 
which  such  town  is  situated,  the  sums  by  law  required  to  be 
appropriated  by  said  towns  for  the  support  of  Teachers'  Insti* 
tutes.  None  of  these  laws,  however,  provide  tiiat  the  School 
Commissioners  shall  render  any  account  of  the  sums  received 
from  the  several  towns,  or  for  what  purpose  they  are  expended. 
I  would  therefore  suggest  that  some  system  of  accountability  be 
adopted  in  relation  to  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  sums 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  School  Commissioners.  The  ac- 
counts of  each  Commissioner  should  be  audited  by  some  State 
or  county  officer.  In  all  appropriations  of  public  money,  it  is 
just  and  proper  that  the  people  should  know  the  items  of  expen- 
diture. 

The  promotion  of  the  interests  of  agriculture  ia  one  of  the 
duties  enjoined  upon  the  Legislature  by  tlie  constitution.  All 
agree  that  this  branch  of  employment  of  our  citizens  is  the  most 
important  to  our  State,  inasmuch  as  the  largest  portion  of  our 
people  depend  upon  it  for  their  support,  and  it  may  truly  be 
said  to  be  the  foundation  of  our  prosperity.  But  there  is  some 
disagreement  among  those  engaged  in  this  pursuit,  as  to  what 
measures  can  properly  and  profitably  1)0  adopted  for  its  advance* 
ment.  On  this  account,  and  more  especially  as  a  large  portion 
of  the  members  of  the  Legislature  are  practically  conversant 
with  the  subject,  I  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  recommend  any 
particular  legislation  in  regard  to  it,  but  will  only  commend  the 
whole  subject  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

The  accidents  which  occur  on  our  railroads,  and  which  are 
attended  with  serious  injuries  to  persons,  and  frequently  with 
&tal  consequences  to  human  life,  suggest  the  necesMty  of  far- 
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ther  le^datba  for  the  protection  of  our  citizens.  The  Tarions 
provisbna  of  our  statutes  now  do  much  towards  this  object. 
&at  in  our  laws  there  seems  to  be  some  deficiency  with  refer- 
ence  more  particularly  to  operatives  on  the  roads,  whose  inter** 
estB  should  not  be  forgotten.  The  nature  of  their  employment 
exposes  them  particularly  to  danger,  and  a  prompt  and  fearless 
discharge  of  dieir  duties  is  most  important  for  the  safety  of 
others.  But  as  our  law  now  stands,  they  are  left  wholly  with- 
out remedy  in  case  of  injuries,  however  serious  to  themselves, 
and  their  relatives  without  any  relief  in  case  of  their  death. 
For  our  laws,  which  provide  a  remedy  and  relief  for  others  in 
such  caseS)  afford  no  protection  to  the  operatives  of  the  road. 
There  may  be  some  reason  for  this  distinction  in  cases  of  ordi- 
nary accidents.  But  that  reason  would  seem  wholly  to  fail  in 
cases  of  accidents  happening  through  the  gross  fault  or'care- 
lessness  of  the  corporation  in  the  construction  or  equipment  of 
tiie  road,  or  of  its  agents  in  its  management  and  direction,  about 
which  the  suffering  operative  may  have  no  voice  and  perhaps  no 
knowledge.  There  should  be  some  responsibility  to  urge  such 
corporations  to  care  and  diligence  with  regard  to  those  in  their 
employment,  and  in  such  cases  of  gross  fault  or  negligence,  the 
innocent  employee  and  his  relatives  should  not  be  lett,  as  now, 
wholly  unprotected  and  remediless. 

Reference  to  the  protection  of  the  same  class  of  citizens  and 
others,  suggests  the  expediency  of  further  legislation  relative  to 
bridges  over  railroads  and  the  present  method  of  construction  of 
zailroad  bridges  where  there  are  double  tracks,  and  in  relation 
to.  crossings  and  intersections  of  different  tracks  on  railroads. 
Where  roads  have  already  been  constructed,  a  proper  regard  for 
Uieir  rights  may  affect  the  expediency  of  any  laws  relative  to 
irhat  has  ahready  been  done,  but  provifiions  for  the  future  will 
be  embarrassed  by  no  such  considerations.  And  in  all  eases,  a 
proper  regard  for  the  public  safety  must  be  paramount. 

Our  laws  now  provide  that  any  legal  guardian,  upon  the 
return  of  the  inventory  of  the  personal  estate  of  his  ward,  may 
apply  to  the  Judge  of  Probate,  by  due  petition,  for  the  sale 
thereof,  and  said  Judge  of  Probate  may  by  license  authorise 
the  sale  thereof  at  public  auction.  The  strict  construction  of 
this  law  deprives  the  family  of  the  .unfortunate  insane  person  or 
spendthrijft  of  the  very  articles  of  comfort  and  support  which 
toe  law  exempts  from  attachment  and  execution  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  debt(Hr'8  fimiiy ;  or  to  state  the  case  still  stronger, » 
dahoMst  debtor^a  fiMiily  is  better  protected  by  our  laws  thaa 
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the  poor  family  of  the  unfortunate  insane  or  spendthrift.  If 
sound  policy  dictated  the  exemption  in  favor  of  the  poor  debtor, 
justice  and  humanity  demand  equal  protection  to  the  fiunilj  of 
the  still  more  unfortunate. 

In  1851,  a  law  was  passed,  entitled  '^  An  act  to  exempt  the 
homestead  of  families  from  attachment  and  levy  or  sale  on  exe* 
cution."  Many  difficulties  constantly  arise  in  die  administra- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  law.  Our  courts  of  probate,  par- 
ticularly, are  in  doubt  as  to  their  jurisdiction,  and  our  legislators 
as  would  appear  by  the  proceeding?  of  1852  and  1853,  are  un- 
willing to  attempt  its  amendment.  No  law  should  remain  among 
the  statutes  in  this  condition. 

Section  first  of  this  act  provides,  among  other  things,  that 
^^  such  homestead  shall  not  be  assets  in  the  hands  of  an  admin* 
istrator  for  the  payment  of  debts,  nor  subject  to  the  laws  of 
distribution  or  devise,  so  long  as  the  widow  or  minor  children  of 
any  or  either  of  them,  shall  occupy  the  same ;  and  no  release 
or  waiver  of  such  exemption  shall  be  valid  unless  made  by  deed 
executed  by  the  husband  and  wife,  with  all  the  formalities  re- 
quired by  law  for  the  conveyance  of  real  estate,  or  if  the  wife 
be  dead  and  there  be  minor  childi*en,  by  such  deed  executed  by 
the  husband,  with  the  consent  of  the  Judge  of  Probate  for  the 
county  in  which  the  land  is,  endorsed  on  said  deed  ;"  but  it 
makes  no  provision  for  aecertaining  the  value  of  such  homestead, 
or  for  assigning  the  amount  exempted.  In  cases  of  assigning 
dower  where  the  widow  claims  the  exemption,  in  the  sale  of  the 
remainder  for  the  payment  of  debts,  in  the  sale  of  property  of  a 
ward,  in  the  division  of  estates  among  heira  where  the  exemp- 
tion is  claimed  by  the  widow,  and  in  many  other  cases  which 
constantly  arise,  the  law  is  indefinite  and  uncertain,  and  great 
doubt  exists  aa  to  the  powcT  and  jurisdiction  intended  to  be 
conferred  on  our  courts  by  this  act.  I  trust  that  you  will  make 
such  amendments  as  will  remove  all  doubts  and  uncertainties  in 
the  construction  of  its  provisions. 

Our  laws  now  provide  that  returns  of  votes  for  Electors  of 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
nade  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  that  the  Secretary  shali 
lay  said  returns  before  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  convention,  to  be  by  them  examined  and  counted,  aod  that 
the  requisite  number  of  persons  to  be  chosen,  who  shall  have 
the  largest  number  of  votes  returned,  shall  be  declared  duly 
shosen  Electors.  The  statutes  further  provide  that  if  the  re- 
quisite number  of  Electors  shall  not  be  chosen^  by  reason  of  two 
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or  more  peraons  having  aa  equal  number  of  votes,  tben  the 

Senate  and  Honse  of  Representatives,  in  convention,  shall  fort& 

with  choose  bj  ballot  so  manj  persons,  one  at  a  time,  as  shall  be 

necessary  to  complete  the  requisite  number.     It  is  further  pro- 

yided  that  if,,  upon  the  meeting  of  the  £]ect(M«,  the  requisite 

number  are  not  present,  or  do  not  accept,  the  Senate  and  House 

of  Representatives  shall  immediately  meet  in  convention  and  bj 

joint  ballot  elect  the  number  wanting  to  complete  the  Board ; 

iMid  if  any  person  so  chosen  does  not  accept,  the  convention  of 

both  branches  of  the  Legislature  shall  fill  the  vacancy.     These 

provisions  of  our  statutes  create  the  necesnty  of  a  session  in 

X^ovember  every  year  in  which  the  Presidential  election  occurs. 

I  would  recommend  an  amendment  to  these  laws,  so  that  the 

returns  shall  be  laid  before  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  that 

the  same  powers  be  given  to  them  in  relation  to  examining  and 

counting  votes,  declaring  the  elections  and  filling  vacancies, 

which  are  now  conferred  by  the  statutes  upon  the  conventi<m  of 

the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature.     No  objection  to  this 

amendment  of  the  laws  could  be  made  on  the  ground  that  the 

Yotes  would  iiot  be  as  correctly  counted  in  one  instance  as  the 

other.     I  can  conceive  of  no  other  point  of  objection,  unless  it 

relates  to  the  power  of  filling  vacancies.    But  when  we  consider 

how  rarely  such  vacancies  occur,  we  shall  give  this  objection 

UtUe  weight.     If  it  is  desirable  to  give  ths  power  to  some  other 

Board,  it  might  be  provided  that  such  of  the  Electors  as  are 

declared  chosen^  shall  fill  all  vacancies.    If  such  amendments 

should  be  adopted,  the  necessity  of  an  adjourned  session  of  the 

Legislature  in  Kovember,  1866,  and  every  fourth  jear  there- 

after,  would  be  obviated,  and  the  State  would  be  relieved  of  one 

of  the  heaviest  burdens  that  has  been  imposed  on  her  treasury. 

The  pay  roll  of  the  Council,  Senate  and  House  of  Ropresenta- 

tives  for  the  November  Session,  1852,  amounted  to  |(86,082  20. 

If  we  should  add  the  amount  paid  for  printing,  clerks  and  other 

officers,  and  contingent  expenses,  the  oost  of  that  session  must 

exceed  $40,000.    The  sound  economical  policy  of  the  State 

demands  that  this  great  expense  be  saved. 

Ii  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  in  the  other 
rooms  in  the  State  House,  are  deposited  the  Provincial  papers 
and  records,  the  recorded  pro(*eedings  of  the  Committee  of 
Safety  from  the  eventful  year  1775,  through  the  Revolution, 
the  lists  of  men  who  conducted  the  civil  affairs  of  New  Hamp- 
shire through  that  dark  and  drying  period  of  our  history,  the 
journals  of  our  Constituti(nial  Conventions,  and  the  jounialB  and 
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records  of  onr  Legislatare.  Besides  all  these  records,  and 
many  more  of  great  historical  value,  there  are  those  ivhich  are 
not  onlj  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  historian,  but  which 
have  been  and  still  are  of  immense  pecuniary  value  to  the  citi^ 
sens  of  this  State.  I  refer  to  the  army  rolls  of  the  BevolutioQ 
-<-the  rolls  of  Stark,  of  Cilley,  of  Poor,  of  Reid,  of  Scammel, 
and  of  other  heroes  of  that  memorable  period.  The  brightest 
pages  of  our  history  are  adorned  with  the  deeds  of  those  brave 
and  patriotic  men.  The  most  valuable  portion  of  the  history  of 
their  services,  the  only  authentic  lists  of  the  names  of  the  fear- 
less and  noble-hearted  patriots  who  went  forth  from  this  State 
to  Bunker  Hill  and  Bennington  and  Saratoga,  and  other  battle 
fields  of  the  Revolution,  the  evidence  of  tho  character  and 
length  of  that  service,  and  numerous  papers  and  documents 
connected  with  our  national  independence,  together  with  the 
documents  before  enumerated,  are  liable  at  any  moment  to  de- 
struction by  fire.  These  important  records  are  now  deposited 
in  insecure  and  unsuitable  rooms.  Some  of  the  most  valuable 
of  these  papers  are  bound  in  volumes ;  others  of  less  value  are 
stored  away  in  boxes  like  worthless  rubbish.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  an  examination  be  had,  and  if  a  suitable  fire-proof 
room  can  be  constructed  in  the  State  House,  that  such  room  be 

Eropared  without  unnecessary  delay ;  and  if  such  room  cannot  - 
e  so  constructed,  that  a  separate  fire-proof  building  be  erected 
in  which  shall  be  preserved  all  our  State  papers.  Is  it  not  im- 
portant to  our  citizens,  and  would  it  not  be  creditable  to  the 
otate,  while  we  are  making  appropriations  for  monuments  in 
memory  of  the  worthies  who  have  made  the  name  of  New 
Hampshire  the  glory  of  her  sons,  that  we  make^  some  efforts  to 
preserve  the  records  which  will  tell  posterity  how  these  same 
worthies  and  their  patriotic  associates  conducted  our  civil  affairs 
during  the  Revolution,  and  with  what  eflforts  and  at  what  sacri- 
fices means  were  furnished  to  the  brave  men  who  inscribed  their 
names^on  the  most  glorious  rolls  of  our  revolutionary  fame  ? 

Our  fatiiers  uttered  words  of  truth  and  wisdom  when  they 
declared  that  a  well  regulated  militia  is  the  proper,  natural  ann 
sore  defence X)f  a  ^tate."  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  our  piles- 
ent  laws  on  this  subject  have  been  so  framed  as  scarcely  to  leavo 
the  shadow  of  an  efficient  organization.  If  no  better  system  is 
devised,  no  other  encouragement  held  out  to  a  citizen  soldiery, 
thaa  that  whidb  our  statutes  now  provide,  I  fear  that  the  emer- 
gency may  arise  "when  we  shall  need  at  least  a  small  number  of 
well  organized  and  thoroughly  drilled  troops,  and  shall  bo  unable 
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to  find  ikem  whhm  the  limitfl  of  tliia  State.  We  may  not  need 
them  in  cases  of  war,  mvasion  or  insnrreetion ;  bnt  who  can  tefl 
that  such  emergenciee  evea  may  not  arise  ?  As  our  cities  in*^ 
erease  in  population,  is  there  no  danger  that  we  may  witness 
mobs  and  riots,  like  those  that  have  disgraced  our  sister  States  ? 
Upon  what  strong  arm  can  the  municipal  authorities  on  suck 
occaEnons  rely  to  support  the  police,  if  our  militia  cannot  fiimish 
well  equipped  and  thoroughly  drilled  troops  7  In  such  an  emei^ 
gency,  good  citizens  even  would  reloctantiy  engage  in  a  contest 
with  an  infuriated  mob,  and  in  case  the  citizens  rallied  to  the 
aid  of  the  municipal  authorities,  their  organization  would  be  de* 
Iftyed  perhaps  until  the  mob  had  effected  its  purpose.  On  such 
an  occasion,  one  company  of  well-drilled  troops,  ready  for  any 
crisis,  and  led  by  a  resolute  man,  would  do  more  to  restore  'irder 
and  presenre  tiie  peade  than  hundreds  of  well  intentioned  citi- 
sens,  unprepared  f<nr  tiie  occasion  and  unaccustomed  to  act  in 
ooncert.  I  believe  the  best  interests  of  every  section  of  tiie 
State  demand  a  militift  system  more  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
tention of  the  constitution,  and  carried  out  more  in  the  spirit  of 
tiiose  men  who  framed  that  instrument,  and  who  did  active  m&- 
tary  duty  for  years  after  its  adoption,  and  left  the  field  of  sei^ 
vice  only  when  they  had  educated  their  sons  to  tread  in  their 
footsteps.  It  is  my  decided  opinion  that  the  welfiure  of  tiie  State 
demands  a  thorough  organization  of  the  militia,  and  that  a  smafl 
number  of  troops,  at  least,  in  each  county  should  be  thoroughly 
equipped  and  drilled  as  a  body,  which  could  be  caHed  up<m  at  a 
moment's  notice,  whenever  the  State  or  any  of  her  towns  or 
dties  should  need  their  assistance.  This  small  body  of  efficient 
troops  would  also  serve  as  the  nucleus  aroimd  which  all  well 
disposed  citizens  might  rally,  if  mobs  or  riots  should  arise,  and 
would  serve  to  supply,  in  tim^  of  war  or  invasion,  much  mate- 
rial for  the  instruction  of  the  enrolled  militia  who  mi^t  then  be 
ealled  out. 

It  cannot  be  questioned,  I  thmk,  ^  that  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire  firmly  adhere  to  those  great  principles  of  jmblic  policy 
upon  which  the  present  national  administration  came  into  power 
-— prindplee  upon  which  the  Union  was  founded,  and  to  which 
we  are  mainly  indebted  for  its  surpassing  prosperity  and  gran- 
deur.'' And  it  is  a  source  of  pride  and  gratifieation  to  them 
that  the  high  oonfidenoe  reposea  by  the  country  in  the  distin* 
guiflhed  son  of  this  State  who  has  been  called  to  preside  over 
tiie  destinies  of  the  eonntnr,  has  thus  ftr  been  fiiDy  justified ; 
•nd  knowng  as  we  do  tiie  bi^  and  noble  qualitiea  of  his  head 
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ind  heart,  his  deroted  patriotism  and  his  fidelity  to  principle, 
we  cannot  doubt  that  so  long  as  he.  maj  be  charged  with  the 
daties  and  responsibilities  of  his  present  exalted  station,  he  wffl 
e(mtbue  to  discharge  them  with  the  same  devotion  to  the  pabhe 
interest  which  has  always  characterized  his  career.  It  becomes 
the  people  of  his  native  State  to  continue  to  extend  to  him  that 
high  and  generous  confidence  and  that  firm  and  cordial  support 
which  honest  and  fieuthful  public  servants  have  a  right  to  expect 
from  a  virtuous,  intelligent  and  patriotic  people.  That  the 
measures  of  his  administration  wUI  be  based  upon  the  great 
principles  which  we  have  so  bug  advocated  and  supported,  and 
will  tend  to  Ihe  peace  and  harmony  of  the  country  and  pro«note 
its  prosperity,  progress  and  true  glorv,  must  be  the  devout  hope 
of  aU  true  patriots,  as  it  is  the  confident  expectation  ci  the  peo- 
ple who  called  him  to  the  high  position  which  he  so  worthily  fills. 
In  the  discharge  of  our  duties  and  responfflbilities,  I  trust  that 
we  fihall  in  all  respects  fully  justify  the  high  confidence  which  an 
intelligent  constitiiency  has  c<mferred  upon  us.  May  Divine 
wisdom  guide  us  in  our  counsels,  and  may  the  results  of  aO  our 
proceedings  tend  to  the  general  welfare  of  our  State  and  its 
citizens.

RULES  OP  THE  HOUSE. 

OF  THE  DUTY  OP  THE  SPEAKER. 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  precisely  the  hour  to 
which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned,  shall  immediately  call  the 
members  to  order,  and  at  the  commencement  of  each  day's  ses- 
sion shall  cause  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read. 

2.  He  shall  preserye  decorum  and  order ;  may  speak  on  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for 
that  purpose  ;  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two  members.  Questions  shall  be 
distinctly  pu^  in  this  form,  to  wit :  ^'  As  many  as  are  of  opinion 
that,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  say  aye  ;"  and  after  the  affirmative 
vote  is  expressed,  "  Those  of  a  contrary  opinion,  say  no.*'  If 
the  Speaker  doubts,  or  a  division  is  called  for,  the  House  shall 
divide.  Those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise 
from  their  seatis  and  stand  till  they  be  counted,  and  afterwards 
those  in  the  negative  shall  rise  and  stand  till  tiiey  be  counted. 
The  Speaker  shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision  of  the  House. 

3.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  mav  state  it  sitting. 

4.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  tne  Speaker,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  House. 

5.  The  Speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing  com- 
mittees all  memorials,  petitions,  accounts  or  other  matters  shall 
he  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  vote  in  no  case,  unless  the  House  be 
equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  ^ven  to  the  minority^  will 
make  the  division  equal ;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 

All  acts,  addresses  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  signed  by  tiie 
Speaker ;  and  all  writs,  warrants  or  subpoenas  issued  by  ^order 
of  the  House,'  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the 
<€lerk. 

8.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  gsl^ 
leries,  the  Speaker,  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole 
House,  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

9.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the  House, 
members  of  the  Council,  and  members  of  the  Senate,  the  Seere- 
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t&ry  of  the  State,  Treasurer,  and  clerks  of  the  Senate,  shall  be 
admitted  within  the  door  of  the  Bepresentatives'  chamber,  nnless 
by  inyitation  of  the  Speaker,  or  of  some  member  of  the  House, 
with  consent  of  the  Speaker,  except  in  public  hearings,  parties, 
their  counsel  and  witnesses,  under  the  direction  of  the  Speaker. 

10.  The  Speaker  shall  have  power  to  substitute  any  member 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  such  substitution  not  to  extend 
beyond  an  adjournment. 

OP  DBCOBUM  AND  DEBATE. 

11.  When  any  men^ber  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respect* 
fully  address  himself  to  the  Speaker. 

12.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  House,  tli^e 
Speaker  shaU,  or  any  other  member  may,  call  him  to  order ;  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit 
down,  and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be  distinctly  stated 
from  the  chair ;  and  in  all  cases  where  a  member  shall  be  called 
to  order  for  uttering  disrespectful  words,  upon  the  request  of  any 
member  the  words  objected  to  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the 
member  so  calling  to  order ;  after  which  the  member  so  called  to 
order  my  explain,  and  the  question  shall  be  open  to  debate,  as 
in  other  cases,  and  decided  by  the  Speaker,  whose  decision  shall 
be  submitted  to,  unless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  House  by  a 
member,  in  which  case  the  only  question  shall  be,  ^^  Is  the  Speak- 
er's decision  correct  ?" — which  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  may 
proceed  ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  may  require  it,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

13.  In  all  cases,  the  member  first  rising  shall  speak  first. 
When  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker  shall 
name  the  person  to  speak. 

14.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  ques- 
tion, without  leave  of  the  House  ;  nor  more  than  once  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

15.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing 
the  House,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  House ;  nor  in 
such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shaU  entertain  private 
discourse  ;  nor  while  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass  between 
him  and  ihe  chair ;  nor  shall  any  member  leave  his  seat  while 
the  yeas  and  nays  are  calling. 

16.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  tiie  event  of 
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wlii<9i  he  is  directly  interested  ;  or  in  any  case  where  he  was  noi 
present  when  the  question  was  put. 

17.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  ^dien  a  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House  for  special  rea* 
sotvB  shall  excuse  him. 

18.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be  second- 
ed and  stated  from  the  chair ;  and  when  a  motion  shall  be  made 
and  seconded,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by  the 
Speaker  or  any  member,  and  delivered  in  at  the  table,  and  read 
by  the  Speaker,  before  tiie  same  shall  be  debated. 

19.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  House,  unless  it  be 
presented  by  a  member  thereof,  and  upon  motion  made  for  that 
purpose,  nor  until  the  substance  of  said  petition  be  concisely 
minuted  and  the  name  of  the  member  and  the  town  he  represents 
recorded  upon  the  back  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Speaker,  whenever  any  motion  relative  to  a  petition  is  to  be 
stoted  to  the  House,  to  state,  in  the  first  place,  the  substance  of 
the  petition,  as  minuted  on  the  back  thereof. 

20.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  il  shall  be  in 
possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  be- 
fore an  amendment. 

21.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shaU  be 
received  but,  1st,  to  adjourn ;  2d,  to  lie  on  the  table  ;  34,  to  poet- 
pone  indefinitely ;  4th,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain ;  5th,  to  com- 
mit ;  and  6th,  to  amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.  Motions  to 
adjourn  and  lie  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

22.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shaQ 
not  be  acted  upon  during  the  session. 

23.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  when 
the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

24.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude aU  amendment  to  the  main  question  ;  and  all  motions  and 
reports  may  be  <3ommitted  at  the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

25.  No  new  motion  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amend- 
ment, as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  under  debate. 

26.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  motion  for  re- 
consideration be  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majori- 
ty, nor  unless  notice  of  such  motion  be  ^ven  on  the  same  day 
on  which  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day  on  which  the  House 
shall  be  in  session,  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  twelve  o'clock. 

27.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  objected 
to  by  any  member,  it^shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 
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28.  Any  member  maj  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any 
committee,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  then  a  mem- 
ber of  two  other  committees  who  hare  not  reported. 

29.  Each  member  shall  seasonably  and  pnnctnally  attend  his 
duty  in  the  House,  and  no  one  shall  absent  himself  from  the  ser- 
vice of  the  House  unless  he  haye  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  * 
attend. 

30.  The  Speaker  shall  appmnt  a  sergeant-at-arms  whenever 
it  may  be  necessary  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  House  and 
process  issued  by  its  authority. 

OF  STANDING  COMMITTBBS. 

31.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed 
early  in  the  June  session : 

A  committee  on  Elections  ;  a  committee  on  the  Judiciary  ;  a 
committee  on  Banks ;  a  committee  on  the  State  Prison ;  a  com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands  ;  a  committee  on  Agriculture  ;  a  com- 
mittee on  Manufactures ;  a  committee  on  Finance  ;  a  committee 
on  Military  Affitirs ;  a  committee  on  Education  ;  a  committee  on 
Incorporations ;  a  committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes  ;  a  commit- 
tee on  the  Division  of  Towns  ;  a  committee  on.  the  Asylum  for 
the  Insane ;  a  committee  on  Railroads ;  a  committee  on  Roads, 
Bridges  and  Canals ;  a  committee  on  Unfinished  Business ;  a 
committee  on  Mileage  ;  to  consist  of  ten  members  each. 

A  committee  on  Bills  on  their  Second  Reading ;  a  committee 
on  Printers'  Accounts  ;  a  committee  on  Military  Accounts ;  and 
a  committee  on  Claims — to  consist  of  seven  members  each. 

A  committtee  on  t^e  Alteration  of  Names,  to  consist  of  five 
members.  ^     ^ 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Elections  to  examine 
and  report  upon  the  certificate  or  other  credentials  of  the  elec- 
tion of  the  members  returned  to  serve  in  this  House,  and  to 
take  into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  other  matters  in  re- 
lation to  elections  and  returns,  as  shall  or  may  be  presented,  or 
come  in  question,  and  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary  to  take 
into  tihieir  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  judiciary 
system  of  this  State ;  to  examine  and  report  what  laws  have  ex- 
pired or  are  near  expiring,  and  require  to  be  revived  or  further 
continued,  and  report  their  opinion  on  all  constitutional  ques- 
tions that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Banks  to  consider  all 
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applicationB  for  the  mcorporation  of  bankfl,  and  all  subjects  re- 
lating to  such  institutions,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  State  Prison  to 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relaticm  to  the  State  Pris- 
^  on,  to  examine  all  reports  and  accounts  that  may  be  submitted 
by  the  Warden,  and  make  such  report,  either  by  bill  or  other- 
wise, as  they  think  the  interest  of  theState  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Public  Lands  to  con- 
sider all  proposals  and  applications  for  the  sale  of  public  lands, 
and  eyery  other  matter  in  relation  to  them,  that  may  be  referred 
*  to  the  committee  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Agriculture  to  take 
into  their  consideration  all  matters  concerning  the  agricultural 
interests  of  the  State,  and  the  incorporation  of  agricultural  soci- 
eties, that  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report 
thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Finance  to  examine 
and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  treasury,  to  report 
what  sum  it  liiay  be  necessary  to  riuse  as  a  State  tax,  and  on 
every  subject  touching  the  financial  interests  of  the  Si^te,  that 
may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Military  committee  to  consider  all 
applications  for  altering  or  amending  laws  regulating  the  militia 
of  this  State,  and  for  the  removal  of  militia  officers,  and  to  re- 
port thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges  and 
Canals  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  turn- 
pikes, bridges  or  canals,  and  for  the  alteration  of  tolls,  and  all 
matters  relative  thereto,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Railroads  to  consider 
all  petitions  for  the  incorporation  of  railroads;  for  alterations; 
and  all  matters  relative  thereto,  that  may  be  referred  to  them 
by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Education  to  consider 
all  subjects  relative  to  the  regulation  of  school  districts  and 
schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education,  that  may  be  re- 
ferred to  them  by  the  House,  and  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes 
to  consider  all  applications  for  the  altering  of  town  or  parish 
lines,  by  the  annexation  of  one  portion  of  a  town  or  panah  to 
another  town  or  parish,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 
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It  Bhall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Diyiaion  of  Towns,  to 
consider  all  applications  for  incorpororation  of  towns  or  parish- 
es by  division  of  towns  or  otherwise,  that  may  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Incorporations  to  con- 
sider and  report  on  all  applications  for  acts  of  incorporation,  and 
all  other  matters  which  may  come  in  question  relative  to  bodies  * 
corporate,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  except- 
ing those  relating  to  towns,  parishes,  turnpikes,  railroads,  canals, 
banks,  agricultural  societies  and  factories. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business 
to  examine  and  report  from  the  journals  of  the  last  session,  all 
Each  matters  as  were  then  pending  aod  undetermined. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Mileage  to  ascertain 
the  distance  travelled  by  each  member  of  the  House,  computing 
the  same  by  the  nearest  public  travelled  highway,  and  report  to 
the  House,  with  the  names  of  the  several  members,  the  distance 
travelled  bv  each. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Bills  on  the  Second 
Beading  to  take  into  consideration  all  bills  on  the  second  read- 
ing, that  may  be  committed  for  amendment,  or  otherwise,  and 
to  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

It  shall  be  tiie  duty  of  the  committee  on  Prmters'  Accounts 
to  examine  and  adjust  all  accounts  against  the  State  for  printing, 
and  every  subject  relating  to  such  accounts,  that  may  be  refer- 
red to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Military  Accounts 
to  examine,  adjust  and  report  on  all  accounts  relative  to  the 
militia,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Claims  to  audit, 
adjust  and  report  on  all  accounts  and  claims  that  may  be  pre- 
sented for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  pruiting,  military  ac- 
counts, and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Manufactures  to 
consider  of  all  matters  concerning  the  manufacturing  interests 
of  the  State,  and  all  applications. for  incorporation  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  which  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House, 
and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  to  examine  all  accounts,  particularly  those  relating  to  the 
expenditure  of  moneys  appropriated  by  the  State  ;  to  examine 
in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government  of  the  institution  and 
all  patters  of  general  interest  connected  therewith ;  and  all 
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sach  matters  as  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House^  and  to 
report  thereon. 

32.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

33.  The  standing  committees  shall  attend  at  their  respective 
committee  rooms  two  hours  before  the  meeting  of  the  House  in 

'  the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  House  shall  order ; 
and  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  House,  un- 
less when  the  Speaker  shall  consider  it  to  be  necessary. 

84.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  appointed  by 
the  Speaker  of  the  House,  shall  be  chairman ;  and  in  case  of 
his  absence,  or  being  excused  by  the  House,  the  next  named 
member,  and  so  on  as  often  as  the  case  shall  happen,  unless  the 
committee  by  a  majority  of  the  number,  elect  a  chairman.  And 
when  any  committee  shall  report  otherwise  than  by  bill,  they 
shall,  if  the  subject  admit  of  it,  subjoin  to  their  report,  a  reso- 
lution making  such  disposition  of  the  matter  committed  to  them 
as  to  the  committee  shall  seem  expedient. 

85.  Whenever  it  shall  not  be  convenient  for  any  standing 
committee  to  attend  properly  to  all  the  bu^ess  which  may 
properly  be  referred  to  it,  the  Speaker  may,  on  a  vote  of  the 
House  to  that  effect,  appoint  an  additional  committee  upon  the 
same  subject,  to  consist  of  the  same  number  of  members  as  the 
original  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  into  considera- 
tion all  matters  in  relation  to  that  subject  which  shall  be  referred 
to  them  hj  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

m 

ON  BILLS. 

86.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced  by 
motion  for  leave,  or  by  an  order  of  the  House,  on  the  report  of 
a  committee ;  no  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced  by 
any  member,  (except  on  the  report  of  a  committee,)  unless  he 
shall  have  given  at  least  one  day's  notice  of  his  intention,  and 
of  the  object  of  the  bill  or  resolution  to  be  introduced. 

87.  Every  bill  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  the  House 
previous  to  its  passage  ;  the  first  reading  shall  be  for  iuformfr- 
tion,  and  theretipon,  when  the  bill  shall  have  been  introduced 
by  a  committee,  if  not  rejected  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  a  time 
shall  be  assigned  for  its  second  reading ;  and  upon  the  second 
reading,  if  not  rejected  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  House, 
a  time  shall  be  assigned  for  a  third  reading.  When  a  bill  shall 
have  been  introduced  by  a  member  upon  leave,  or  by  message 
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from  the  Senate,  and  read  a  first  time,  if  it  be  not  rejected  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  House,  the  question  shall  be,  Shall 
the  bill  be  read  a  second  time  ?  and  if  ordered  to  a  second 
reading,  it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  second  time  by  its  title, 
and  be  by  the  Speaker  referred  to  the  appropriate  standing 
committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House.  No  bill, 
after  it  has  been  read  a  second  time,  shall  have  a  third  reading 
until  after  an  adjournment.  The  time  assigned  for  the  second 
and  third  reading  of  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be  11  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  and  S  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  House. 

88.  No  amendment  shall  be  made,  but  upon  the  second  read- 
ing of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution,  and  all  resolutions  shall  be  in 
writing,  with  the  name  of  the  member  and  the  town  he  repre* 
sents  on  the  back  thereof. 

39.  AH  bills  and  votes  and  resolutions  that  are  necessary  to 
be  carried  to  the  Senate  for  their  concurrence,  may  be  sent  by 
the  Assistant  Clerk. 

OP  THE   COMMITTEE   OF  THE  WHOLE  HOUSE. 

40.  The  House  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  House  at  any  time,  on  the  motion  of  a  member  made  for 
that  purpose ;  and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  House, 
the  Speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman  to  preside  in 
committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

41.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  committee  of 
tho  whole  House,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  first  read  through- 
out by  the  Clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  debated  by  clauses, 
leaving  the  preamble  of  the  bill  to  be  last  considered ;  the  body  v 
of  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  be  defaced  or  interlined,  but 
all  amendments  noting  the  page  and  Une,  diall  be  dulv  entered 
by  the  Clerk  on  a  separate  paper,  as  the  same  shall  be  agreed 
to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  House.  After 
report,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated 
and  amended  by  clauses,  before  a  question  to  pass  it  to  a  third 
reading  be  taken. 

42.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be  observed 
in  a  committee  of  the  whole  House,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  times  of  speaking. 

43.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  rescind- 
ed without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor  ; 
nor  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor .  of  two-thirds  of  the 
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members  present,  to  be  ascertained  bj  actual  count,  \^hen  any 
member  shall  request  the  same. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS   OF  THE  DAT. 

44.  As  soon  as  the  journal  is  read,  the  Speaker  shall  call 
for  petitions  from  the  members  of  the  House.  The  petitions 
having  been  presented  and  disposed  of,  reports,  first  from  the 
standing,  and  then  from  the  select  committees,  shall  be  called 
for  and  disposed  of.  And  the  above  business  shall  be  done  in 
no  other  part  of  the  day,  except  by  permission  of  the  House. 

45.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was  engaged 
at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  if  called  for  by  any  member, 
shall  have  the  preference  over  all  other  business,  except  the 
general  order  of  the  day ;  and  no  motion  on  any  other  business, 
except  the  general  order  of  the  day  shall  be  received,  without 
special  leave  of  the  House,  tmtil  the  former  is  disposed  of. 

The  foregoing  rules  were  then  adopted  as  the  rules  of  the 
House  for  the  present  year. 

Mr.  Weeks  of  Canaan  introduced  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  take  into  condd- 
eration  the  message  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  re- 
port what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  the  several  subjects  em- 
braced therein ; 

Which  was  adopted. 

Ordered,  That  Messrs.  Weeks  of  Canaan,  Taylor  of  Deny, 
and  Noyes  of  Bow  be  the  committee. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  their 
Clerk  : 

"  Mr.  Speaker— The  Senate  concur  with  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  wait  upon  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  and  inform  him  of  the  election  of 
Councillors  for  the  ensuing  year  and  have  on  their  part  joined 
Mr.  Weare." 

The  following  further  message  was  received  from  tiie  Senate 
by  their  Clerk : 

"  Mr.  Speaker— The  Senate  concur  vrith  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  assign  com- 
mittee rooms,  to  the  several  committees,  and  have  on  their  part 
joined  Mr.  Parker.'* 
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The  foQowing  farther  message  was  received  from  the  Senate 
by  their  Clerk : 


"  Mr.  Speaker — ^The  Senate  have  appointed  Mr.  Eaton  a 
committee  on  their  part  with  such  as  the  House  may  join,  to 
prepare  joint  rules  for  the  government  of  the  two  branches  of 
the  Legislature  the  present  year,  in  which  they  ask  the  concur- 
rence of  the  House  of  Representatives." 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  concurring  with  the  Senate 
in  the  appointment  of  said  committee, 

It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Orderedj  That  Messrs.  Wendell,  Swett  of  Windsor  and  liv- 
ermore  be  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  House; 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  inform  the  Senate  thereof. 

The  following  further  message  was  received  from  the  Senate 
by  their  Clerk : 

"  Mr.  Speaker — ^The  President  of  the  Senate  has  appointed 
the  following  joint  standing  committees  on  the  part  of  the  Sen- 
ate:

1.  When  a  convention  of  the  two  houses  is  to  be  formed, 
whether  by  requirement  of  the  constitution,  or  by  a  vote  or 
resolve  of  the  two  houses,  a  message  shall.be  sent  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate,  giving  notice  when  the 
House  will  meet  the  Senate  in  convention.  As  soon  thereafter 
as  the  convenience  of  the  Senate  will  permit,  they  will  attend 
in  the  House.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  chairman  of 
the  convention,  and  shall  state  the  reason  for  forming  the  oon- 
ventioQ.  When  the  House  and  Senate  are  thus  formed  in  con- 
vention, the  rules  adopted  as  the  rules  of  the  House  shall  be 
considered  the  rules  of  the  convention,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
deemed  applicable,  and  the  convention  shall  according^  be 
governed  thereby. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  persons  as  a 
sense  of  propriety,  in  each  house,  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

8.  WImu  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  house  to  the 
other,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  house  to  whidi 
it  may  be  sent,  by  the  doorkeeper. 

4.  While  biUs  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  hooees, 
they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  derk  of  each  house 
respectively. 

5.  There  shall  be  a  comsmttee  for  the  purpose  of  engrosmng 
biUs,  ecttsistang  of  two  members  of  each  house*    AH  bilb  thftt 
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pMB  botii  houses  shall  be  delivered  to  said  committee,  be  bj 
them  engrossed,  carefuUy  examined,  and  reported  to  the  respeo-* 
tiYo  houses ;  and  shall  be  signed,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatiyes,  and  then  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  committee,  to  consist  of  three  members 
of  the  House,  and  one  of  the  Senate,  on  ea^  of  the  foBo^mng 
subjects,  to  wit : — On  all  matters  relative  to  the  State  library, 
and  on  all  matters  relative  to  the  State  House  and  State  House 
Yard. 

7.  When  a  bill  or  resolve,  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
house,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to 
the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

8.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which 
any  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  founded. 

9.'  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  aU  bills  which  have 
passed  their  several  stages  in  the  house  in  which  they  originated, 
at  least  twenly-four  hours  before  the  time  fixed  on  for  adjourn- 
ment* 

10.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagree* 
ment,  a  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  con^dered  lost. 

The  foregoittg  rules  were  then  adopted  on  the  part  of  the 
House  as  the  joint  rules  of  the  two  branches  of  the  LegisIatHre 
for  the  present  year.

annually ;  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  upon  the  receipt  thereof, 
shall  lay  the  siime  before  the  Legislature. 

The  appraisal  for  1853  was  sent  in  compliance  with  the  law,  to 
the  House  of  Representatives  for  that  year,  and  as  I  have  been 
informed,  was  returned  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  at  the  close 
of  the  session,*  and  has  been  on  file  in.  his  office  ever  smce. 

The  appraisal  for  1854  was  also  forwarded  to  the  Qouse  pf 
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Bepresentatiires  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  ifl  now  in  the 
possession  of  the  committee  on  the  State  Prison*

The  committee  on  the  State  Prison  have  vimted  the  same, 
and  carefully  examined  into  all  the  works  and  improvements 
which  have  been  introduced  therein  during  the  past  year,  agree- 
ably to  a  resolution  of  the  Le^lature,  approved  July  2aAf 
1853.  They  find  the  new  steam  chimney,  boiler,  house  boiler, 
and  all  its  attachments ;  the  apparatus  for  coddng  and  warming 
by  steam ;  the  fixtures  for  lighting  by  gas,  and  other  improve- 
ments mentioned  in  the  rep(»rt  of  the  Warden,  aH  well  conceiv- 
ed and  constructed,  and  greatly  conducive  to  the  health,  comr 
fort  and  moral  improvement  of  the  convicts,  as  well  as  great 
economy  in  the  cost  of  fuel.  Your  committee  have  also  care- 
fiilly  investigated  the  necessity  for  further  improvements  in  and 
about  the  Prison,  as  iflentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Warden, 
June  1, 1854,  and  are  unanimous  in  the  ppinioa  that  snch  im- 
provements are  necessary,  and  that  somxd  policy  on  the  part  of 
the  State  requires  that  such  improvements  should  be  made 
to  such  extei^  as  may  be  done  within  the  limits  of  the  funds 
now  in  the^^nands  of  the  Warden,  being  the  earnings  of  the 
Prison  for  the  last  fiscel  year.    In  view  oi  all  which  the  oobh 
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inii^e  have  unanimoiislj  instructed  me  to  report  the  following 
joint  resolution:

ion of  S8ad  town,  having  had  the  same  under  consideration  beg 
leave  to  report,  as  follows : 

The  facts,  as  appeared  in  evidence  before  the  committee,  are 
substantially  as  follows : 

The  town  is  divided  by  a  high  ri(^e  of  mountains  from  aoHh 
to  south,  leaving  from  the  summit  on  the  east  side  of  the  pre- 
posed  division  Ime  fourteen  acres  to  eleven  acres  on  the  west 
side. 

The  town  was  originally  laid  out  into  sixty-nine  rights,  which 
were  intended  to  contain  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight  acres 
,  each,  and  a  location  on  the  Connecticut  river  oraitaining  about 
three  thousand  acres.  Twenty-three  of  these  rights  and  the 
location  are  on  the  west  side  of  the  proposed  £ne  of  diviaon, 
and  also  the  governor's  grant,  containing  about  five  hundred 
acres ;  the  remaimqg  forty-six  grants  are  on  the  east  side. 

The  average  width  of  uncultivated  land  on  the  mountain  is 
about  one  to  one  mile  and  a  quarter.  The  average  hei^t  of 
the  mountain  is  about  fourteen  hundred  feet  above  Sie  Connec- 
ticut river,  and  about  twelve  hundred  where  the  road  crosses* 

There  is  no  communication  between  the  east  and  west  part  of 
the  town,  without  going  over  the  mountain,  or  round  through  a 
part  of  Littleton,  kaveling  over  three  miles  in  the  latter  town. 

The  distance  from  Lyman  Plain,  the  principal  place  of  bnn- 
ness  on  the  west  side,  to  Parker  HiU,  the  principal  {dbee  of 
business  on  the  east  side,  and  where  the  aamuil  towa  meeting 
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are  held  two^thirds  of  the  time,  is  aboat  fifteen  ncules,  through  i 
LittietoQ,  and  the  distance  orer  the  mountain  is  between  six  and 
seren  miles. 

From  "the  foot  to  the  top  of  the  mountain,  going  {rom  the 
Plain  to  East  Lyman,  a  portion  of  the  distance,  (fire  hundred 
and  forty  rods,)  the  ascent  is  ten  hundred  and  ninetj-^two  feet« 
and  a  part  of  ttiat  (three  hundred  and  twenty-«ight  rods,)  thie 
rise  is  eight  hundred  feet. 

The  mountain  road  is  generally  out  of  repair  and  not  much 
money  is  laid  out  to  improre  it,  as  it  is  genendly  but  little  trav- 
eled. 

The  annual  meetings  have  always  been  held  two-thiids  of  the 
time  on  the  east  side  and  for  the  last  fifteen  years  hare  continued 
frequentiy  two  and  sometimes  three  days* 

The  legal  voters  in  the  town  on  the  check  list  last  MarqjL 
were  in  East  Lyman  one  hundred  and  seventy-five,  and  in  West 
Lyman,  one  hundred  and  forty-five.  There  are  now  in  West 
Lyman  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  legal  voters  and  about  one 
hundred  and  sizW  ratable  polls. 

Two  of  the  selectmen  have  always  been  chosen  from  ihe  east 
side,  and  for  the  last  thirty  years  the!  town  clerk  has  been  on 
that  side,  except  three  years. 

The  reduced  valuation  last  April  was,  on  the  east  side 
$1086,59,  and  on  the  west  side,  $919,87,  making  the  propor- 
tion $1,00  to  $1,06. 

The  town  apportionment  of  1862  is  $8,22,  which  divided 
according  to  the  valuation,  would  require  East  Lyman  to  pay 
$1,71,  and  West  Lyman  $1,51. 

There  is  no  town  house  on  either  side  of  the  mountain,  and  if 
the  town  is  not  divided,  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  build  one  on 
each  side.  The  probable  expense  of  administering  the  town 
aflhirs  under  two  town  organizations  would  not  much  exceed 
the  expense  and  time  spent  as  the  town  now  is.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  Eimarahle  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp^Ure : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Hew  Hampshire  Asylum  &r  &e  InsaDe 
present  this^  their 

THIRTBENTH  ANNUAL  REPOET, 

of  the  condition  of  the  Institution,  deeply  impr^sed  with  the 
importunoe  of  the  interests  oommitted  to  their  charge.  Every 
-succeeding  year  they  are  increasing  in  amount,  and  reqturing  in 
Adr  management  additional  responsibility  ana  time:  In  this, 
as  in  most  oAer  States  of  the  Umon,  the  utility  of  asylums  for 
tin  insane  is  no  longer  problematicnLl.  Experience  has  fiiUy 
demonstrated  the  fact  thai;  this  unfortunate  class  may  be  not 
only  more  successfully,  but  also  more  economieally  treated  in  a 
well-conducted  asylum,  than  at  their  own  hc«aes,  surrounded 
by  personal  friends  and  by  &miliar  scenes.  They  are  subjected 
to  less  of  irksome  restraint,  are  more  withdrawn  from  the  ez- 
dting  causes  of  &eir  disorder,  and  are  brought  within  the  reach 
of  more  experienced  medical  aid.  The  history  of  our  own  asy- 
lum confirms  the  truth  of  this  statement,  and  we  hazard  little, 
we  think,  in  asserting  that  the  benefits  rendered  to  the  insane 
of  New  Hampshire,  during  the  ccnnparatiyely  brief  period  of  its 
enstence,  will  compare  favorably  in  amount  witii  the  aggregate 
of  all  that  has  erer  heretofore  roen  done,  from  the  day  of  the 
first  settlement  upon  the  Fiscataqua  to  the  date  of  its  opening 
in  October,  1842.    Its  records  show  that  no  less  than  eleven 

-  hundred  and  ninety-iune  pers<m3  have  been  received  as  patients, 

-  and  that  about  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  number  have  been  dis- 
charged, wholly,  or  partially  restored  to  mental  health ;  while  of 
Ae  number  stUl  vnder  treatment,  a  large  proporticMi  affi>rd  hope- 
ftd  indicatioDs  of  recovery. 

A  reference  to  the  prenous  reports  of  the  Trustees  will  show 
you  that  the  number  of  patients  has  gradually  increased  from 
year  to  year.  Erom  seventy-six,  Ihe  number  under  treatment 
the  fint  year,  it  had  mcteased  in  1849  to  one  hundred  and  nine- 
ty.   Finding  the  aeooBBnodations  origihally  furnished  madequate 
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to  the  demand  made  upon  the  loslitalion,  the  Trustees  appHed 
to  the  Legiskitore  of  lliat  year  for  llie  meooB  of  poeuring  gach 
an  enlargement  as  the  wants  of  the  insane  seemed  at  the  time 
to  demand.  To  this  application  a  most  generous  response  was 
made,  and  a  new  wiiig  was  ereoted,  three  stories  in  height,  and 
one  hundred  and  twentj-six  ft.  in  length  bj  thirtj-six  fit.  in  width, 
affording  additional  accommodations  for  fifty  pati^its.  This 
having  been  completed,  it  was  supposed  that  no  fiEurther  enlarge- 
ment would  be  req^uisite  for  a  considerable  time  to  come,  and 
that  the  Asylum  had  at  its  command  ample  room  for  die  aooom- 
modation  of  all  likely  to  make  application  for  admission.  In  this 
expectation,  however,  tiiey  have  been  disappointed.  Hardly 
four  years  have  now  elapsed,  and  the  Asylum  is  again  full,  and 
more  tiian  full.  With  accommodations  suffldent  for  one  hm^ 
dred  and  forty-eight  patients,  it  has  to-day  within  its  walls  one 
hundred  and  sixty  three,  and  yet  additional  applications  are  fre- 
quent, and  becoming  more  and  more  so  from  month  to  month. 
The  evils  resulting  from  such  a  state  of  things  must  be  apparent, 
and  need  not  be  detailed  to  you.  It  is  impossible  that  the  pa- 
tients should  make  that  progress  in  recovery  which  they  would 
were  the  number  reduced  to  tiiat  for  which  tiie  existing  aceom- 
modations  were  intended.  Indeed,  the  eonvictian  has  forced  it- 
self upon  the  minds  of  the  Trustees  that  the  patients  cannot, 
under  such  circumstances,  receive  that  justice  whidh  the  State 
has  been  disposed  to  secure  to  them,  llie  evident  design  of  the 
founders  of  the  Institution  was  to  offer  an  asylum  to  all  insane 
persons  within  our  limits,  for  whom  application  might  be  made ; 
and  yet,  if  all  for  whom  admission  is  now  asked  be  received,  the 
halls  and  rooms  will  soon  be  crowded  to  such  a  degree  as  to  de- 
feat, in  a  very  great  measure,  the  purposes  of  the  establiahmeDi 
If  it  be  determined  that  a  part  be  excluded,  the  difficulties  of 
the  case  are  not  removed.  New  Han^Mhire  has  no  priv- 
t  ileged  classes,  and  neither  wealth  nor  poverty  can  ez^de  a  citi- 
zen to  exclusive  privileges.  The  l^rustees  shrink  from  the  re- 
sponribility  of  opening  the  doors  to  one  portioa  ef  those  apply- 
ing, while  they  close  tiiem  to  another ;  and  their  only  eoone  of 
duty  seemed  to  be,  to  report  to  yon  tiie  existing  facts,  and  re- 
quest that  you  will  give  tiie  subject  that  oonsidenitien  which  its 
urgency  and  importance  demand.  In  their  judgment,  the  time 
has  now  arrived  when  another  enlargement  of  tiie  bnildingi  is 
required.  They  are  compelled  to  Ste  belief  that  if  additional 
accommodations  be  not  soon  furnished,  the  number  of  patients 
must  be  limited,  or  the  decngn  of  tiie  Institatioii  ahnost  entirely 
frustrated. 
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From  a  ciuref ol  ezamination  of  the  buildings  by  iho  Trustees, 
thej  are  satisfied  that  they  are  at  present  in  good  oondition,  and 
that  litUe  if  any  repairs  are  at  this  time  needed.  This  resiark, 
however,  cannot  be  applied  to  the  furnaces  by  which  the  halb 
and  rooms  have  hitherto  been  warmed.  Several  of  these  are  in 
a  very  dilapidated  condition,  and  wholly  unfit  for  nse  another 
season.  At  the  time  they  were  introduced,  they  were  supposed 
to  be,  and  perhaps  were,  the  most  desirable  means  of  warmings 
all  things  considered,  then  used.    The  large  amount  of  heat  re- 

3 aired,  however,  to  render  all  parts  of  the  buildii^  comfortable 
uring  the  winter  months,  together  with  the  great  increase  of  the 
price  of  fuel,  which  has  been  full  fifty  per  cent,  since  the  Asylum 
was  first  opened,  have  led  to  the  inquiry  if  some  other  mora 
^c<Miomical  means  might  not  be  introduced.-  From  the  inquiriea 
instituted,  the  belief  19  entertained  that  a  great  improvement  in 
this  respect  maybe  had,  and  that  although  the  necessary  altera- 
tions wUl  require  a  considerable  outlay  in  the  first  instance) 
above  the  expense  of  a  renewal  of  the  furnaces,  the  saving  se- 
cured for  the  future  will  fuUv  justify  it.  Many  large  buildings 
are  now  warmed  by  steam,  by  means  of  which  a  most  mild  and 
equable  temperature  is  secureii,  to  say  nothing  of  the  entire  ab* 
9ence  of  smoke  to  which  there  is  frequent  liability  where  fur- 
naces are  used.  During  the  past  winter,  much  inconvenience 
has  been  ezpepenced  from  repeated  failures  of  different  parts  of 
our  furnaces,  and  it  has  sometimes  been  a  matter  of  great  diffi- 
culty to  generate  a  sufficient  amount  of  heat  to  secure  the  com- 
fort of  the  patients  in  some  of  the  larger  halls.  It  is  the  ex- 
pressed opinion  of  the  Superintendent  that  a  change  of  some 
kind  is  most  imperiously  demanded,  and  that  a  portion  of  the 
present  fumaoes,  if  retained,  will  not  continue  servicable  through 
another  wintet .  From  the  evidence  thus  far  received,  the  Trus- 
tees incline  to^the  opimon'that  the  Asylum  mav  be  economically 
warmed  by  th4  agency  of  steam,  particularly  if  it  should  ^Iso  be 
introduced  into  the  kitchen  and  the  laundry. 

'Considerable  has  been  done  the  past  year  in  making  perma- 
nent improvements  upon  the  farm.  One  of  the  most  important 
of  these  has  been  an  extension  of  the  main  sewer  of  the  house, 
by  means  of  which  a  large  amount  of  fertilizing  matter  is  saved 
and  rendered  of  easy  application  to  the  fields.  The  products 
of  the  farm  have  exceeaed  in  amount  those  of  any  former 
year.  Besides  some  forty-five  tons  of  hay,  four  hundred  and 
sixty-three  bushels  of  com,  three  hundred  and  seventy-one 
bushels  of  oats,  seven  hundred  bushels  of  potatoes,  there  have 
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been  raised  large  quantities  of  coHnarj  yegetablee,  and  about 
nine  thousand  pounds  of  beef  and  pork.  These^  all  of  eonstant 
use  at  the  Asylum,  and  furnished  at  the  mere  cost  of-  prodao- 
tion,  have  saved  much  in  the  cash  expenditures  of  the  jear. 

For  a  statement  of  the  present  condition  <^  the  finances  d 
the  Institution,  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  iiie  aecompanj- 
ing  report  of  tiie  Treasurer.  From  this  it  appears  they  were 
never  in  a  more  flourishing  condition.  All  former  outstaoding 
debts  have  been  p^d,  and  the  income  of  the  permanent  funds  of 
tiie  Institution  has  been  appropriated  to  repitirB  and  improve- 
ments. And  it  may  also  be  proper  here  to  add  that  but  for  the 
annual  income  of  these  funds,  many  of  the  current  expenses  ooold 
not  be  met  without  an  important  increase  of  the  establidMd 
price  of  board,  the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  exclude  from  tiie 
Asylum  many  of  limited  resources,  to  whom  tiie  benefits  of  i<i 
treatment  are  now  open.  Such,  in  brief,  is  the  condition  of  die 
Institution  committed  to  our  charge.  Its  past  history  has  beei 
one  of  continued  prosperity,  and  the  good  it  has  acoomplisbed 
exceeds  the  cost  of  its  erection  and  maintenance  many  tines 
told.  It  remains  for  you  to  say  whether  its  capadties  tor  nee* 
fubess  shall  be  still  farther  extended,  and  it  continue  to  reiBua 
wbat  its  name  declares  it  to  be,  an  asylum  for  all  tJbe  insaaecf 
Hew  Hampshire  who  may  seek  admissioQ  to  its  halh.

Gentlembu  :  It  is  m^r  dutv  to  make  to  yoa  the  twelfth  an- 
nual report  of  the  condition  of  this  Institution : 

The  year  liow  gone  ha&  been  one  of  prosperity.  Unmarked 
in  our  small  history  by  any  extraordinary  event,  its  days  have 
passed  quietly  and  rapidly  on,  each  bringing  its  changes,  careft 
and  trials,  and  each  abundant  reasons  for  thankfulness  to  God* 

Many  who  were  with  us  at  its  commencement,  and  whose  fu- 
ture no  man  could  foretell,  are  now  at  their  homes  and  in  the 
possession  of  firm  health  and  recovered  reason,  discharging  the 
ordinary  duties  of  life.  Others,  less  favored,  still  remain  here^ 
and  are  the  objects  of  our  daily  care ;  and  others,  still,  whose 
realities  for  years  were  fearful  fancies  and  groundless  grie&y 
have  found  at  length  in  death  a  freedom  from  delusion  and 
sorrow,  eternal  and  complete. 

During  the  whole  of  the  year  our  household  has  enjoyed  r** 
markable  physical  health.  We  have  been  entirely  exempt  from 
epidemics  of  all  sorts,  and  acute  disease  has  been  almost  un- 
known. Cleaaliness,  regularity  of  life,  and  a  most  healthfuF 
location,  have  been  Uie  chief  causes  of  this  desirable  state  of 
things.  The  deaths  which  have  occurred,  with  a  single  excep- 
tion, were  of  those  who  for  a  long  time  had  been  considered  in- 
curably insane,  and  who  at  last  were  literally  worn  out  by  the 
continued  and  unremitting  force  of  their  malady.

The  tables  show  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
treated  over  any  previous  year.  The  average  number  of  pa- 
tients in  the  Asjlum  through  the  yearl850-ol,  was  118 ;  dur- 
ing 1851-52  it  was  123 ;  during  1852-53  it  was  130 ;  wlule 
the  last  year  it  was  153 — an  increase  of  23  in  one  year.  Dar- 
ing the  winter  months,  and  M#ch,  our  number  averaged  162. 
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We  can  comfortably  accommodate  but  148.  The  whole  number 
of  patients  treated  during  the  last  year  is  284 ;  an  increase  of 
34  over  any  previous  year. 

Tou  will  recollect  that  we  have  five  halls  appropriated  to  fe- 
male patients  and  but  four  to  males.     Through  the  whole  year 
our  female  halls  have  been  full,  and  often  crowded,  and   our 
male  halls  at  all  times  crowded.     No  men  have  been  received 
fieom  out  of  the  State  since  October,  and  no  females  since  De- 
cember, although  applications  have  been  of  almost  daily  occur- 
rence.    Not  only  have  we  refused  patients  from  without  the 
State,  but  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  send  away  as  many  of 
those  already  here  from  abroad  as  possible,  in  order   to  make 
room  for  our  own  people.    Applications   for  the  admission  of 
patients .  resident  in  this  State  are  constantly  made,  and  we 
have  often  been  obliged  to  request  persons  to  delay   bringing 
their  friends  here  until  we  have  more  room  for  their  accommo- 
dation.    People  generally,  throughout  the  State,  are  becoming 
convinced  that  the  unfortunate  insane  who  are  always  so  great 
a  care  and  invariably  so  unhappy,  so  uncomfortable,  and  so  un- 
safe at  home,  lead  a  far  happier  and  safer  life  here   thu 
elsewhere,  and  so  they  bring  them,  or  desire  to  bring  them  ts 
us,  although  there  may  be  no  prospect  of  their  cure.     In  ttte 
past  year  we  have  received  a  large  number  who  have  been  ia- 
sane  for  many  years,  and  for  whom  no  hope  <^  recovery  ii 
cherished  by  their  friends  or  by  us,  but  who  have  been  brougk 
here  to  receive  that  measure  of  care  and  comfort  which  was  is- 
practicable,  if  not  impossible  at  home.     To  such,  this  InstititioB 
is  in  truth  an  asylum.    All  their  physical  sdlments  are  carefnllj 
attended  to.     Good   food  and  beds  aro  provided  for    them. 
Begularity  in  hours  for  eating  and  sleeping,  and  habits  of  order 
and  cleanliness  are  secured.    Every  method  of  diversion  and 
amusement  and  healthful  exercise  in  our  power  is  afforded,  and 
all  the  liberty  consistent  with  safety  allowed.    Many  of  these 
persons  are  brought  here  to  spend  their  remaining  dajB,  and  the 
comfort  or  discomfort  of  our  accommodations  for  them  is  a  mat- 
ter affecting  their  wl\ole  life. 

Notwithstanding  the  increase  of  our  numbers  there  are  now  ia 
the  State  more  insane  persons  taken  care  of  in  some  way  or 
other  by  their  friends  and  guardians,  than  the  Asylum  contains- 
From  this  number,  as  well  as  from  cases  constaiitly  occurring,  we 
receive  accessions,  and  it  is  incumbent  on  the  State  to  mab 
suitable  provisions  for  their  accommods^tion.  The  present  crowd- 
ed condition  of  the  house  pre^^ts  a  proper  classification  of 
tients,  and  seriously  interferes  with  all  curative  measures. 
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Yoa  are  weU  aware  of  tiie  unfitneas  of  ihe  rooms  in  tiie  oot- 
tage  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  bailt  and  for  which 
froni  necessity  we  eoostaotly  use  them.  Most  of  the  apart- 
meats  are  illy  lighted  and  veatilatedt  aud  in  no  wise  calculated 
by  their  ehserfuineu  to  aid  in  counteracting  whateror  evil  and  ^ 
filthy  habits  their  ooupants  may  have  acquired ;  very  few  patients 
require  dose  confinement  or  strength  of  masonry  and  iron  to 
hold  them.  There  are  but  very  few  who  could  not  with  pep* 
feet  safety  be  allowed  as  much  liberty  as  a  majority  of  those  we 
have  in  the  house,  and  who  would  not  gain  in  self  respect  and 
be  benefitted  every  way  by  intercouse  with  their  fellows,  and  bj 
free  access  to  the  light  and  air.  Better  accommodations  for  this 
our  most  troublesome  class  of  patients  are  imperatively  de-  . 
manded.  We  can,  in  almost  no  case,  infallibly  pronounce  a 
person  incurably  insane ;  certainly,  the  records  of  ttie  Asylum 
for  the  year  show  the  recovery  of  some  whose  improvement 
seemed  impossible,  and  whose  present  condition,  among  their 
friends,  in  perfect  health  and  soundness  of  mind,  seems  a  mira- 
cle. But  must  we  neglect  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  such 
persons,  even  if  they  do  present  every  evidence  of  permanent 
insanity  ?  Is  it  not  the  highest  benevolence  to  bestow  on  those 
who  cannot  care  for  themselves  the  kindest  attention,  and  all 
such  means  as  may  add  to  their  feV  sources  of  happiness  7 

Our  method  of  heating  the  house  is  inefficient  and  unsafe. 
The  furnaces  are  worn  out,  and  wi&  all  possible  patching  and 
patience,  cannot  be  made  to  stop  smoking  or  to  warm  our  halls 
sufficiently  in  cold  weatiicr.  They  are  so  situated  as  to  render 
several  roon^s  unfit  for  occupancy,  and  &e  air  chambers  and 
flues  are  in  such  a  state  as  to  cause  their  use  at  all  to  be  at- 
tended with  danger. 

I  have  thus  alluded  to  our  want  of  sufficient  rooms  for  pv 
tients,  to  tho  unfitness  of  their  quarters  for  the  noisy  and  vio- 
lent, and  to  the  failure  of  the  fixtures  for  warming  the  house. 
The  remedy  for  this  state  of  things  though  v^  obtdotiSy  will 
very  ohviomly  be  attended  with  considerable  expense,  and  our 
wants  are  such  that  the  most  economical  method  of  procedure  and 
almost  the  only  practicable  one,  will  be  to  make  at  once  M  these 
improvements  which  at  best  must  soon  be  made,  and  at  an  ad- 
ditional expense,  if  made  singly  or  longer  delayed.  A  return 
wing  from  the  southern  extremity  of  the  buildings,  correspond- 
ing with  that  at  the  north,  built  in  1850,  should  be  erected.  At 
ttie  west  end  of  this  or  of  the  present  return  wing,  and  joining 
or  communicating  directly  with  it,  the  apartments  for  the  more 
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tronhleaome  patients  diould  be  bdlt.  The  present  cottage 
should  be  so  altered  as  to  receive  a  boiler  of  sufficient  size  to 
warm  the  whole  house  bj  steam  and  to  furnish  water  in  abon- 
dance  for  washing  and  bathing,  and  for  protection  against  fire. 
The  basement  can  be  made  to  contain  the  fixtures,  and  to  fdr- 
niah  wash  rooms,  and  the  second  story,  to  give  good  rooms  for 
drying  and  ironing*  The  cost  of  these  additions  has  been  esti- 
mated as  follows : 

New  wing,  $16,000  00 

Strong  rooms,  8,000  00 

Boiler,  steam  pipe,  &c.,  8,000  00 

In  all,  $32,000  00 

If  the  Le^Iature  see  fit  to  appropriate  a  part  of  this  sum' 
say  $20,000,  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the  balance  will  be 
'  famished  by  individual  donations.  It  does  not  seem  proper  to 
appropriate  the  funds  of  the  Asylum  for  these  purposes.  They 
were  bequests  to  the  Asylum,  made  with  the  intention  that  their 
income  should  remain  a  perpetual  benefit  to  the  inmates  in  fin-- 
nishing  them  additional  means  of  comfort  and  diversion,  and 
should  improve  and  adorn  the  buildings  and  grounds,  rather 
than  extend  them. 

During  winter  weather,  which  has  comprised  a  half  of  the 
last  year,  we  require  twenty-eight  fires,  and  this  without  being 
able  .to  keep  comfortable  at  all  times.  In  heating  by  steam  we 
should  require  only  the  boiler  fires  and  those  necessary  for 
cooking.  Herein  will  be  a  saving  of  fuel  to  the  amount  at  least 
of  one  third  of  what  is  now  used,  which  at  its  advanced  and 
advancing  prices  must  continue  to  be  no  inconsiderable  item  of 
our  expenditure. 

If  there  is  not  a  difference  immediately  made  in  the  method 
of  warming  the  house,  that  is,  if  we  are  still  to  use  furnaces, 
those  now  serving  tiie  west  wing  must  be  replaced  by  new 
ones,  and  from  one  of  them  the  flues  must  be  torn  and  rebiiilt. 
Three  of  the  remaining  furnaces  must  be  thqfou^y  repaired, 
if  that  be  yet  practicable,  and  the  air  chambers  reconstmcted. 

Something  more  than  a  year  ago  the  steam  boiler  which  was 
used  at  the  wash-house,  gave  out,  and  was  repaired  at  an  ex- 
pense of  eighty-five  dollars.  After  about  six  months'  nae  it 
fietiled  again,  and  was  pronounced  worthless  by  competent  judges. 
We  procured  a  new  copper  boiler,  which  with  three  old  <moB 
that  were  stored  away  unused,  now  serve  to  heat  the  water  re- 
quired for  washmg.    This  h  but  a  temporary  arrangement,  and 
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not  an  economical  or  proper  one  to  be  eontinued,  but  has  been 
resorted  to  as  the  best  at  hand  to  answer  ontil  it  is  decided 
whether  or  not  the  improvements  referred  to  shall  be  made.  If 
not)  it  will  be  necessary  to  procure  a  more  suitable  apparatus  for 
the  wash  house. 

We  daily  feel  the  need  of  greater  conveniences  for  allowing 
our  patients  the  benefit  and  comfort  of  renuunmg  for  some 
hours  at  a  time  out  of  doors.  Some  aid  us  a  little  on  the  farm 
and  in  the  garden,  and  many  enjoy  and  are  satisfied  with  a 
walk  with  their  attendants,  but  there  are  more  who  are  not  able, 
or  who  have  no  disposition  to  work,  and  to  whom  a  walk  is  dis- 
tasteful, but  who  desire  to  be  out  continually  in  the  open  air* 
Some  such  are  allowed  to  go  about  the  grounds  i&lone  and  at 
will,  but  for  the  larger  number  this  is  not  safe.  The  greatest 
cause  of  discontent  to  many  of  our  patients  is  the  con&iement 
within  doors.  Had  we  suitoble  enclosures  of  some  parts  of  our 
grounds,  so  large  as  not  to  be  seen  to  be  enclosures,  these  per- 
sons could  be  made  happer  and  better  by  a  greater  degree  of 
liberty  than  they  now  can  safely  have. 

Since  your  last  annual  meeting  some  improvements  have  been 
made  in  and  about  the  buildings  and  upon  the  fiurm.  The  hall 
in  the  west  wing,  which  was  formerly  used  as  a  chapel,  has 
been  painted  and  furnished,  and  for  the  last  nine  montbs  occu- 

E'ed  by  female  patients.  An  entirely  new  cooking  apparatus 
tfi  been  placed  in  the  kitchen,  consisting  of  a  ^^  Pond's  Range/' 
with,  extra  ovens  and  kettles.  It  answers  our  purposes  admi* 
rably. 

The  house  is  now  lighted  with  gas,  and  we  not  only  find  its 
use  more  convenient,  comfortable  and  cleanly  than  oil,  but  its 
brilliant  light  a  curative  means,  in  making  our  previously  half 
lighted  halk  cheerful  and  pleasant.  The  fixtures  have  been 
arranged  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Rufus  Clement,  of  this  city. 

We  have  extended  the  maiii  sewer  of  the  house  six  hundred 
feet  from  its  former  termination  by  excavations  west  and  south 
of  the  bmldings,  so  that  now  all  the  drainage  of  the  house  is 
rendered  servicable.  By  this  arrangement  the  value  of  one 
hundred  dollars  annually,  at  the  lowest  estimate,  will  be  saved. 
The  fiirm  is  becoming  more  valuable  and  productive  every  year. 
By  the  change  in  the  drainage  referred  to,  and  by  some  other 
improvoments,  we  have  secured  a  much  larger  amount  of  dress- 
ing he  the  lands  than  ever  before.  One  hundred  aud  seventy* 
five  apple  trees  have  been  added  to  our  orchard,  and  a  num- 
ber of  shade  trees  and  shrubs  placed  in  different  parts  of  the

grounds.  Oar  fruit  trees  are  begiomng  to  bear,  having  gma  m 
last  seasoa  a  fair  sapplj  of  peacbes,  and  promising  this  year  in 
abundance  of  apples. 

The  chief  products  of  the  farm  were  aa  follows :  45  tons  hay; 
15  tons  corn  fodder  ;  8  tons  straw ;  463  bushels  com ;  371 
bushels  oats ;  34  bushels  beans ;  10  bushels  peas ;  700  bnskeb 
potatoes  ;  280  bushels  turnips ;  250  bushels  carrots ;  20  bask- 
els  of  beets ;  12  bushels  parsnips ;  40  bushels  eocuiDbeii,  fa 
pickling ;  1200  heads  cabbages ;  62  loads  pumpkins ;  1500  Ibe. 
squashes ;  beef  fattened  and  killed,  3359  lbs. ;  pork,  61 29  lbs. ; 
poultry,  207  lbs.  We  have  receired  for  pigs  sold,  $150,  and 
for  calves  sold  $13. 

We  have  succeeded  in  procuring  an  excellent  span  of  hones, 
well  trained  to  farm  work  adid  well  suited  to  the  carriage,  vA 
are  now  able  to  give  our  patients  the  comfort  of  pleasant  ridrng* 
Our  stock  of  cattle,  swine  and  poultry  is  uncommonly  good. 

The  great  advance  in  the  cost  of  all  kinds  of  {MroYisions  aad 
supplies,  and  also  of  labor,  demands  an  increase  of  our  price  of 
board.  The  present  rates  are  $2  25  a  week  for  the  first  thir- 
teen weeks,  and  $2  00  thereafter.  It  is  probable  that  2  25  as 
a  continued  rate  will  meet  our  expenses. 

No  important  changes  in  the  general  management  q{  Aehr 
stitution  have  been  made  in  the  past  year.  Experienoe  proves 
that  kindness  to  the  insane— patience  with  their  whims  and  im- 
portunities, and  constant  efforts  for  their  real  comfort  in  \ant 
ing  their  thoughts  from  themselves  by  employment  and  amuse- 
ment— ^are  soon  understood  and  appreciated  by  them,  and  « 
more  potent  for  their  control  and  relief  than  severity  and  |dij8- 
ical  restraint.  This  treatment  we  endeavor  to  carry  out,  not 
always  succeeding,  but  always  endeavoring  to  succeed,  and 
every  day,  we  trust,  getting  something  nearer  to  its  full  acoom- 
plishment. 

Our  religious  service  upon  the  Sabbath  has  been  continued, 
Bev.  Mr.  Lancaster  still  officiating  as  Chaplain. 

We  make  our  acknowledgments  to  Mr.  Ossian  E.  Dodge  and 
his  company  of  accomplished  vocalists  for  their  generodty  ia 
affording  to  us  a  musical  entertainment.  It  gave  great  eatwe- 
tion  to  our  household  at  the  time,  and  was  long  a  subject  of  coar 
versation ; — to  Miss  D.  C.  Dix  for  her  very  acoeptable  preaeati 
of  magazines  and  engravings.  They  funaished  our  people  a 
world  of  amusement,  and  whiled  away  pleasantly  manj  an  oth- 
erwise unhappy  hour ; — ^to  Mr.  W.  Schauss,  of  Broadway,  N.  Y., 
for  an  engraving  of  ^'  The  Belligerent  Sovereigns  <^  Ehixope.^' 
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It  IS  examined  by  our  patients  with  much  interest ; — to  Mr.  Jos. 
P.  Stickney  of  Concord,  for  another  valuable  lot  of  shade  trees ; 
— to  Hon.  Wm.  Plumer  of  dipping,  for  a  quantity  of  flowering 
shrubs ; — to  Mrs.  Abiel  Chandler  of  Concord,  for  some  nice 
green-house  plants,  and  a  large  number  of  perennials  for  the 
garden ; — to  Mr.  E.  A.  Hill  ol  Concord,  for  an  arm  chair  for 
the  ofiSce ;  to  Hon.  Moses  Norris,  Hon.  John  P.  Hale,  Hon. 
Harry  Hibbard,  Hon.  D.  Carpenter,  Hon.  S.  G.  Haven  and 
Hon.  Caleb  Lyon,  for  Congressional  documents  ;-^to  Mr.  Wm. 
Butterfield  and  to  Messrs.  McFarland  &  Jenks  for  exchange 
papers,  and  to  the  proprietors  of  the  following  papers  for  their 
kindness  in  regularly  and  gratuitously  remembering  us  :  N.  H.

The  foregoing  tables  exUbit  the  financial  condition  and  le- 
siilts  of  the  Institntion  during  the  past  year^  from  whidi  it  inil 
be  seen  that  the  earnings  of  the  Pri^oi^,  OYei;  and  above  all  ex* 
penses,  have  been  $3,361  63. 

This  result  is  qiute  as  fcroraible  as  eoold  hare  been  predicted 
under  the  circoiy stances.  Among  the  causes  wUch  have  tend- 
ed to  reduce  the  profits,  are  the  unnsnally  high  prices  of  pro- 
visions, an  increase  in  expenses,  of  a  smaD  amount,  for  an  extra 
police  force,  on  account  of  improvements  going  an  in  the  yard, 
a  loss  from  the  appraised  valiie  upon  some  old  and  nearly  vrorth- 
less  articles  sold  at  auction,  and  the  additional  fact  that  during 
the  past  year  the  average  number  of  convicts  has  been  about  ten 
less  than  daring  the  time  included  in  my  previous  report ;  noaking 
a  reduction  of  the  income  from  labor  of  something  like  (lOilO, 
while  the  expenses  incurred  for  fuel,  lights,  and  the  requisite  ofi- 
cers  employed,  have  been  no  less  than  if  the  number  of  convicts 
had  been  considerably  larger. 

While  the  foregoing  causes  have  operated  to  the  pecmuaiy 
disadvantage  of  the  Prison,  we  have  had  no  causes  operatiDgto 
raise  the  income  over  that  of  previous  years,  except  mat  under 
a  new  contract  for  labor  in  the  machme  shop,  a  small  ady  anee 
has  been  obtained  over  prices  paid  before. 

Improvements  made  during  the  fOMt  year* 

The  improvements  which  have  been  made  under  the  autiior- 
ity  of  a  resolution  of  the  Legislature,  con^t  principally  of  the 
following,  all  of  which  are  of  a  permanent  character,  and  of  an 
advantage  to  the  Institution  which  can  only  be  fuDy  arapreda* 
ted  by  an  examination  of  them  and  a  comparison  widi  uie  pre- 
^ously  existing  state  of  tilings  : 

1.  A  steam  chimney,  of  suflh)ient  capacity  t^  aflbrd  uapfe 
draft  for  the  new  boiler,  and  wUch,  mth  a  little  but  meet  de*- 
rable  improvement,  to  be  hereafter  mentioned,  is  capable  of  af- 
fording a  draft  sufficient  to  clear  the  machine  shop  of  all  saonoke, 
dust,  and  injurious' gases. 

2.  A  new  steam  boiler  of  ample  capacity  not  only  to  openly 
all  the  machinery  m  the  yard,  to  do  all  thQ  cooldng  and  warn- 
ing for  the  Prison,  and  to  heat  glue  for  use  in  tiie  calunet  abofp 
(to  all  wluch  purposes  the  boiler  is  now  successfully  applied^) 
but  which  may  be  made  availaUe  for  other  purposesi  jto  wkieb 
allusion  will  be  made  hereafter. 
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8.  A  new,  briok  fire-proof  boiler  house. 

4.  Two  steam  jacket  kettles  for  oookiDg, 

5.-  3teaan  pipes  and  apparatus  constrooted  aroond  the  evl&K0 
corridor  for  iJie  purpose  of  warming  the  same  and  producing  a 
uniform  and  healthy  atmosphere  in  the  prison  hall.  It  was 
not  nnnsnal  for  convicts,  durii^  the  co<^r  months,  to  contract 
severe  colds  while  in  their  berdbs.  Eive  of  the  six  convicts  who 
have  died  daring  the  last  year  by  consumption,  have  attribated 
the  aggravation  of  their  diseases  to  taking  cold  in  their  cells. 
The  introdactioQ  of  steam  generates  a  uniform  state  of  tempe- 
rature, (regulated  at  all  times  by  constant  observation  of  the 
thermometer,)  soft  and  congenial  to  the  human  lungs  and  sys- 
tem. Not  a  sin^e  convict  has  taken  cold  in  his  oeU  since  the 
introduction  of  sieam* 

6.  Gas  fixtures  for  lighting  the  Prison,  sufficient  to  give  every 
convict  ample  light  for  reading  and  writing.  The  advantages 
of  the  opportunity  thus  affi>rded  the  convicts  for  reading,  after 
tho  labors  of  the  day  are  ended,  are  apparent  in  the  improved 
moral  condition  and  consequent  better  deportment  of  the  pris- 
oners. The  great  reformatory  object  in  sending  men  to  prison, 
unquestionably  is  to  improve  their  moral  peroeptions,  and  there- 
by, if  possible,  fit  them  for  respectaUe  positions  in  society  when 
the  term  of  their  confinement  shall  be  ended.  In  no  way  can 
this  object  more  surely  be  attained  than  by  suitable  intellectual 
culture,  such  as  may  be  afibrded  by  a  judiciously  selected  librap- 
ry,  and  the  means  of  using  it.  The  change  for  the  better  in 
the  apparent  train  of  thought,  in  the  daily  conduct  and  in  the 
expression  of  proper  moral  feelings  by  the  convicts  since  the  in- 
troduction of  gas,  is  strikingly  manifest. 

In  no  class  of  convicts  are  the  beneficial  results  more  clearly 
indicated  than  among  the  numerous  young  men,  who  having  im- 
proved the  long  evenings  of  the  past  winter  by  reading,  have 
said  to  me,  that  had  they  been  blessed  with  the  same  kind  and 
amount  of  moral  instruction  before  the  commission  of  the  o&nce 
for  which  they  were  convicted,  &ey  never  riiould  have  come  to 
prison.  In  many  instances  I  have  no  doubt  these  remarks  are 
true.  They  seem  here,  for  the  first  time  in  their  lives,  to  learn 
that  there  is  such  a  thing  in  the  world  as  morahty,  virtue,  re* 
ligion,  and  duty  to  their  feUow  men  and  their  God. 

7.  A  brick  and  cement  reservoir,  holding  some  8000  gal- 
lons. 

8.  Nearly  half  a  ton  of  lead  pipe,  conducting  pure,  soft  wa* 
ter  to  the  boiler. 
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9.  Ashcroft'fl  steam  guige. 

10.  A  stone  cellar  under  the  shop. 

11.  A  partitkm  throoeh  the  office,  by  which  a  propw  pbee 
ii  provided  for  the  records  and  papers  of  the  Prison,  secured  by 
lock  and  key. 

12.  Sky^-lights,  &c.,  to  calMnet  shop. 

13.  A  new  pamp  for  the  prison  yurd. 

14.  Gutters  and  conductors  for  die  prison  building. 

All  the  materiab  composing  the  foregoing  improrements  and 
tiie  labor  expended  upon  them,  are  the  productions  of  our  oirn 
State,  except  the  steam  jacket  kettles  and  Asharoft's  steam 
guAxe,  whien  were  obtained  in  Boston. 

The  boiler  and  all  its  attachments,  the  gas  fixtures  and  steam 
warming  apparatus  are  from  the  shops  of  the  Swamscot  Machina 
Oompany  at  South  New  Market,  and  both  as  regards  the  char- 
acter of  their  construction  and  the  reasonableness  of  their  prices, 
reflect  the  highest  credit  upon  that  extensive  establishment. 

The  steam  kettles  are  from  the  manufiictory  of  Mr.  E.  E. 
Whitley,  No.  65  Chalestown  street,  Boston.  They  are  of  com- 
paratively low  cost,  constructed  upon  the  most  scientific  prind- 
plea,  and  for  convenience,  as  well  as  economy  in  the  savmg  of 
fuel,  are  found  to  be  fully  equal  to  my  expectations.  l%ese 
ket&'^s  and  the  apparatus  for  warming  the  prison  will  save  i 
large  sum  per  annum  in  fuel,  and  much  more  than  safficient  to 
compensate  for  the  increased  expenditure  incurred  by  the  mtro- 
duction  of  gas. 

The  bricks  used  in  the  construction  of  the  boiler-house,  chim- 
ney and  reservoir,  are  of  a  very  superior  quality,  and  were  fur- 
nished by  Mr.  Joseph  R.  Bowers  of  Concord,  promptly  and  wiA 
honorable  regard  to  the  terms  agreed  upon,  notwithstanding  ths 
fact  that,  before  the  contract  had  been  reduced  to  writing,  be 
was  offered  by  a  parhr  from  Massachusetts,  and  could  have  re- 
ceived, an  advance  of  ^100  upon  the  prices  paid  him  by  the 
State. 

The  mason  work  upon  the  chimney,  boiler-house  and  die  setiiDg 
of  the  boiler,  has  aU  been  done  by  Albert  Ordway  and  Damon 
W.  Moore  of  Concord,  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  piaos 
furnished  them,  and  will  be  found  upon  inspection  to  reflect 
great  credit  upon  them  as  faithful  and  skilful  mechanics. 

Improvements  required. 

1.  In  my  report  of  hist  year,  allusion  was  made  to  the  ne-

ceasity  of  inore^aing  the  ares  of  the  ymoa  yard,  on  aocoant  oC 
ttie  large  space  reqmred  for  the  storing  of  lumber,  wood,  kc.y 
and  the  use  of  teams.  That  necessity  still  continaes ;  bat  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  other  improvements  are  as  much  if  not 
more  essential,  and  as  it  is  very  desirous  to  keep  the  expendi* 
tares  within  the  earnings  of  the  Prison,  so  as  not  to  draw  firom 
the  State  treasury,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  after  much 
reflection,  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  time  being,  to  provide 
a  lumber  yard  in  the  rear  of  the  prison  yard,  to  construct  a 
gate  leading  from  the  lumber  yard  through  the  pris<m  wdl  to 
the  prison  yard,  and  to  lay  down  a  railway,  so  that  the  lum- 
ber can  be  conveyed  to  the  shops  by  cars  and  by  hand,  as  it 
may  be  wanted  for  manufacture.  By  this  arrangement  we  should 
be  relieved  of  the  inoumbrance  of  the  vast  amount  of  lumber 
now  stored  in  the  Prison  yard,  while  the  greatest  facility  for  ea- 
cape  would  likewise  be  removed.  The  only  escape  from  the 
Prison  during  the  past  year  was  effected  by  means  of  a  plank 
placed  agsunst  the  wall. 

Among  other  improvements,  important  and  desirable  to  the 
successful  operation  of  the  Institution,  are  the  fdlowing : 

2.  The  introduction  of  steam  for  the  purpose  of  wanning  the 
cabinet  shop,  by  means  of  which  the  great  danger  of  loss  of 
property  by  fire  would  be  avoided,  ai^  the  health  and  comfort 
of  the  convicts  promoted.  The  contractor  for  the  cabinet 
work,  impressed  with  the  very  great  importance  of  this  improve- 
ment, would  be  willing,  it  is  believed,  to  bear  a  portion  q{  the 
expense  attending  it. 

8.  An  under  ground  flue,  so  constructed  as  to  carry  off  the 
injurious  gases  and  the  smoke  and  dust  from  the  forges  and  fur- 
naces, by  means  of  the  draft  of  the  chimney  erected  during 
the  past  year. 

4.  The  decaying  and  ruinous  condition  of  the  watch  boxes 
and  picket  fence  upon  the  top  of  Ihe  walls,  to  which  your  at- 
tention was  called  by  my  last  report,  still  continues,  and  requires 
repairs  or  entire  reconstruction  daring  the  present  season. 

6.  A  watch  clock  for  the  Prison  ball.  This  article  has  been 
deemed  indispensable  in  manufacturing  and  other  corporate  es- 
tablishments where  the  faithful  discbarge  of  the  duties  of  the 
watch  at  night  is  of  much  less  importance  than  in  this  institu- 
tion. 

6.  Improved  means  of  ventilation  for  the  Prison  hall.  This 
may  be  obtained  by  means  of  apertures  through  the  wall  over 
head,  and  ventilators  upon  the  roof  of  the  buUding,  producmg 
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at  aH  times  a  strong,  8etf4icting  cmrpeat  of  air.    The  impor 
tanee  of  tiiia  arrangement  to  the  health  of  the  larae  number  of 
oonnets  confiBed  at  lu^t  in  a  comparatively  amalT  quiee,  can* 
not  be  over-eetiaiatedy  nor  too  urgently  impressed  upon  your  at- 
tention. 

7.  Next  in  impc^tance,  as  oondnoiTe  to  the  health  and  cxm- 
fort  of  the  conviots,  is  a  bathing  apparatus,  of  which  the  Insti* 
tution  is  at  present  entirely  destitute. 

8.  An  addition  to  the  capacity  of  the  machme  shop.  Qlbe 
necessity  of  this  improvement;,  alluded  to  in  my  last  report,  is 
not  diminished. 

9.  Additional  rooms  in  the  attic  are  required  by  tiie  increas- 
ed number  of  female  convicts  and  the  consequent  exl^a  trouble 
to  tiie  family  living  in  the  house  of  the  Priscm  and  having 
diarge  of  them. 

10.  An  iron  safe  for  the  better  protection  and  security  of  Hie 
increasing  number  of  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
Prison. 

11.  Some  littie  additional  expense  is  required  for  improving 
the  cook-room,  for  carrying  water  into  some  of  the  shope,  and 
for  pointing  the  outer  walb  of  the  Prison  buildings. 

Vymd  for  eharitalh  purpo9es. 

The*  numerous  objects  of  charity  among  those  who  go  out  of 
Prison  have  given  me  much  anxiety,  and  I  have  oflen  felt  the 
importance  of  the  establishment  of  a  small  fund  to  which  I  coaU 
have  access,  witiiont  reducing  too  much  my  own  small  salary. 
I  have  fek  it  my  duty  at  times  during  the  past  year  to  appcml 
to  the  citizens  of  Concord  for  pecuniary  aid  for  the  sick,  dis- 
charged convict,  or  those  who  have  a  great  distance  to  travel  in 
order  to  find  a  home,  or  friends  or  occupation,  and  frequently 
for  the  destitute  mothers,  wives  and  daughters  of  convicts,  who 
sometimes  come  a  great  distance  to  visit  their  relatives,  and 
having  arrived  at  tiie  Prison,  find  themselves  destitute  of  the 
means  either  to  sustain  tiiemselves  here  or  to  return  to  their 
homes.  I  am  happy  to  say  tiiat  I  have  never  made  application 
to  a  citisen  of  Concord  for  money,  or  to  the  superintendent  of 
a  railroad  for  a  free  paas  for  the  destitute,  under  such  circum- 
stances, without  having  my  call  cordially  responded  to.  In  tins 
connection,  I  would  say  that  certain  funds  nused  by  a  society 
of  ladies  in  Concord,  designed  originally  to  be  placed  in  the 
bands  of  a  gentieman  living  in  Maieaohusetts,  have  for  certain 
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reasons  deemed  by  them  imp<Mrtaiit,  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  ReT.  John  Moore,  of  this  city,  who  has  in  several  cases  re- 
lie?ed  the  sick,  the  dying  and  the  needy  discharged  convict  by 
the  nse  of  the  means  thus  placed  at  his  disposal.  These  re- 
marks are  made  with  no  design  of  casting  reproach  upon  tho/ 
State,  bat  with  the  hope  that  the  charitable  purpose  alluded  to 
may  receive  that  consideration  at  your  hands  which  a  genuine 
philanthrophy  seems  to  demand. 

There  has  been  but  one  escape  daring  the  past  year,  that  of 
Justus  Squires,  who  wto  captured  and  returned  to  prison  on  the 
eighth  day  afterwards.  A  full  description  of  his  ingenious  es- 
cape was  published  in  the  newspapers  of  the  day,  and  need  not 
be  repeated. 

All  the  deaths  that  have  occurred  among  the  convicts  during 
the  past  year  have  been  the  result  of  consumption.  In  every 
case,  it  is  believed,  the  diseases  in  its  incipient  stage  was  fas* 
tened  upon  its  victims  before  their  imprisonment,  aggravated 
during  their  long  confinement  by  secret  vices,  and  terminatmg 
as  the  legitimate  results  of  former  vicious  habite.  In  this  con- 
nection and  for  a  more  particular  account  of  the  diseases  and 
the  general  physical  conoition  of  the  convicts,  I  have  the  honor 
to  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  attendbg  i^y- 
sician. 

Qeneral  condition  of  iJie  eonmcis. 

Through  the  exercise  of  constant  and  unremittbg  care  '  and 
attention  on  the  part  of  myself  and  all  the  officers  c6nnected 
with  the  Prison,  a  state  of  of  discipline  and  good  order  has  been 
attained  such  as  I  may  safely  say  has  never  been  exceeded. 
No  pains  have  been  spared  to  promote  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  convicts  by  means  of  a  scrupulous  regard  to  the  fur- 
mshing  them  with  a  proper  and  nutritious  diet,  by  every  atten- 
tion which  the  arrangements  of  the  Prison  will  permit,  to  the 
important  matter  of  ventilation,  and  by  requiring,  at  the  cost 
of  great  labor  and  through  manifold  ineonveniences,  the  perso- 
nal cleaalioess  of  every  convict. 
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I  hare  taken  great  pains  during  my  connection  with  (his  In- 
stitution to  acquaint  myself  with  the  early  history  and  hib- 
its  of  its  inmates.  With  comparatively  few  exceptions  theee 
unfortunate  men  have  suffered  from  the  eflbcts  of  intemperance, 
licentiousness,  idleness  and  wicked  associations — ^the  usual  uA 
seeming  inevitable  result  of  an  absence  of  proper  parental  can 
and  youthful  instruction. 

It  is  a  startling  fact,  suggestive  of  mournful  reflections,  thai 
a  very  large  proportion  of  those  confined  in  this  Prison  are  bojB 
and  young  men.  The  tables  accompanying  this  report,  show 
that  nearly  one  half  of  those  now  in  confinement  have  not  yet 
reached  the  twenty-^fifth  year  of  their  age,  and  that  nearlv  om 
third  of  the  whole  number  are  less  than  twenty  years  of  age. 
During  the  past  year  a  boy  of  nine  years  has  been  confined  iviili' 
in  this  Prison. 

These  considerations  lead  our  minds  irresistibly  to  the  subject 
of  a  State  Reform  School,  the  need  of  which  m&  been  conBid- 
erably  urged  upon  the  public  attention. 

The  discussion  of  such  a  subject  may  seem  foreign  to  my  da- 
ties  as  Warden  of  the  Prison,  but  the  importance  of  the  matter 
seems  to  render  some  allusion  to  it  not  inappropriate. 

The  establishment  of  a  State  Reform  School,  by  dinumshingtlia 
number  of  prisoners,  would  diminish  likewise  me  income  to  be 
derived  from  their  labor  in  support  of  such  an  Institution  as 
the  State  Prison ;  but  this  consideration  should  bear  triffing 
weight  in  comparison  with  the  prevention  of  crime  and  all  itt 
attendant  degredation  and  misery,  by  timely  attention  to  tte 
moral  wants  and  capabilities  of  our  youth. 

The  poor  children  of  our  large  towns  and  cities,  exposed  ^ 
numberless  temptations  and  the  contamination  of  vicious  exam- 
ples, have  a  higher  claim  upon  the  attention  and  care  of  the 
State  than  can  be  balanced  by  any  merely  pecuniary  con^eiar 
tion. 

In  institutions  like  our  own  State  Prison,  a  careful  appficar 
tion  of  the  best  moral  influences  wHl  not  unfrequentlj  won:  out 
the  highest  end  of  human  punishment — ^reformation  of  the  of* 
fender — ^but  a  stima  and  disgrace  attaches  to  the  convict  ia  • 
State  Prison  which  a  subsequent  life  of  respectability  and  usa- 
fulness  can  never  wholly  ef&ce. 

The  proud  spirit  of  the  boy  and  the  young  man  is  oftentioief 
crushed  by  the  sense  of  degradation  which  forever  foOows  hia

and  which  disarms  Mm  of  the  will  to  remst  Uie  temptations  of 
Ute  world.  Can  it  be  doubted  that  a  milder  and  less  degrading 
discipline  for  jonthful  offenders  would  save  many  a  young  man 
from  the  bifcter  and  fatal  consequences  which  now  become  their 
portion  ? 

Let  the  State  become  the  parent  of  the  fatherless,  the  friend 
and  guardian  of  the  forsaken  little  on^s,  and  these  her  chil- 
dren shall  rise  up  to  call  her  blessed,  and  to  honor  her  with  the 
aids  and  supports  of  a  respectable  citbenship. 

Cfkaplain. 

The  duties  of  Chaplain  hare  been  faithfully  and  zealously 
performed  for  another  year  by  the  Rev.  and  worthy  Eleazer 
Smith.  He  has  been  constant  in  his  direction  and  control  of 
the  Sunday  school,  in  conducting  religious  services  in  the  chap- 
el, in  visiting  the  sick,  in  the  performance  of  religious  services 
at  funerals,  m  the  distribution  of  books  from  the  library  and  sta- 
tionery, &c.,  to  the  convicts,  and  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  his 
office,  he  has  labored  seduously  to  promote  the  moral  and  relig- 
ious improvement  of  those  un4.er  his  charge. 

Such  an  improvement  of  the  convicts  within  our  Prison  is  not 
a  fanciful  supposition  but  a  gratifying  truth,  and  one  of  the 
pleasantest  reflections  coimectod  with  my  labors  in  this  institution 
Js  afforded  by  the  evidence  which  I  am  constantly  receiving  by 
letter  and  by  information  from  those  with  whom  the  discharged 
convict  resides,  by  their  deportment  as  respectable  business 
^  men,  as  I  have  encountered  them  in  the  busy  marts  of  our  cities, 
'  affording  evidence  (with  few  exceptions,)  that  the  moral  and  re- 
ligious instruction  which  they  have  here  received  has  not  been 
wasted. 

Phyrieian. 

Dr.  William  Prescott  has  continued  his  labors  for  another 
year  as  Physician,  with  unabated  skill,,  ability  and  promptness. 
He  has  been  successful  in  curing  or  alleviating  every  case  which 
has  come, under  his  care,  except  those  of  confirmed  consumption, 
fyeybnd  the  power  of  man  or  medicine  to  save. 

JDepirty  Warden. 

In  my  last  report  I  took  occarion  to  speak  m  terms  of  com* 
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taendatioA  of  Mr.  Samuel  Leburfom  Blaiadell^  I^potj  Warcl^i. 

It  aiTords  me  pleasure  at  this  time  to  say  that  aaothior  year  hai 
afforded  additional  evidence  of  his  integrity  and  peculier  fit- 
neaa  for  the  position  which  he  occupiedy  and  I  am  not  insen- 
sible of  the  fact  that  much  of  the  success  of  the  Institution  is 
due  to  his  faithful  and  honest  deportment,  and  that  a  far  differ^ 
ent  state  of  things  would  exist  had  another  man  been  continued 
in  the  place  which  Mr.  Blaisdell  so  acceptably  fills. 

Other  officers. 

Most  of  the  other  officers  have  been  with  me  more  than  a 
year  and  the  remainder  nearly  that  time.  They  have  aU  main- 
tained a  good  official  conduct  and  character,  and  have  maiufest- 
ed  a  commendable  seal  for  the  success  of  the  Institution.

GENtLBHfiN :  At  the  termination  of  another  civil  year,  it 
becomes  my  duty  to  present  for  your  consideration,  the  con£- 
tion  of  the  health  of  the  convicts  m  the  New  Hampshire  '^ 
Prison. 

There  have  been  six  deaths  during  the  past  jear,  a 
considerably  above  the  average,  and  yet  there  has  beea  no 
Tailing  epidemic,  and  but  few  fevers  or  acute  diseases  of  aay 
kind. 

A  majority  of  the  fatal  cases  were  those  ^ho  had  been  Iob^ 
in  Prison  ;  some  had  been  committed  twice,  others  for  the  thirl 
time.  Most  of  them  entered  the  priaim  with  broken  down  or 
shattered  constitutions,  the  remnant  of  dissolute  hatnta, 
tiousness,  intemperance,  and  their  kindred  vices,  so 
in  the  destruction  of  human  health  and  human  happiness. 
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There  are  still  xoanj  in  Prison  who  are  more  or  less  under 
the  inflaence  and  effects  of  ihe  same  devastating  elements,  and 
will  sooner  or  later  sink,  Tas  others  have  done  before  them,)  un^ 
ddr  the  accomolation  of  disease.  There  was  one  committed  a 
few  weeks  since  with  confirmed  consumption,  and  cannot  live 
out  half  the  year. 

But  there  is  one  vice  (masturbatianj)  to  which  the  convicte 
here,  in  common  with  those  elsewhere,  are  addicted,  and  which 
is  making  fi^arful  havoc  upon  their  health  and  lives,  and  threat- 
ens to  render  very  many  perfectly  useless  to  the  State  by  vea- 
sou  of  the  debility,  and  mental  and  physical  imbecility,  induced 
by  persisting  in  the  vicious  and  dostruoiive  practice.  Although 
every  effort  has  been  made  t^  arrest  and  prevent  this  evil,  yet 
no  method  has  jA  been  devised  which  has  proved  successful ;  ia 
nearly  all  the  fatal  cases,  this  vice  was  practiced  to  a  melanchol/ 
and  deleterious  extent,  and  was  the  real  cause  of  some  of  the 
most  harrasiog  symptoms  with  which  they  were  affected.  It  ip 
still  doing  its  destructive  work  among  those  that  survive.  Any 
method  £ort  of  emasculation  that  can  be  devised  to  eradicate 
this  pest  from  our  penitentiaries  and  kindred  institutions,  would 
be  a  great  and  incalculable  benefit  to  the  State,  the  community 
at  large,  and  especially  to  that  unfortunate  portion  of  our  race 
who  are  confined  within  the  walls  of  a  prison. 

The  first  fatal  case  was  that  df  John  Brown,  aged  twenty-six* 
He  had  been  m  prison  about  four  years.    My  attention  was 
first  called  to  his  case  on  the   20th  of  Aprils  l858.    He  was 
then  laboring  under  a  severe  attack  of  bilious  colic,    ffhis  soon 
jielded  to  treatment^  but  was  followed  on  the  25ih  with  torpor 
of  the  bladder  and  suppression  of  the  urine.     On  the  27th  these 
symptoms  continued  oostinate,  but  yielded  on  the  28th,  and  on 
iSLe  29th  was  much  better.    Un  the  80th,  complained  of  pain  and 
disti^ss  at  the  stomach.    On  the  1st  of  May  there  was  evident- 
ly a  collection  of  water  in  the  cavity  of  the  abdomen,  (acites.) 
This  was  removed  by  a  course  of  hydragogue  cathartics  and  di- 
aretica ;  by  the  tenth  of  Mav  was  considered  convalescent,  and 
in  a  few  days  after  was  discharged  from  the  hospital.    On  the 
80th  of  May  he  retamed,  with  a  sev-re  cold  and  some  fever, 
but  these  symptoms  also  soon  gave  way,  and  by  the  10th  of 
Jane  was  phiced  upon  mild  alteratives  and  expectorants.    In  a 
few  days,  however,  the  ce«g^  inoreased  in  severitv  and  proved 
obstinate.    On  the  22d,  was  attacked  again  with  excmtiating 
pun  in  the  abdomen.  <  ProetratioQ  |uid  debility  followed ;  the 
coog^  continued  severe,  and  he  died  on  the  30th. 
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The  second  case  was  that  of  John  Hicks  Day,  genen% 
known  as  John  Hicks.  He  was  thirty-three  years  of  age,  and 
had  been  in  this  prison  eleven  years,  besides  serving  out  «ie 
JBentence  in  the  Vermont  State  Prison  previons  to  his  being  com- 
mitted here.  Wh^n  my  attention  was  first  called  to  him,  whidi 
was  on  the  22d  of  June,  1858,  he  was  afiected  with  irritabb 
bladder,  and  on  the  25th  ^ith  pa.uCity  of  urine,  and  oedema^  or 
swelling  of  the  feet  and  legs ;  z9th,8&dema,  or  anasareous  swel- 
ling of  the  feet  lind  legs  continues,  but  urine  evacuated  more 
copously  and  with  less  color.  July  7th, anasareous  disappeared; 
on  the  Idth  had  fisttela  in  ^o ;  16th,  difficulty  in  breathing,  hard 
tough,  ind  other  strong  indications  of  a  collection  of  fluid  m  the 
cbest.  These  symptoms,  with  a  copious  discharge  from  the  fis- 
tula continued  to  harass  and  reduce  him  until  lus  dea&,  whidi 
Vccurred  oh  the  26th  of  August. 

The  third  ca^e  was  that  ot  Joseph  Itfarden,  aged  about  thirty, 
fie  had  been  committed  to  Prison  three  several  times,  the  last 
of  which  was  May  Ist,  1852.  On  the  29th  of  August  he  came 
Into  the  hospital,  complaining  of  pain  in  the  abdomen,  and  a 
severe  hard  cough.  These  symptoms  continued  with  tmoain- 
mon  obstinacy  and  severity,  in  defiance  of  all  remedies,  and  on 
the  seventeenth  of  September  an  obsjinate  ^arrhoea  superren- 
ed,  which  hastened  his  dissolution,  which  took  place  on  die 
morning  of  the  28th  of  September,  1858. 

The  fourth  death  was  that  of  Dustin  M.  Dow,  aged  iwei^ 
six  years,.     On  the  80th  of  June  he  complained  of  con^,  and 
had  somA  slight  bilious  aflecfions,  all  of  which  soon  yielded  ti 
treatment^  and  he  was  discharged  from  the  hospital.     Qndw 
'28dof  Jdy  he  compluned  of  mght  sweats.    On  the  2d  of  Ao- 
tgust  his  cough  returned,  and  the  night  sweats  continued,  wtnck 
reduced  his  strength.     On  the  2d  of  September  he  had  an  agnt 
chill,  indicatibg  the  formation  of  pus.     On  the  19th   his  ifipe- 
titite  was  jgood  and  bowets  regular.     On  the  20fh  he  had  a  r»- 
|>etion  of  the  cold  chills,  which  were  followed  by  heat,  imi 
Were  irepeat^  nearly  every  day.     On  the  8th  of  Oetbber  hi 
was  thirsty  and  feverish,  was  attacked  with  a  diarriioea,  mud  re- 
jected whatever  Was  iSaken  into  the  stomach.    He  mmk    under 
the  weight  of  accumulated  diseuse  on  the  2Sd  of  Oetobert 
1863. 

The  fifth  fatal  case  was.  Ihtat  of  Qradbuiy  Fergnson,  aged 
TForty-four  years.  He  had'  been  in  the  prison  twelve  jearsy  haT- 
ing  been  committed  for  lifci  On  |he  19th  of  September  ht 
complained  of  the  hemonhoids,  a  complaint  to  which  * 
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sobject,  and  had  liad  several  attacks.  He  alao  had  a  cough 
and  pttin  in  the  aide,  which  contbued  witii  more  or  less  ae- 
veritj,  and  were  accompanied  by  a  uniyersal  dropej,  which  ter? 
minaled  his  life  on  the  19th  of  November. 

The  sixth  .and  hist  of  the  deaths  that  hare  occurred,  during 
the  past  year,  was  .that  of  Ebeneser  Leathers,  jr.,  aged  fifty 
years.  He  had  been  in  pris(m  about  five  years.  He  had  been 
subject  to  frequent  attackis  of  anasaVea  or  imiversal  dropsy,  and 
as  often  relieved,  although  many  times  appearing  nearly  hopeieaa. 
He  had  also  a  collection  of  water  in  the  cavity  of  the  abdo- 
men, (ascites.)  On  the  5th  of  October,  he  was  attacked  with 
the  dvsei^ry  with  all  its  distressing  symptoms.  By  the  8th 
they  aoated,  and  a  simple  diarrhoea  supervened.  This  also  soon 
yielded  to  remedies,  and  he  appeared  convalescent,  and  was 
not  again  under  treatment  until  the  12th  of  January,  1854. 
At  that  time  he  was  affected  with  a  harrassing  cough,  which 
proved  obstinate  and  unyielding,  baffling  all  remedies  and  all 
efforts  to  check  or  alleviate  it.  Great  debility  and  prostration 
supervened,  and  he  fell  a  victim  to  their  ravages  on  the  18th. 

There  are  several  mcidents  and  circumstances  in  the  histoty 
of  these  cases  which  stamp  them  as  peculiar,  and  mark  their 
character.  One  of  these  is  their  tendency  to  metastoM^ 
or  changing  suddenly  from  one  disease  or  form  of  disease  to 
another,  as  is  seen  in  the  sudden  trsmsition  froin  dysentery,  di- 
arrhoe,  &c.,  to  dropsy,  and  from  the  latter  to  an  affection 
of  the  lungs,  with  all  the  symptoms  of  consumption ;  and  all 
these  changes  would  often  take  place  within  a  very  few  days. 
These  circumstances  rendered  the  cases  extremely  perplexing 
mud  embarrassing. 

One  of  the  greatest  detriments  to  the  healtii  of  the  convicts, 
and  consequently  to  the  interests  of  the  State,  is  the  want  of 
▼ventilation  while  oosfined  in  their  cells.  Placed  witlun  a  nar- 
row vault  of  briok  and  stone,  with  very  littie  fiicitity  for  the 
circulation  of  fresh  and  wholesome  air,  the  eflfoct  is  extremely 
onervating,  and  doubtiess  lays  the  foundation  of  many  serious 
and  incurable  maladies.  It  ai^iears  to  mo  that  the  attention 
of  tiie  Legislature  cannot  be  to  earnestly  and  emphatically  di- 
rected to  this  sri^t,  that  this  great  and  serious  drawback  upon 
the  health,  energv  and  profitaUeaess  of  the  convicts  may  be 
speedily  remoVM.  On  the  contrary  all  tiiat  the  combined  in- 
#oenee  of  rigU  cleanliness  in  every  d^Murtment,  comfi)rtabie 
and  well-ventilated  woiksbops,  plenty  of  the  purest  water,  and 
alnmdanee  of  well  cooked  vegetable  and  animal  food,  tpken  at 
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regular  periodB  can  do  to  ameliorate  th^  condition  and  make 
diem  comfbrtable,  is  attended  to  with  the  most  yiis^lant  can  and 
exactness. 

These  important  duties,  ^rhidi  are  so  assidnoadj  and  futii- 
folly  performed  by  the  officers  of  the  Prison,  together  irith  their 
kindness  to  the  sick,  their  yigilant  attention  to  their  neceaai- 
ties  and  wants,  are  constantly  tendmg  to  improve  the  health 
and  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  convicts. 

With  respect  to  the  effects  of  the  pardoning  power,  so  impof^ 
tant  in  itself,  and  the  exercise  of  which  is  so  essential  in  many 
cases,  I  have  no  sugfi^tions  to  make  in  addition  to  those  I  made 
in  my  report  of  1862.  •

CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Jb  Bi$  Excellency  the  Qovemor  and  the  Hon.  OouncS  of  Ifem 
Mamp$hire : 

The  close  of  the  civil  year  makes  it  the  dufy  of  the  Gmp- 
lain  to  present  his  amiaal  report,  which  he  now  begs  Wave  l» 
•ubmit. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  proq)erity  in  tiiia  as  well  ai 
the  other  departments  of  the  Prison.  The  excellent  diaciplns 
of  the  Institution  has  been  favorable  to  the  improvement  of  die 
convicts.  There  has  been  a  remarkable  degree  of  qoietade  and 
contentment  observaUe  and  increasing  daring  the  year,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  good  and  lasting  impreesioiis  hare  been 
made  on  the  mtellect  and  heart  of  most  of  them. 

The  regular  religions  services  have  been  oontimied  ifaroa^ 
the  year,  and  deep  and  serious  attention  to  these  seificce  Imc 
been  general  The  great,  fundamental  tmths  of  our  hidj  re> 
lipcm  have  been  urged,  and  to  fix  in  the  mind  a  strong  wai 
abkiing  sense  ol  the  guilt  and  misery  of  aii^  man,  the  adi^ 
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talion  and  excellence  of  salvation  through  tae  Saviour  of  sm* 
ners,  and  the  necessity  and  importance  of  repentance  toward 
God  and  £uth  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  together  with  failli- 
fulness  in  dutj  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  have  been  the  object 
aimed  at  in  all  these  services.  It  is  believed  that  fbw,  if  any, 
would  absent  themselves  from  our  Sabbath  meetings  if  left  to 
their  choice. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  wo  have  not  been  able  tp 
keep  up  a  choir  of  angers  among  the  convicts.    Nearly  all  who 
had  any  knowledge  of  music  went  from  us  at  the  commence 
ment  of  the  year,  and  it  is  found  impracticable  to  succeed 
without  some  leading  voices  or  instrumental  music.    At  present 
we  have  none.    The  Sabbath  school  has  prospered  as  in  former 
years.    About  seventy  have  t^een  in  attendance,  which  is  wholly 
voluntary.    We  are  still  indebted  to  the  faithful  add  pious  young 
men  of  the  Methodist  Biblical  Institute,  who  have  officiated  as 
teachers.    Although  but  little  opportunity  is  found  to  instruct  in 
reading,  spelling,  writing  and  other  branches,  yet  many  have 
made  considerable  progress,  by  diligent  attention  to  their  books* 
The  ^eat  improvement  in  the  method  of  lighting  the  haU 
has  furnished  much  gratification  to  the  lovers  of  books ;  and  lei 
it  not  be  thought  that  these  are  few  in  number.    It  is  surprising 
how  men,  who,  when  other  sources  of  gratification  were  open  to 
them,  cared  nothmg  for  books,  have  become  intensely  interested 
in  reading.     They  have  now  abundance  of  time  through  every 
day  of  the  year,  and  with  books  suited  to  their  wants  and  capac- 
ities, they  are  eminently  a  reading  people.    We  have  a  good 
library,  consisting  of  770  volumes,  historical,  biographical,  re- 
ligious and  miscellaneous,  besides  one  hundred  Bibles,  60  Bible 
rhctionaries,  70  Question  Books  for  Sabbath  schoul,  and  a  con- 
siderable number  of  spelling  books,  arithmetics,  geogra{^ies, 
filates,  and  writing  apparatus  for  nearly  all  the  convicts.    A 
catalogue  of  the  library,  ftc,  will  be  furnished  in  a  communica- 
tion in  a  few  days,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  annual  appropriation  of  the  last  Legislature  for  the 
library,  &c.    The  comparative  small  sum  of  ^^^00,  being  less 
than  one  dollar  for  each  man,  is  sufficient  to  purchase  the  sta- 
tionery and  school  books,  and  keep  the  Bibles  and  the  library 
from  depreciating  in  value,  which  is  perhaps  all  that  is  necessa- 
ry at  present. 

The  discharged  /oonvicts  have,  on  going  out,  found  readv  em- 
ployment and  good  wages,  and  I  think  a  large  proportion  of  tiieiii 
are  doing  well.    There  are,  however,  cases  frequently  occurring 
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that  demand  asnstance  bejond  what  ike  Warden  is  aathorused  to 
to  tdlow ; '  it  18  respectfully  suggested  whether  some  special  proTi- 
eion  should  not  be  made  to  meet  such  cases.  In  some  inatanees 
the  released  convict  finds  himself  with  only  two  or  three  doUan, 
hundreds  of  miles  from  home,  and  temptations  to  diahonesty  or 
bad  company  prevail  over  him,  when,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to 
take  him  home,  these  would  be  avoided.  Others  are  discharged 
in  very  feeble  health,  and  others  after  many  years  of  fiodthful 
labor  and  exemplary  conduct  Might  not  a  few  doDars  be 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Warden,  and  profitably  expended 
in  cases  he  might  deem  deserving  ? 

Not  only  has  the  conduct  of  the  discharged  convicts  generally 
been  good,  giving  evidence  that  the  end  of  punishment,  so  fiv 
as  the  reform  of  the  man  is  concerned,  but  we  think  that  a  la^Hg^ 
proportion  of  those  still  confined  give  proofs  of  improvement. 

Experience  has  taught  that  the  profession  or  outward  de- 
meanor cannot  always  assure  us  of  a  sincere  heart ;  but  yei, 
with  the  sagacious  student  of  man,  there  is  at  least  a  chance 
to  form  a  judgment  with  considerable  accuracy.     Probably  no 

{>ri8on  in  the  country  has  a  less  proportion  of  hardened,  hope- 
ess  criminals. 

Not  only  among  the  living  do  we  see  encouraging  proo&  thai 
labor  is  not  spent  in  vain,  but  the  deaths  of  most  who  have  died 
during  the  year  give  further  evidence.     Undoubtedly 

"  A  death-bed*s  a  detector  of  the  heart, 
Here  Hred  dittinmlation  drops  her  mask." 

And  in  general, 

"  Men  maj  live  fools,  bat  fools  they  cannot  die/' 

One  of  the  convicts  who  has  died,  Ebenezer  Leathers,  was, 
when  committed,  very  ignorant  on  all  subjects,  but  some  four 
years  since  seemed  deeply  impressed  with  reb^us  truth,  be- 
came a  praying  man,  and  gave  as  good  evidence  as  could 
be  expected  of  a  real  conversion.  He  died  calm  and  peaceful. 
Another,  named  Dow,  during  his  long  sickness,  was  venr  peni- 
tent, and  departed  life  expressing  sreat  confidence  in  the  par- 
doning mercy  of  God.  Bradbury  Furguson,  wcU  known  as  the 
murderer  of  his  wife  some  fifteen  years  since,  bad  for  several 
years  given  good  evidence  of  the  possession  of  religion,  and 
at  the  last  was  very  triumphant.  Brown  and  Marden  were 
very  irreligious  until  their  last  sickness,  but  for  some  days  before 
death,  joined  with  the  Chaplain  in  prayer,  and  to  the  last  con- 
tinued to  seek  the  mercy  of  God. 

To  the  intelligent  believer  in  the  great  compassion  of  God  to 
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tl|e  chief  of  Burners,  it  will  not  bo  deemed  incredible  that  eTon 
niDU  long  accostomed  to  wickedness  should  thus,  Uke  the  pen!-*' 
tent  malefactor  of  old,  embrace  the  Redeemer  and  enter  into

Sir  :  In  conformity  with  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled  '^  Air 
act  more  eflfectually  to  provide  for  the  national  defence,  by  es« 
tablishing  a  uniform  mihtia  throughout  the  United  States,^'  ap^ 
proved  May  8th  1792,  agreeably  to  the  requirements  of  tli6f 
88th  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  I  have  the  honor  here-i 
with  to  submit  my  annual  report,  containing  abstracts  from  the 
returns  received  from  Adjutants  of  regiments,  exhibiting  the 
numerical  strength  of  the  militia  of  the  State  for  the  year  end-' 
ing  June,  1854. 

To  the  accompanying  condensed  returns  are  appended  tab-, 
nlar  statements,  showing  the  number  and  amount  of  ord- 
nance, ordnance  appendages,  small  arms,  musical  instrumenia. 
and  other  military  property  of  the  State,  now  in  the  care  of  the 
several  i*egiments,  the  selectmen  of  towns,  Uie  Commissary 
General  at  Portsmouth,  the  Deputy  Commissary  Oeneral  f4 
Lancaster,  and  the  Adjutant  General  at  Concord.  ^

Which  is  88  less  than  the  nomber  returned  in  1863,-  dupli- 
oates  of  which  will  be  duly  forwarded  to  the  War  Department, 
as  prescribed  by  act  of  Congress. 

The  returns  from  Adjutants  of  regiments — ^always  more  or 
less  incorrect  and  impencct-— so  far  as  they  have  been  received 
the  present  year,  are  incomplete.  Many  regiments,  however, 
show  an  increase  upon  former  returns,  while  the  officers  of  oth- 
ers have  seemed  to  regard  the  enrolment  and  returns  as  a 
mere  matter  of  form,  and  of  no  practical  importan^p  whatever. 

'  Since  the  abolition  of  parade  duty,  no  inconsiderable  amount 
of  time  and  labor  is  required  and  devoted  to  the  necessary  writ- 
ten and  verbal  instructions  to  neariy  five  hundred  returning 
officers.  Tet,  under  the  present  ill-aaapted  and  inefficient  law, 
nothing  approximating  to  a  full  and  fair  return  of  the  militia  of 
Ihe  State  can  be  expected.  In  order  to  provide  against  the 
State's  suflering  pecuniarily — ^not  being  able  by  returns  of  this 
year,  to  show  fully  what  should  constitute  the  aggregate  enrol- 
ment— I  have  quoted  from  the  returns  of  last  year.  It  should 
Ibe  borne  in  mind  that  the  laws  of  the  United  States  require 
annually  the  returns  of  the  militia  of  each  State,  and  that  the 
arms  and  accoutrements' issued  by  the  general  government,  are 
distributed  to  the  several  States  only  by  means  of  the  condensed 
returns  received  throu^  the  Several  Adjutants  General. 

Tho  following  resolve  passed  the  Legislature  and  was  approv- 
ed June  22d,  1848,  to  wit :  That  the  Adjutant  General  is  nere- 
by  authorised  to  collect  and  take  charge  of  the  following  named 
property,  belonging  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  to  wit :  all 
ineces  of  ordnance  and  apparatus  thereto  belonging ;  all  arms 
and  musical  mstruments,  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  which 
Bre  not  used  by  regular  companies  belon^ng  to  the  militia  of 
Xt'ew  Hampshire ;  and  hold  them  ready  to  be  distributed  to 
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Buch  companies  as  are  destitate  of  such  orc^naDce,  if  any  fiibxdi 
be  found  suitable  for  use  ;  and  such  other  as  should  prove  un- 
fit for  service,  to  sell  the  same  and  pay  the  proceeds  thereof 
into  the  treasury. 

Agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  resolution,  since  it  passed} 
considerable  of  an  amount  of  dilapidated  and  imperfect  miKtaiy 
property  had  been  disposed  of  and  the  proceeds  annually  ac- 
counted for  to  the  Legislature.  A  large  number  of  musketoaB^ 
rifles  heretofore  bonded  to  individuals  in  different  parts  of  the 
State,  had  become  defective  and  entirely  unfit  for  service,  vA 
were  for  want  of  proper  care  rapidly  going  to  decay.  Such,  te 
a  considerable  extent,  the  past  year,  have  been  called  in  ^d 
inspected  ;  and  sttch  as  were  found  unfit  for  use,  and  coming 
within  the  resolution,  have  been  disposed,  to  wit :  totlie  amouot 
of  $3,786  25,  which  sum  has  been  paid  into  the  State  TrM- 
ury. 

In  the  examination  of  arms,  nearly  800  muskets  and  riflles 
were  found  in  a  fair  state  of  cleanliness  with  no  imperfectioD^ 
and  such  are  retained  in  the  arsenals.  There  are  now  remain- 
ing in  different  towns  of  the  State,  4726  muskets  and  1231 
rifles,  for  wh^h  the  towns  by  their  selectmen  havo  nevAy  rtr 
oeipted,  agreeably  to  the  requirements  of  the  law  of  1850,  and 
are  reported  to  be  in  a  fair  condition. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  duties  of  this  (^ce,  your  Excel- 
lency will  perceive  that  many  special  duties  have  been  impoaei 
up(m  the  Adjutant  General  the  past  year,  which  requires  maeh 
time  and  attention  at  the  office  and  elsewhere.  To  examine  and 
make  sale  of  property  by  direction  of  the  resolution  has  required 
the  presence  of  the  Adjutant  General  and  a  personal  inspec- 
tion of  the  property  in  the  remote  parts  of  the  Stato. 

Out  of  the  appropriation  of  five  hundred  and  eigbtj  dolhis 
for  military  purposes,  but  two  hundred  have  been  drawn  froa 
the  treasury,  which,  together  with  othersums  collected  from  tb» 
sale  of  dilapidated  property,  be,  amounting  to  seventy  doUsa 
and  eighty-five  cents,  have  sufficed  to  meet  all  the  tmmedisis 
expenses  of  this  office  since  the  date  of  my  last  general  repoit, 
as  will  bo  shown  in  my  a^ccounts  and  by  my  vouchers,  wmek 
have  been  transmitted  to  the  Le^lature  now  in  session.  Then 
are  numerous  small  bills  to  be  adjusted  for  the  repots  of  gun- 
houses,  cleaning  and  repairing  ordnance,  ordnance  caniagBS 
and  harnesses,  which  have  not  yet  been  presented. 

The  following  preamble  and  joint  resolution  passed  the  Leg- 
islature, and  was  approved  July  2d,  1853 : 
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<^  Where€tBj  the  dignity  of  the  Sfcate  and  the  public  good 
quire  the  maintenance  of  a  well  organized  militia,  which  is  the 
proper,  natural  and  sure  defence  of  the  State  in  times  of  peace 
and  the  first  emergencies  of  war,  and  it  is  with  regrel;  that  the 
active  dut^  and  organisaUon  of  the  milida  is  abolished,  there^ 
fore— 

Resolved^  hy  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  convened^  That  the  Adjutant  General  be  direct- 
ed to  present  to  the  Legislature  at  their  next  session,  a  bill  for 
the  organization  and  active  duty  of  the  militia  of  this  State." 

In  compliance  with  the  above,  I  have  prepared  a  bill,  which 
wiU  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  for  their  consideration. 

The  militia  laws  of  the  State  have  been  subjected  to  so  many 
changes  and  modifications,  and  so  many  experiments  have  been 
tried  not  only  by  this,  but  in  other  States  of  the  Union,  without 
that  success  which  the  friends  of  the  militia  might  reasonably 
expect,  that  it  is  a  task  to  suggest  any  system  which  would  be 
likely  to  meet  with  favor,  especially  at  a  time  when  all  military 
systems  for  active  duty  are  regarded  as  unnecessary  and  are 
fast  going  into  disrepute.  It  seems,  however,  thai;  recent 
events  transpiring  in  different  sections  of  the  country,  would 
convince  all  lovers  of  law  and  order  of  the  necessity  of  estab- 
lishing some  regular,  o%anized,  dbciplined  military  force  to  re- 
strm  and  put  down  that  mob  spirit  which  seems  to  be'  so  rife 
in  our  land — wUch  may  operate  as  a'  barrier  to  the  innocent 
and  unoffending  against  unbridled  passions  and  ruthless  violence, 
which  will  carrv  out  those  guaranties  to  persons  and  property 
which  are  held  so  sacred  by  our  constitution. 

There  is,  and  will  no  doubt  continue  to  be  a  strong  opposition 
in  some  quarters  against  taxing  property  to  pay  those  who  ac- 
tually do  duty,  drill  and  are  disciplined,  a  reasonable  compen- 
sation, but  those  who  make  such  opposition,  should  consider  that 
the  militia  is  the  means  by  which  property  and  personal  rights 
have  been  and  are  to  be  protected.  The  militia  is  an  element 
of  power  which  is  intended  to  enforce  order  and  guarantee  pro- 
tection after  all  civil  force  has  been  exhausted,  and  as  such 
deserves  the  greatest  encouragement  and  protection  from  the 
Lejrislature. 

The  bill  is  drafted  with  a  view  to  establish  and  sustain  an  ac- 
tive volunteer  force  which  can  be  relied  upon  to  meet  any 
emergencies  in  a  general  time  of  peace,  and  which  will  be  a 
sure  defence  in  time  of  insurrection  or  invasion. 

The  bill  is  respectftdly  submitted  for  the  oonsideration  of  the 
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Legislature,  without  any  further  remarks  as  to  its  general  jHt>- 
visioos  or  its  minute  dettuls. 

I  cannot  close  this  rep<Ni;  without  renewing  the  expression  of 
the  hope  that  the  Legislature  will  take  some  action  to  establiah 
a  militia  sjstem  upon  a  sure  basis  so  as  to  meet  the  jplain  re- 
quirements of  the  Constitution  and  just  expectations  of  the 
State.

Of  the  banhi^  Gjf culation  embraced  in  this  repfrt,  those  lo- 
cated at  Nashuiand  Manchester  are  in  the  practice*  of  receiv- 
ing upon  a  part  f  their  capitals,  chiefly  loaned  in  Boston,  a  rate 
of  mterest  greatenhan  the  legal  rate  of  six  per  cent.  This  prac-' 
tice  appears  to  beJowly  but  gradually  increasing  in  this  State. 
The  experience  of  tiany  years  past  has  shown  that  the  privi- 
lege granted  to  omVanKs  of  issuing  a  paper  currency  has  to- 
abled  them,  at  the  I^  rate  of  interest,  when  managed  with 
Ihcir  habitual  care  a^  prudence,  after  defraying  all  expenses 
and  making  suitable  Jovision  for  the  contingency  of  losses  by 
bad  debts,  to  make  aWage  dividends  of  eight  per  cent,  or  more 
per  annum.  There  se^  to  be  no  good  reason,  dierelbi^,  why 
they  should  be  permitt^  to  turn  the  advantage  they  enjoy 
of  supplying  a  paper  mdiam  to  the  purpose  of  exacting  illegal 
interest  from  business  me^  and  through  them  fit)m  the  public. 
Such  a  practice,  continueiiiiKl  extended  as  it  is  likely  to  be  un- 
less seasonably  ^  checked,  annot,  I  think^  fail,  in  the  end,  to 
produce  serious  injury,  not  Wy  to  the  community,  but  to  the 
credit  and  standing  of  tiie  M^i  themselves. 
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Some  of  fhe  above  banks  have  at  times  within  iiie  year  •!• 
loved  the  amount  of  their  bilb,  issued  from  and  nd  retoaned  te 
the  bank,  somewhat  to  exceed  the  amount  of  ciienlatioii  pe- 
flcnbed  bj  law ;  but  the  excess  has  not  probablj^in  any  instance^ 
been  greater  than  the  amount  which  was  tiien  redeemed  fa 
ihem  m  Boston.  They  chum  the  right  to  do  this  on  the  grooid 
that  Uieir  bills,  when  redeemed  in  Boston,  cease  to  fonn  a  p«ii 
of  their  circulation.  The  existing  laws  do  not  particularly  le-

It  may  be  well  to  con- 
sider whether  a  general  law,  putting  9ome  restrictions,  upon 
the  power  of  officers  to  make  loans  to  themselves,  and  regulat- 
ing the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  given,  upon  some  rational  princi- 
ple based  upon  the  amount  at  risk  in  the  several  institutions, 
may  not  be  sound  and  advisable.

Agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  1111th  chapter  of  the  stat- 
ute h,wB  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  I  have  made  perso- 
nally a  full  examination  into  the  condition  and  management 
of  the  several  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  hereinafter 
mentioned,  as  specified  therein.

From  experience  and  observation  this  company  has  become

The  directors  of  the  Atlantic  and  St.  Lamrence  Baihoii . 
Company,  subnut  to  the  Legislature  the  following  statement  d 
the  affairs  of  the  company,  in  compriance,  as  far  as  practicsbk, 
with  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  Julj  13th,  1850. 

By  the  charter,  granted  by  the  Legislature  of  New  Runp- 
shire,  in  1847,  this  company,  then  existing  and  organixed  as  ft 
corporation  ^ithin  the  State  of  Maine,  was  ^<  constituted  a  oir- 
poration  withm  this  State,  under  the  authority  thereof,"  v^ 
was  authorized  '^  to  continue  and  prolong  [its]  railroad,  agraoft- 
bly  to  the  provisions  of  [its]  charter,  from  the  western  fine  rf 
Maine,  through  the  county  of  Coos,  to  Uie  western,  or  weeten 
and  northern  lines  and  boundary  of  New  Hampshire,  •  •  •  • 
there  to  connect  in  such  manner  with  the  St.  Lawrence  and  At- 
lantic Railroad,  to  be  constructed  from  Montreal,  *****  aft 
to  form  and  constitute  one  continuous  line  of  nulroad  from  tke 
St.  Lawrence,  at  Montreal,  to  the  Atlantic  at  Portland."  ^ 

The  company  being  thos  constituted  a  corporatioQ  wiUim  ft0 
jurisdiction  of  New  Hampshire,  it  is  understood  that  no  separsi^ 
organization  was  contemplated  within  that  State,  and  that  afr 
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specific  board  of  direciors,  or  separate  sjstem  of  accoimts  was 
required  to  be  established  there.  The  affairs  of  the  company 
ha^e,  accordingly,  been  managed  and  carried  on  by  one  board 
of  directors,  chosen  under  the  original  charter,  and  the  ac- 
counts of  the  company,  of  every  kind,  have  been  kept  in  gross 
for  the  whole  line,  and  for  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with- 
out discrimination  of  locality,  between  the  States  throu^ 
which  the  line  is  constructed. 

The  act  of  1850  is,  therefore,  understood  to  be  only  in  part 
applicable  to  the  case  of  this  company. 

The  whole  road,  extending  from  Portland  to  Island  Pond,  in 
Vermont,  a  dbtance  of  li9  miles,  was  neatly  completed  within 
the  last  year.  Expenditures  for  construction,  as  well  as  for 
equipment  and  management,  was  incurred  in  each  of  the  three 
States,  but  for  the  reasons  above  named,  no  specific  statement 
can  made  of  the  amount  expended  in  New  Hampshire.  The 
same  remark  is  applicable  to  income,  which  also  beg^  to  ao- 
crue  upon  the  whole  line  within  that  year.

Within  tho  past  year,  being  the  first  year  of  the  woiUqg  ^ 
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tihe  entire  line,  one  passenger  truQ,  eacb  way,  has  been  run 
daily.  During  the  summer  months,  two  passenger  trains 
were  run  daily. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  past  year,  one  freight  traia,  eadi 
way,  and  within  the  last  six  months,  two  freight  trains  each  way 
were  run  daily,  oyer  the  road  in  New  Hampshire.  Xn  Apnl 
last,  a  third  freight  train  commenced  running  daily  each  way^ 
as  far  as  Gorham. 

The  road  was  originally  designed,  as  provided  and  author- 
ised by  the  New  HAmpehire  charter,  *^  to  form  and  constitute'* 
through  the  connection  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Atlantic  Rtdl- 
road,  a  Canadian  enterprise,  ^^  one  continuous  line  of  railroad 
from  the  St.  Lawrence  at  Montreal*  to  the  Atlantic  at  Port- 
land." With  a  view  to  the  extension  and  enlargement  of  busi- 
ness over  this  line  from  the  whole  valley  of  the  St.  Lawrence, 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company. of  Canada,  was  constituted 
in  1852,  and  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Atlantic  Railroad  Company, 
above  named,  has  been  consolidated  Ipto,  and  become  a  part  of 
that  company.  This  has  led  to  an  application  by  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway  Company  for  a  permanent  lease  of  the  line  of 
the  Atlantic  and  St.  Lawrence  road.  For  this  purpose,  a  pre- 
liminary arrangement  was  entered  into  on  the  fifth  day  of  Au- 
gust last,  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  several  States  within 
which  the  Atlantic  and  St.  Lawrence  Railroad  is  chartered,  and 
in  reference  to  which  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  directors  to  sdidit 
the  sanction  of  the  authorities  of  New  Hampshire,  the  requisite 
power  baring  been  already  asked  and  granted,  by  the  authorities 
of  the  State  of  Maine.

ING  A  NEW  AND  ACCURATE  STATE  MAP. 


T0  ^  Legiihture  cf  the  State  of  Neyo  Edmpthire : 

The  commissioner  appointed  to  obtain  the  neeeasaf;  ii 
tbn,  and  make  estimates  of  the  expense  of  a  new  aad  acctuste 
map  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  sabmits  Uie  fcUowiogi^ 
port:-*—

Seeond,  what  are  necessary  yet  to  he  obtained  fur  a  new  v* 
accurate  map,  by  actual  operations  m  the  field? 

Third,  what  is  the  time  and  expense  necessary  for  obiaioiV 
all  that  is  required,  and  constructing  a  map  J  , 

And,  fourth,  what  is  the  expense  of  engraving,  priniiQg'*' 
manufacturing  ? 

first,  as  to  the  existing  geographical  knowledge  of  tbe  S^ 
It  appears  there  have  been  published  three  maps  of  New  Hao^ 
shire,  claiming  to  have  been  constructed  with  more  or  k0  |^ 
from  actual  observation,  and  'admeasurement.  The  first  bjJ^ 
seph  Blanchard  and  Samuel  Langdon,  published  m  PoHaooQib 
N.  H.,  in  1761,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  Ae  office  of  the  Sccr^ 
of  State,  at  Concord.  The  second  is  Holland^  VBf  of  Ne« 
Hampshire,  published  in  London,  in  1784.  A  copy  of  to  < 
in  the  Portsmouth  Atheneum.  The  third  is  Carrigain'fl  HilS 
published,  as  appears  from  the  map  itself,  m  1816,  *'  from  ^ 
cent  survey  made  under  supreme  autiiority." 

This  was,  for  its  day,  in  accuracy  aad  finish,  hi^^y  ««** 
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ble.  It  was  made  chiefly  &om  town  surveys  returned  by  or- 
der of  the  Legblatures  of  1803  and  1805.  It  made  no  greater 
ckim  to  accuracy  than  what  could  be  secured  by  joming  nu- 
merous separate  surveys,  with  perhaps  some  correction  of  the 
latitude  by  observation.  During  the  lapse  of  forty  years  many 
changes  have  been  made  in  roads,  towns,  counties  and  bound- 
ary lines.  Of  the  latter,  it  is  judged  from  the  inquiries  made, 
that  from  ten  to  twenty  miles  in  every  hundred  throughout  the 
State  are  not  now  correctly  represented  upon  Oarrigain's  map. 
And  in  the  same  proportion  are  the  names  of  towns  and  coun* 
ties  mcorrect.  Lines  that  have  not  been  changed  are  probably 
as  correct  as  usual  on  maps  constructed  in  the  same  way.  AU 
maps  of  New  Hampshire  since  made,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertain- 
ed, have  taken  this  as  a  basis  and  received  such  additions  and 
corrections  as  could  be  conveniently  obtained.  These  have 
been  gathered  chiefly  from  descriptions  of  changes  made  and 
firom  partial  and  limited  surveys,  of  which  the  principal  are 
those  made  by  the  railroads.  Of  this  kind  is  the  Family  ii,nd 
School  Map,  published  by  Nathaniel  March,  Portsmouth,  N.  H., 
about  1835,  and  the  Jownship  and  Railroad  Map  just  publish- 
ed by  J.  B.  Dodge,  of  Nashua  N.  H.  Nothing  has  been  done 
which  would  have  a  very  important  bearing  upon  the  accuracy 
of  a  new  map  except  what  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Unitea 
States  Coast  Survey.  A  very  few  of  the  towns  have  good  re*- 
cent  surveys.  Nearly  all  the  toims  could,  probably,  without 
very  considerable  surveying  or  expense,  furnish  an  (M-dinary 
town  map  with  all  the  lines,  &c.,  to  this  date.  The  surveys  and 
maps  of  the  several  rulroads  would  furnish  useful  information 
and  aid  in  giving  greater  correctness  to  the  portion  of  the  map 
along  their  lines,  though  railroad  surveys  and  maps,  since  ^they 
are  made  for  a  different  purpose,  would  not  be  reliable  as  formr 
ing  the  basis,  or  any  part  of  the  basis,  of  an  accurate  map  of 
a  State.  The  several  railroads  obligingly  offer  their  surveys 
and  maps  without  charge  for  the  use  of  the  State,  if  desired. 

The  United  States  C^ast  Survey  has  extended  its  triangula- 
tion  across  the  State  near  the  sea,  and  already  determined  in 
geographical  position,  three  primarv  stations,  and  fifty  or  sixty 
secondary  and  tertiary  stations.  The  ^  most  northern  of  these, 
points  is  Mount  Washington,  and  all  the  rest  lie  east  of  a 
straight  line  crossing  the  State  through  Mount  Washington,  and 
the  Capitol,  and  from  which  it  will  be  seen  they  cover  less  than 
m  third  of  the  State.  The  greater  part  of  these  points  are 
irithin  ten  or  fifteen  miles  of  me  sea.    Forty  or  fifty  additional 

62     ' 
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points  have  been  detenniQed  at  andaboo^  PortiBumth  kriw. 
Six  or  eight  points  are  also  detenmned  approzimstcJY  in  ekfi- 
tioQ.  A^ong  them  are  the  two  peaks  of  Mount  WaeHmigta. 
A  few  more  poinis  may  be  determmed  in  position  and  d»n6m 
in  the  course  of  three  or  four  years,  but  probably  not  brtka 
west  or  n<»rdi  than  those  already  known.  The  enstang  gedoj^ 
ical  infonnation,  in  the  Geological  Report,  and  from  ail  ote 
known  sourceSi  has  been  carefully  exammed  by  Prof^Bssor  Bi^ 
bard,  and  is  considered  insufficient  for  ihe  preparation  of  a  lot- 
able  geological  map  for  the  mar^  of  a  new  State  map,  vidi- 
out  additional  field  work. 

Secondly,  what  additional  knowledge  must  be  obtuned  by  ^ 
servattbn,  for  an  accurate  map  of  the  State.    An  aocvate  aif 
ef  a  State  is  now  understood  to  imply  a  map  Mnstnieted  iipa 
data  obtained  by  a  series  of  geodetic  and  astrooondeal  obio' 
nations  carefully  conducted  with  suitable   instrmneDti  tf  ^ 
kind  now  in  use  for  such  work.    Both  instruments  and  meAov 
have  been  greatly  improTcd  within  fifty  years,  so  that  adflpN 
of  precision  is  now  eanly  attained  wluch  was  formerly  impooil'^ 
The  general  method  is  briefly  this :  a  base  line  of  four  ^^  % 
miles  in  length  is  accurately  measured,  aod  from  tUs  a  mo*  ] 
of  large  triangles  is  supposed  to  cover  the  State  fike  a  «t 
The  sides  of  £ese  triangles  should  be  fitmi  twen^  \f>  fa? 
miles  long.    The  vertices  of  these  triangles  are  Bccanluij^ 
tennined  in  position  and  elevation  by  the  observations.   Tta* 
smes  of  smaller  triangles  are  taken  so  as  to  fix  one  cr  t>o 
points  in  or  near  each  town.    Then  ihe  town  maps  are  10^ 
rately  made  and  put  in  their  true  position  by  reference  to  ^ 
points  determined  by  tiie  triangulaticm.    All  the  coast  mn9} 
work  in  New  Hampshire  is  so  much  work  done,  with  ^J^ 
quiate  xsare,  and  the  distance  between  any  two  of  these  yi^ 
can  be  used  for  a  base,  and  the  work  readily  continned  cffC 
^e  State  from  the  points  in  tiiis  State  uid  on  the  adjaooitk^ 
ders  of  Maine  and  Massachusetts  already  estaUiaked.  ^ 
measuring  of  a  base  line  with  the  required  accunM^,  tb  ii^ 
expenmve,  and  would  be  particulariy  so  in  New  Hampli^ 
^e  work  of  the  coast  survey  that  could  be  used  wHhoit  tf* 
pense,  would  probably  diminish  tfa^  cost  of  triangnlalkA  ik^ 
one  half.    The  exact  detenninati<m  of  the  princqial  points  (^ 
the  State,  in  this  way,  lies  at  the  foundation  of  a  ccnect  0f' 
The  town  maps  and  aU  the  details  can  be  prepared  witli  v** 
or  less  fuOness  and  correctness,  as  may  be  oonvenieat,  ni^ 
State  map  improved  from  tin^  to  time  till  it  ia  perfMt»if  "^ 
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expease  oMmot  be  inotirred  at  <mee«  Slij^  errors  in  1ii»  pqo- 
tion  of  the  detaOs  iroold  not  greatly  injure  the  mi^  if  the  main 
pomts  were  all  correet  Bat  a  map  oompiled  from  ilie  best 
town  BoryeyB  could  not  be  relied  upon  as  accurate.  There 
would  be  Hkeljr  to  occur  errors  of  some  miles.  In  tihe 
copy  of  Oarrigain's  Map  now  before  me,  b^  comparing  the 
position  of  seyeral  points  with  their  actual  position  as  determin* 
ed  by  the  United  States  Coast  Sunrej,  thej  appear  to  be 
from  10  to  16  statute  miles  out  of  the  waj  in  longitude,  and  from 
one  third  of  a  mile  to  one  mile  in  latitude.  The  large  error  in 
longitode  has  been  partiaUj  corrected  on  later  maps.  The  rel- 
atire  error  is  also  connderable,  though  not  more  than  what 
might  exist  in  an^  map  made  in  the  same  way.  For  instaaiee, 
if  Fort  Gonsiitdhon  be  assumed  as  correct  in  position,  Unko* 
noonuc  is  more  than  a  mile  too  far  norlh,  and  haLf  a  mile  to  far 
east,  while  Mount  Washington  is  two  thirds  of  a  mile  too  fior 
south,  and  one-third  of  a  mile  ,too  far  west.  What  remains  to 
be  done,  then,  to  obtain  the  required  data  for  an  accurate  map, 
is  to  oomjAete  the  triangulation  of  the ,  State  and  msJce  a  cor- 
rect plan  of  all  the  towns  and  places  that  have  not  yet  been 
accurately  surreyed.  And  for  tiie  geological  map,  if  that  is  to 
be  placed  in  the  the  margm,  there  is  need  of  field  work  sufli- 
oient  to  gi^e  a  correct  outline  of  the  formations. 
.  Third,  as  to  the  time  and  expense  of  obtaining  Vhat  is  ne» 
cessary  for  an  accurate  map.  The  whole  work  would  be  best 
and  most  economically  done  under  Ihe  direction  of  one  superin- 
tendent, and  it  would  require,  according  to  the  best  judgment 
that  can  be  formed  from  the  inquiries  made,  from  four  to  sis 
years  to  do  it  well  in  this  way,  at  an  expense  of  seren  or  ei^t 
thousand  dollars  p^  year.  The  geological  map  would  require 
an  additioi^of  about  three  thousand  dollars  in  all.  This  is  the 
estimate  for  doing  the  work  in  a  complete,  and  accurate  man- 
ner, all  at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

Another  method  might  be  followed,  if  the  first  should  be 
deemed  to  costly,  which  might  be  tolerably  satisfactory  and  less 
ezpensiye.  It  is,  to  direct  a  superintendent  to  continue  or  com- 
plete the  trianeulation,  and  require  the' several  towns  to  furnish 
tpwn  maps  at  uieir  own  expense.  The  superintendent  should 
take  general  charge  of  the  town  maps  so  mr  as  to  determine 
time,  points  of  reference,  scale,  modes  of  surveying,  drawing 
&c.,  in  order  to  insure  as  much  correctness  and  unSbrmity  as 
might  be  consistent  with  this  method.  The  town  maps  should 
then  be  subject  to  the  refusal  <^  the  superintendent,  if  uowita- 
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Ue  from  any  cause,  and  the  town  reqtdred  to  paj  die  ezpeue 
of  a  correct  survey.  Some  re-surveys  would  undoubtedly  have 
to  be  made,  but  in  a  majority  of  cases  the  work  might  be  com* 
paratively  well  done.  The  difference  between  a  mi^  constraci* 
ed  by  this  latter  method,  and  that  first  named,  would  not  be 
very  apparent  in  ordinary  business  matters,  or  to  a  casual 
observer ;  but  for  scientific  purposes  and  in  the  estimation  of 
scientific  men,  the  complete  ana  finished  survey  fiiBt  described, 
would  give  a  work  altogether  superior  and  more  authoritative 
and  reUable.  Mr.  Borden's  excellent  map  of  Massachusetts  was 
constructed  by  the  last  described  method. 

It  might  be  added,  that  by  this  last  method,  the  skill  of  the 
town  surueyor  would  be  exercised,  and  his  Imowledge  of  the 
boundaries  and  topography  of  the  region  would  be  enlarged,  to 
the  ffreat  benefit  of  the  neighborhood  in  all  matters  of  buMiiess 
reqmring  it,  and  a  map  of  the  town  secured  for  its  own  use,  as 
well  as  a  copy  for  the  use  of  the  State,  for  the  map  and  for  tA 
erence  in  all  matters  of  legislation  requiring  it.  It  would  be 
but  just  to  estimate  the  ^vantage  to  the  towns  from  this  part  of 
the  work  as  fully  equal  to  any  reasonable  sum  they  mi^t  ex- 
pend in  making  the  town  surveys.  The  triangulation  and  the 
survey  of  unincorporated  territory  would  remain  at  the  expense 
of  the  State.  From  the  kind  of  preparation  necessary  it  wodd 
not  be  worth  while  to  undertake  the  triangulation  for  a  sn- 
gle  year.  It  might  be  completed,  or  dropped  at  any  time  after 
the  end  of  two  years,  if  deemed  expedient  The  amount  of  wuri: 
that  could  be  performed  in  two  years,  or  a  longer  time^  cannot  be 
certainly  ascertained.  It  depends  on  the  seasons  and  nany 
other  circumstances.  Probably,  the  work  left  for  the  State  im 
this  latter  method,  could  be  well  completed  in  three   ot  fbfur 

Sirs,  at  an  expense  of  about  five  thousand  dollar^  per  ; 
e  geology  if  added 'would  cost  the  same  as  before  nuned 
Fourth,  the  expense  of  engraving  and  manuJactoring  the 
maps.  Inquiries  have  been  made  with  reference  to  a  map 
about  tiie  uze  and  scale  of  Carrigain's,  with  a  geological  mas 
in  the  comer,  on  a  scale  of  six  miles  to  the  inch,  and  satk 
other  additions  as  would  make  a  plun  and  useful  map.  A  de- 
ference of  a  few  inches  in  the  suse  would  make  no  nmterial  dif- 
ference in  the  cost.  Inquiries  have  been  made  respecting  tiis 
different  kinds  of  engraving  used  for  such  maps,  and  the  coiift- 
missioner  is  satisfied  that  the  engraving  up<m  copper,  in  Hm 
'  best  style,  is  the  only  work  that  would  be  acceptaUo.  Wliat  ii 
meant  by  tiiis,  will  be  understood  by  reference  to  ^  new 
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of  MaasachnsettSy  by  Hon.  S.  Borden.  Thd  cheapest  en- 
graying  upon  stone  would  only  duninish  this  single  item  about 
one  third,  the  cost  on  stone  being  about  two  thirds  the  cost  on 
co^r. 

The  expense  of  engraying  such  a  map  of  New  Hampshire 
on  copper  in  tho  best  styley  would  be  from  twenty-fiye  hundred 
to  thirty-fiye  hundred  dollars.  A  precise  estimate  cannot  be 
made  until  the  map  is  drawn.  The  cost  yaries  with  the  number 
of  lines.  Those  representing  the  topography,  (hiUs,  mountains, 
&c.,)  and  which  would  add  greatly  to  the  usefulness  and  beau- 
ty of  a  map  of  New  Hampshire,  are  expensiye,  and  might,  by 
bemg  made  full  or  omitted,  make  a  difference  in  the  cost  of  en-  ^ 
graymg  of  fiye  hundred  to  a  thousand  dollars.  The  omission  of 
the  gedo^cal  map  would  make  the  cost  from  two  hundred  to 
fiye  hundred  dollars  less.^  A  copper  plate  once  engrayed  can 
be  used  for  any  length  of  time,  and  changes  and  corrections 
that  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time  can  be  made,  to  a 
moderate  extent,  without  great  cost. 

After  the  engraying  is  completed,  the  cost  of  paper,  printing, 
»- coloring,  mounting  on  cloth  and  rollers,  &c.,  for  use,  for  three 
hundred  copies  and  upwards,  would  be  about  two  dollars   per' 
copy.  ' 

The  time  necessary  for  the  engraying  is  about  a  year  and 
a  half  after  the  map  is  drawn.  In  the  estimate  of  expense,  the 
value  of  those  likely  to  be  sold,  above  the  cost  of  paper, 
printing,  &c.,  should  be  deducted  from  the  aggregate  cost  of  a 
new  map.  The  yarious  sources  of  information  of  which  the  com- 
missioner has  ayailed  himself,  and  from  which  he  has  drawn  the 
conclusions  presented  in  this  report,  are  as  follows : 

The  maps,  surveys,  plans,  &c.,  in  the  State  Library  and 
Secretary  of  State's  office  at  Concord ; 

Answers  to  inquiries  addressed  to  a  large  number  of  the 
toKns  in  the  State,  to  intelligent  citizens  in  each  county,  to  all 
the  raihroads  in  the  State,  and  to  some  among  the  best  known 
engravers  in  Boston,  New  York  and  Philadelphia : 

The  advice  of  Prof.  A.  D.  Bache,  Superintendent  of  the  U. 
S.  Coast  Survey ;  of  the  Hon.  Simeon  Borden,  Superintendent  of 
the  Massachussetts  State  Survey ;  of  Professors  Ira  Young 
and  Oliver  P.  Hubbard,  of  Dartmoutii  College ;  of  H.  F.  Wat 
ling,  civil  engineer.  Providence,  R.  I.,  and  of  several  other 
gentlemen,  whose  business  or  studies  have  made  them  fiftmiliar 
with  such  subjects. 

Also,  treatises  and  reports  upon  the  subject  have  been  exam- 
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ined,  partieokrly  tiie  report  of  ihe  V.  S.  Goirt  Sorfvjr,  173- 
liams'  Geodesjy  and  Paisnnt's  Qeodesy.

The  subseribersy  composing  the  joint  committee  af^Kwited  \fj 
the  Hon.  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  at  tm  June 
sion  of  the  Legislatare,  A.  D.,  1858,  *^  to  mveatigale  the 
of  &e  Suncook  Mann&ctoring  Ooinpany,  agreeably  to  a  joiiit 
resolution  that  passed  both  branches  of  the  L^islatore  ai 
session/'  have  attended  to  the  duties  asrigned  £em  in  said 
olution,  and  now  report  as  follows :

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4th.  AbindoDiiie&t  of  theu  eharter  bj  eeariag  to  aet  under  it. 

The  Oommittee  hare  oome  to  a  very  aatisfiictory  oonelnsion, 
that  no  oppre88i(Hi  or  ii^jogtioe  was  mtentioiiaHj  practiced  by  said 
cofflpaay,  or  any  of  the  officers,  or  corporators,  towards  said 
inchols,  or  aoy  other  perstm,  and  that  there  has  been  no  fraad 
practiced  by  the  company.  The  company  was  unfortunate  in 
the  management  of  its  afihirs,  in  consequence  of  which  said 
mchols,  and  all  the  other  corporators,  were  subjected  to  heavy 
losses,  but  we  see  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  whole  management 
was  characterized  by  upright  ai^  honorable  intentions,  on  the 
part  of  the  company,  and  all  its  officers,  and  agents. 

The  charter  was  granted  in  1846 ;  and  the  company  organis- 
ed under  it  June  2i&t,  1847,  and  then  voted  to  create  a  cafntal 
stock  and  divide  it  into  200  shares  of  the  nominal  par  value  of 
$500  each.  To  make  up  this  stock  property  was  purchased  of 
said  Nichob,  and  three  others,  who  became  stockholders,  con- 
Astmg  principally  of  water  power,  buildings,  machinery  for  man* 
i^Gftctttnng,  and«  some  other  real  estate  for  the  use  of  the  com- 
y  in  their  business,  and  included  In  said  stock  at  the  nominal 

ue  of  $72,000,  which  was  more  ti^  its  real  value,  To 
make  up,  with  said  $72,000,  the  stock  provided  for,  being  nom- 
inally $100,000,  there  was  the  sum  of  $28,000  assessed  u^ 
the  stockholders  and  pud  in  by  them,  the  last  portion  of  which 
was  ordered  to  be  assessed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Directors  holden 
on  the  14th  of  February  1848,  and  ordered  to  be  paid  in  by 
the  first  day  of  April  1848. 

A  building  bduded  in  said  $72,000  purchase,  and  designed 
to.be  filled  up  with  maaufaetoring  machinery,  proved  unsuitable 
for  that  purpose,  which  made  it  necessary  to  erect  a  new  build- 
ing for  that  purpose^  and  the  company  decided  to  erect  a  build- 
ing 160  feet  in  length,  and  probably  involving  a  larger  expendi* 
tare  rf  moner  than  it  was  prudent,  under  the  circumstances  to 
make ;  said  Kichols  objected  to  the  erection  of  so  large  and 
eocpensive  a  building.  To  defray  the  expense  of  erecting  this 
building,  additional  stock  was  created  December  2d,  1848,  to 
&»  amount  of  $100,000,  (said  Nichols  objecting  thereto,)  and 
divided  into  shtures  mi  disposed  of  at  $260  each  share,  illisse 
new  shares  were  ftrst  oflered  to  the  tiien  existing  stockholders, 
but,  not  being  all  taken  by  them,  the  residue  were  taken  by 
persons  who  Imd  not  before  been  stockholders.  There  were  400 
of  these  new  shares,  which  at  $260  each  would  make  $100,000. 
The  dutrter  authofised  a  capital  stock  <tf  $200,000,  and  this 
new  stodc  witiithe  former  stock  made  up  aoomally  that  amount 
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Said  Nichols  did  not  take  any  part  of  the  new  stock,  and  ob}ee(- 
ed  to  creating  it,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  unable  to  take  it 

Prior  to  the  creation  of  this  stock,  a  stock  had  been  aatiiorii- 
ed  amounting  to  about  )86,000,  to  be  divided  into  ahares  tt 
$320  each,  but  could  not  be  disposed  of.  $320  was  about  die 
actual  value  of  the  shares  first  created,  at  the  time  thej  woe 
created. 

The  $320  shares  were  authorized  June  26, 1848. 

The  building  of  the  mill  150  feet  in  length,  was  deterained 
on  July  10th,  1848. 

The  expense  incurred  by  tiie  erection  of  this  bniUBng,  vi 
filling  it  with  machinery,  with  heavy  losses  snstained  in  maniH 
facturing  and  sales  of  goods,  made  it  necessary  for  the  cosaptuj 
to  sell  their  corporate  property,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  their 
debts,  which  they  did  in  good  faith.  The  vote  authoraing  As 
sale  was  passed  Nov.  9, 1852,  and  the  avails  were  a|^fiel 
towards  the  liabilities  of  the  company,  but  came  largely  sboit  of 
paying  the  whole  amount,  and  the  holders  of  a  portxon  of  dn 
shares  paid  the  residue  amounting  to  about  $80,00<),  out  of  their 
own  private  means.  Of  this  residue  said  Nichols  paid  noOimg^ 
Not  having  investigated  the  affairs  of  the  company  he,  witho^ 
doubt,  believed  the  supposed  indebtedness  of  the  company  to  k 
mostly  fictitious,  and  the  sale  a  fraudulent  contrivance>to  depiv^ 
him  of  his  property.  JBut  the  committee  are  satisfied  tiiat  saeh 
was  not  the  case. 

The  committee  believe  that  no  injustice  has  been  done  to  sail 
Nichols,  except  such  as  has  resulted  from  mjndieioos  maaage- 
ment  of  the  ^Jairs  of  the  company,  nnattended  with  any  des^ 
to  injure  him,  and  resulting  disastrously  to  all  the  stockholders' 

The  creation  of  said  new  stock,  and  disposing  of  it  at  a  le- 
dttced  nommal  value,  after  the  company  had  previously  createi 
a  stock  less  in  amount,  and  of  larger  nominal  valae,  per  share, 
is  a  matter  which  tiie  ioommittee  subnut  to  the  oonsidemtkn  s( 
the  Legislature,  wit)boat  expressing  an  opinion  in  relation  to  is 
legality,  or  effect.     , 

The  corporation  mAe  no  annual  retums  to  the  Govenor. 
The  omisaon  subjected  the  corporators  to  personal  liability  ftr 
the  debts  of  the  corporation,  which  liability  a  portion  of  the 
corporators  have  fully  met,  as  before  stated.  The  debts  of  Hf^ 
corporation  have  all  been  tiros  pakf. 

The  debts  that  had  been  contracted  at  the  time  of  the  aaleef 
the  corporate  property  did  amount  to  mneh  more  tiiaa  half  sf 
the  <<  stock  aotoally  pud  in  and  the  otiier  propeity  and 
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of  the  corporation.''  This  ia  forbidden  by  the  6th  section  of  the 
147  chapter  of  the  compiled  Statutes. 

All  the  corporate  property  was  sold,  as  we  have  before  stated, 
and  the  purchasers  haye  not  acted  under  the  charter  of  the 
company. 

The  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  which  the  sale  of  the 
corporate  property  was  authorizecl,  was  notified  only  four  days 
before  the  meeting  was  holden. 

There  was  a  vote  passed  at  a  meeting  holden  June  21st,  1847, 
that  future  meetings  of  the  company  should^be  called  by  notice 
in  writing  from  the  Clerk  or  President  of  the  company,  to  each 
stockholder,  delivered  in  hand,  or  mailed,  seven  days,  at  least, 
before  the  day  of  meeting.  At  this  time  the  company  had 
adopted  no  by-laws,  and  did  not  jEtdopt  any  till  1850,  when  a 
code  was  adopted,  but  no  mode  was  provided  for,  of  calling 
meetings,  therein.  The  same  day  that  the  sale  was  made  it  was 
ratified  by  all  the  stockholders,  except  said  Nichols,  by  an  in- 
strument under  seal  executed  for  that  purpose. 

Said  Nichols  was  made  the  first  agent  of  the  company  and  it 
was  insisted  by  him  that  the  corporation  agreed  for  a  valuable 
consideration  that  he  should  be  the  permanent  agent  of  the  com- 
pany, and  receive  a  salary,  as  such,  for  transacting  the  business. 
He  was  dismissed  February  1st,  1848,  after  having  holden  the 
agency  a  few  months  only,  but  the  committee  find  no  such  agree- 
meent  proved  by  the  evidence. 

The  committee  believe  the  facts  now  stated  'to  be  the  only 
material  facts  telating  to  the  matter  committed  to  us,  and  having 
stated  them,  we  close  our  report,  not  deeming  it  necessary,  or 
proper,  for  us  to  recommend  any  course  of  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Legislature,  but  submitting  the  whole  subject,  most  respect- 
fully, for  consideration  to  the  Legislature.
